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City refuses 
to divest from 
South Africa

NEWTON — The Newton Retirement 
Board (NRB) adamantly refuses to divest 
its $1 million in holdings from South 
Africa, despite the appeals from Newton 
North High School students, Rep. David 
Cohen (D-Newton) and Sen, Jack 
Backman (D-Brookline), 

“We have no plans of changing our cur- 
rent investment practices,’’ NRB 
member John Colella said. ‘‘The biggest 
reason is our responsibility to invest the 
funds of the board in the best interest of 
our city employees. No aspect of divest- 
ment is in their best interest,” he said. 

The bottom line, he added, is the board 
has “sound financial investments” in 
South Africa. 

Newton’s lack of support in putting 
economic pressure on the South African 
government is an “embarrassment,” 
Backman said. 

‘Newton stands out like a sore thumb 
compared ,to the actions taken by other 
cities and towns in the commonwealth,” 
he said, I'm embarrassed by it and I hope 
the citizens of this city are too.” 

According to Backman, Newton is the 
first city in the state to refuse divestment. 

The debate has also sparked the interest 
of some Newton North High School 
students, Apartheid Week at the schools 
last month ‘‘opened my eyes to what's go- 
ing on down there,’’ Newton North senior 
Steve Calechman said. 

Calechman and several other students 
addressed the board on the moral obliga- 
tion of economic withdrawl. 

“No pressure was put on the board 
before this and I don’t think anyone will 
pull out if attention isn’t brough to it,” 
Calechman said. ‘‘I wasn’t really surpris- 
ed that the board is standing so firm in 
their decision. Divestment is a big step. I 
don’t think you can expect a miracle only 
after one meeting,’’ he added. 

Laurence Marino is the only NRB 
member whose position is less clear and 
perhaps promising, according to 
Calechman. 

“I’m not sure which way Mr. Marino 
will go but at least he showed a will- 
ingness to keep the issue open for discus- 
sion," Calechman said. 

Marino was unavailable for comment. 

Divestment is a ‘‘symbolic act’’ to show 
the South African government that the 
United States opposes the policy of Apar- 
theid, Backman said.

Green’s housing plans 
hit snag in Boston board

BRIGHTON — Developer Alan 
Green's plans to contruct a 251-unit hous- 
ing complex atop Farlow Hill hit another 
snag last week as the Boston City Coun: 
cil passed a resolution opposing the plan, 

The resolution, according to City 
Councilor Brian McLaughlin, is design- 
ed to inform the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority (BRA) of the density and traf- 
fic concerns expressed by abutters on 
the Brighton side of the project. Because 
the site of the former St. Sebastian's 
Country Day School on Farlow Hill 
straddles the Newton-Boston border, 
Green needs approval of both the 
Newton Board of Aldermen and the 
BRA. McLaughlin says his resolution 
came at the behest of Brighton residents 
upset that the plans call for too many 
units to be built on the Brighton side 

‘‘We passed a resolution,'’ 
McLaughlin says, ‘‘saying that we sup- 
port the position of the Brighton 
neighborhood in Oak Square against the 
density and more in accordance with the 
existing Boston zoning."’ 


Green is seeking 138 units in the 
smaller Boston section of the Farlow Hill 
parcel. A source at the BRA says the 
current Boston zoning status would 
allow only ‘76 detached dwelling units.”’ 
The source says Green will have to peti-

NEWTON — Sounding hopeful 
at some points and grim at 
others, Mayor Theodore D, Mann 
Monday night said the city's 1987 
budget picture is sound, but 
“huge deficits” may loom in the 
years ahead 

Mann made this assessment 
while announcing next year's 
$115 million municipal budget to 
the Board of Aldermen. 

He summed up his point by say- 
ing this year’s budget may send 
“conflicting messages’’ to 
residents. ‘Are these the best of 
times?” he asked. ‘‘Or the worst 
of times?” 

“T believe that ‘the times,’ so to 
speak, are indeed better than five 
years ago, when our first full Pro- 
position 2 1/2 budget was 
prepared,’ he said. ‘I also 
believe we can experience the 
worst of times very quickly ..."’

NEWTON — Two members of 
the aldermanic Finance Commit- 
tee share Mayor Theodore D, 
Mann's worries about the city 
financial future, but a_ third 
refuses to adopt that pessimistic 
view. 

They were reacting to Mann's 
annual budget address delivered 
Monday night to the Board of 
Aldermen, 

The mayor said the city’s cur- 
rent financial picture is solid, but 
fears cutbacks in federal funds, 
inadequate state aid, a rising 
School Department budget and 


The city has suffered ‘‘deep” 
cuts in federal funds, but has a 
multi-million dollar budget 
surplus, he said, Residents are 
facing “unprecedented” hikes in 
sewer and water rates, yet 
Newton maintains a reserve tax 
capacity, the mayor noted, 

“The environment of conflic- 
ting messages has only served to 
heighten the already keen com- 
petition for scarce resources,” 
Mann said. “Our unions now 
have inflated expectations. Other 
groups seek greater expenditures 
of property tax dollars that, while 
worthwhile, are beyond the 
municipal mandate.’ 

The mayor singled out the 
School Committee as one source 
of conflicting messages. 

Mann criticized the committee 
for including temporary state 
money in the latest teacher 
raises, funds that are not

In addition, for Green to 
sell the units only to persons 55 or older, 
he needs passage of legislation in the 
Statehouse that would allow restricting 
Sales of units by age in a parcel of land 
less than 20 acres.

BRIGHTON In many ways, the 
border between Newton and Boston is 
more than just a line on a map, 

Where the perception of Newton, 
known as the Garden City, is that of an 
affluent western suburb of white collar 
workers living in Victorian homes, 
Brighton is known as a run-down center 
of urban decay where blue collar 
workers live in triple deckers, 

While both of the above descriptions 
are exaggerations, there is a marked dif- 
ference between Newton and Allston- 
Brighton financially and aesthetically 
According to some Allston-Brighton civic 
leaders, one reason is that Newton's 
municipal government is more respon- 
sive to the needs of its citizens, As a 
result, they say Newton will continue as 
the Garden City while Allston-Brighton 
will continue as the compost heap 

‘We feel like a weak sister to 
everyone," Community Beautification 
Council (CBC) President Brian Gibbons 
says. “If we had the Newton Board of 
Aldermen negotiating for us, maybe that 
wouldn't be the case,” 

Gibbons, whose organization 
represents some 400 Allston-Brighton 
residents, says density disparities favor 
ing Newton in developments on the 
Newton-Brighton border come about 
because Boston city officials are not as 
responsive as Newton officials.

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ACT releases its latest ‘hit list’

NEWTON - A local watchdog 
group says the nation’s top three 
television networks have earned 
the dubious honor of ‘‘trying to 
fool all the children all the time.”” 


The “Big Three’? of TV ap- 
peared prominently on the first 
annual ‘10 Most-Wanted List’ 
drawn up by Action for 
Children’s Television (ACT), a 
national advocacy organization 
based in Newtonville since 1968. 


Although ACT chose April Ist - 
the date traditionally reserved 
for mischievous trickery - to an- 
nounce the sardonic distinctions, 
the group’s leader said the list is 
no joke. 


“While life got better for 
children’s television in the 70s, 
the Reagan administration's 
policies and deregulation have it 


going back into a condition that's 
worse than when we started,” 
ACT President Peggy Charren 
said yesterday. 


“It may sound a bit foolish, but 
the sentiments behind it are very 
serious. ACT’s 10 Most Wanted 
may not have commited armed 
robbery, but by their actions and 
inactions they are robbing our 
children of valuable op- 
portunities to learn and grow,” 
she added. 


Pragmatism is the main 
reason ACT selected April Fools’ 
Day to unveil its list. 


“We keep saying the children 
need more service from televi- 
sion, but, if you don’t think of an 
unusual way to get the message 
out, people stop paying attention 
to you,’’ Charren said. 


ACT drew up the list of televi- 
sion industry bigwigs, adver- 
tisers and government officials 
based on the complaints and 
observations it has received from 
parents, educators and citizens 
across the country.

NEWTON — Mayor Theodore 
D. Mann’s proposed $115 million 
budget has more than $7 million 
in new costs, about 7 percent 
more than last year’s expenses. 

Most of that rise is attributable 
to higher employee salaries, in- 
creased state sewer-water 
charges and $1 million to be set 
aside for possible tax 
abatements, according to the 
mayor’s figures. 


The actual hike in the cost for 
school and city services is less 
than one percent of the total 
budget, the figures show. 

Around one year in the making, 


ABC, CBS and NBC are wanted 
“for inertia’ because they have 
failed to air daily or even weekly 
shows for kids during the 
weekdays. 


The Reagan administration is 
wanted “tor shortsightedness”’ 
because it proposed the elimina- 
tion of federal funding for the 
Public Broadcasting Service. 


Federal Communication Com- 
mission Chairman Mark Fowler 
earned a place on ACT’s list for 
the “insensitivity” of his ‘‘let 
them eat cable”’ attitude toward 
children’s television. 


G.I. Joe, Chuck Norris, Rambo 
and other action-packed pro- 
grams, cartoons and movies 
received the group’s ‘‘bestiality” 
award “for teaching young peo- 
ple the new commando-like 
patriotism of the 1980s."" 


The managers of “many’’ in- 
dependent TV stations are 
wanted ‘‘for manipulation’’ 
because they devote ‘‘after- 
school hours to 30-minute ads 
starring brand-name toys.” 


The FCC made the ACT list 
“for recklessness” for failing to 
enforce the Communications Act 
as it pertains to children’s televi- 
sion and the nation’s tobacco 
companies’ smokeless tobacco 
ads earned a “for malice” slot. 


ACT also cited the Federal 
Trade Commission ‘‘for lethargy 
the National Association of 
Broadcasters and the National 
Cable Television Association ‘‘for 
betrayal;’’ and toy manufac- 
turers ‘‘for greed.”’ 


“The saddest thing about our 10 
Most-Wanted List is that a good 
number of these problems have 
been with us for a whole genera- 
tion,” said Charren, who added 
that Europeans cannot believe 
America does not have a single, 
weekday program for children. 


“Civilized societies don’t deal 
with children that way,” she add- 
ed. 

“Part of what motivated this 
list is anger,’’ Charren said. 
“Anger at all these institutions

like it so 
much better. It’s not as scary or 
as dangerous as the other events 
like the balance beam.” 

Most gymnastics events in- 
volve physical risk. Even though 
rhythmic gymnastics is not as 
dangerous as other events, Leora 
said, injuries go along with the 
sport. 

“T hit my head so many times 
with the clubs when I first 
started, I got used to having a 
sore head. The clubs are the 
hardest and most dangerous 
event.”” 

Injuries aside, Leora said the 
sport ‘‘fascinates” her. 

“It's really such a beautiful 
sport," she said. ‘I've only been 
doing it for a year, but I have a 
strong dance background and 
that’s probably why I picked it up 
so fast.” 

If Leora does well in the 
regional competition this 
weekend, she can go to the Olym- 
pic training center in Colorado 
this summer, The camp prepares 
athletes for a higher level of com- 
petition. It also tests their poten- 
tial for the Olympic competition. 
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Although the Olympic dream is 
in the back of her mind, Leora 
said she can only take one day at 
atime. 

“T haven't really thought about 
it because I don’t think it’s going 
to happen,” she said. “In a way 
it’s so far beyond me right now. I 
try not to look that far ahead 
because I need to concentrate on 
one thing at a time.” 

Training, diet and 
psychological preparation are all 
part of Leora’s daily routine. It’s 
hectic and demanding, and love 
for the sport is what motivates 
her, 


“I don’t think I would have 
done so well in my last meet if it 
wasn’t for my mother,” Leora 
said. ‘She is always there en- 
couraging me. She’s a great emo- 
tional support.” 

Barbara Bloch helps her 
daughter with her routines. She 
used to teach ballet, and Leora 
said her mother’s trained eye is a 
great asset. 

“She's actually very easy to 
work with because she’s highly 
motivated,”’ Barbara Bloch said. 
“Sometimes it’s very difficult to 
teach your own children, but 
Leora is very responsive. What 
ever she does, she does well."’ 
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Leora’s parents go to as many 
meets as they can. Barbara 
Bloch said it is much more relax- 
ing to watch Leora do rythmic 
gymnastics than it is to watch her 
on the balance beam. 

“You just want to swallow your 
heart when she gets on the 
beam,” she said. “It’s beautiful 
to watch for most people, but it’s 
a different story when it’s your 
own daughter up there. It’s tough 
to watch with ease.”’ 

The night before a meet, 
Leora’s mother prepares a 
spaghetti dinner and loads 
Leora’s body with car- 
bohydrates. For breakfast, she 
eats light, high energy food. 

“The morning of the meets, I 
try to eat no food that is too filling 
because it slows me down,” 
Leora said. 

The night before a competition 
the jitters set in, but Leora tries 
to occupy her mind with other 
diversions and makes sure to get 


a good night's sleep. 

“It really doesn’t hit me until 
the morning of the meet,” Leora 
said. “Before I do my routines, 
it’s important for me to be by 
myself so I can go over the steps 
of my routine in my mind, I don’t 
like watching the people that go 
before me because it makes me 
more nervous.”” 

Leora placed first in the state 
gymnastic competition and se- 
cond in the tri-state meet. She 
received the 110 Percent Award 
for Newton South gymnastics and 
she is the only Newton South 
senior to make the Dual County 
League All Star Team for the 
balance beam. 

Although it would be an honor 
to be on the Olympic team, Leora 
said it wouldn’t be the end of the 
world if she does not make it.

The 
street value of the marijuana is 
estimated at $2,000, 

Catherine J. Arsenault, 32, of 
Weston, was served an arrest 
warrant and a search warrant for 
‘Newton Yellow Cab 110, Detec- 
tives found two brown paper bags 
containing marijuana under the 
front passenger seat of the cab. 
Seven plastic bags of marijuana 
were found in one bag and 11 in 
‘ the other, according to police. 


Two additional bags of mari- 
juana and a packet of Zig-Zag 
cigarette papers were found in 
the suspect’s pants pockets. 
Arsenault’s cab was towed to the 
police garage after the arrest. 
According to detectives, the drug 
arrest is the result of a long in- 
vestigation. 

Arsenault pleaded not guilty in 
district court Friday on two 
charges of possession of controll- 
ed substance Class D with intent 
to distribute, according to court 
records, Judge Monte G. Basbas 
released the defendant on per- 
sonal recognizance. The case was 
continued to April 3. 


Barney frankly refuses invitation 


BOSTON (AP) — U.S. Rep. 
Barney Frank has rejected an in- 
vitation to represent the Kennedy 
School of Government at Har- 
vard University’s 350th anniver- 
sary, saying he objects to an 
award the school plans to give 
U.S. Attorney General Edwin 
Meese III. 

Havard’s Kennedy School 
plans to give Meese an award 
April 9. Graham Allison, dean of 
the school, has defended the 
award, saying the school is oblig- 
ed to recognize all points of view. 

Frank, D-Mass., wrote to 
Allison, turning down the invita- 
tion to represent the school at the 
Harvard’s anniversary celebra- 
tion in September and calling the 
award to Meese inappropriate, 
The Boston Globe reported today. 

“I am most distressed by the 
extreme insensitivity to any need 
by the government to act against 
prejudice in this society against 
vulnerable groups,”’ Frank, who 
is a lecture at the Kennedy 
‘School, wrote. 

“From his attack on the Voters 
‘Rights Act early in this ad- 
ministration’s first term, through 


his divisive and unnecessary ef- 
fort to undo agreements to in- 
tegrate police and fire depart- 
ments ... through his current ef- 
forts to appoint racists to the 
federal bench, Mr. Meese has 
labored hard to undo racial pro- 
gress we have made in this socie- 
ty at great pain in recent 
decades,”’ he wrote. 

Frank, who was graduated 
from from Harvard College in 
1962 and Harvard Law School in 
1977, claimed Meese ‘“‘failed per- 
sonal standards that I would hope 
the Kennedy School would hope 
to impart, as evidenced by the 
financical dealings he engaged in 
when he came to Washington.”’ 

Meese has received loans from 
friends but has never been cited 
for anything illegal. 

Niaomi Chase, director of com- 
munications for the Kennedy 
School, said Allison was sorry 
Frank rejected the invitation. 

“We understand his position. 
Just as the dean stated, people 
are entitled to their convictions, 
and the school cannot tell Barney 
Frank or Edwin Meese what 
those convictions will be.””

Driver knew victim was stuck under car 


BOSTON — A. 20-year-old 
Newton man who allegedly 
struck a pedestria.n in Boston's 
Chinatown two years ago was 
aware that the victim was 
underneath his car as he drove 
seven miles to Cambridge, ac- 
cording to to eyewitness 
testimony. 

Andrew Frumari of Newton is 
facing seven charjges, including 
vehicular homicide and driving 
to endanger, resulting from the 
Feb, 26, 1984 death of Bernard 
Clougherty, 42 of Dorchester. 

According to police reports, 
Clougherty was stiruck at about 3 
a.m. on Essex Street and Har- 
rison Avenue. The incident 
received a subseqient investiga- 
tion that alleged Clougherty’s 
body was dragged all the way to 
Cambridge underneath 
Fruman’s Pontiac Trans AM. 

“We knew there was a body 
under the car, we just didn’t 
know what to do,’’ one of the two 
passenger’s in I*ruman’s car, 


testified, ‘We were all scared."” 

Testifying before Suffolk 
Superior Judge John J. Irin Jr., 
Cotoma said she heard a 
“thump’' while driving in 
Chinatown on the night of Feb. 26, 
1984, after which Fruman stated 
he thought he hit something. 


Cotoma’s said Fruman, who 
then was 18, stopped his car at 
the Moon Villa restuarant about 
100 yards from where the acci- 
dent occurred to investigate the 
noise. 


She told the judge that both she 
and Fruman checked underneath 
the vehicle, adding that she 
clearly saw the victim's ‘‘hands 
and wrists." Cotoma testified 
that she was outside the car ‘‘for 
less than a minute,” before get- 
ting back in, after which Fruman 
drove off, dragging Clougherty’s 
body. 

The loud noise left no doubt 
there was a body underneath the 
car, Cotoma testified. 


GPBC scandal means ‘business as usual’ 


NEWTON A Waltham 
telecommunications firm im- 
plicated in a sclhieme to divert 
millions of dollars from dozens of 
eastern Massachusetts cities and 
towns continues to seek work con- 
tracts from some of the same 
communities. 

Acticom, Inc., of 191 High St., 
unsuccessfully bid last week for 
the right to provide seven police 
radios for the city’s: Civil Defense 
Department. 

Ironically, Newton is one of the 
plaintiffs in the Gyreater Boston 
Police Council’s $1.75 million 
civil suit against former GBPC 
administrator Vimothy C, 
Coogan. 

The police council’s attorneys 
believe Coogan invested some of 
the $1.5 million he is accused of 
misappropriating from GBPC 
members in Acticom, Inc., and 
similar ventures owned by 
Waltham resident John R. Acker- 
man. 

Ackerman, who moved from 
Littleton to 3 Azalea Road last 
September, was supposed to 
testify on his relztionship with 
Coogan during a cleposition ses- 
sion scheduled for this past week. 

But GBPC Attorney Thomas E. 
Dwyer, Jr., said Ackerman’s

depostition has been rescheduled 
for this week. 

The Waltham man’s lawyer, 
Robert O’Neill, has refused to 
comment on his client's involve- 
ment in the case. 

Acticom, Inc., which 
specializes in NYNEX cellular 
phone systems and two-way 
(radios, offered a $1,122.29 bid for 
‘the seven CD radios to be used by 
the city’s auxiliary police. 


The apparent low bid of $641.43 
was submitted by another local 
firm, Waltham Electronics, Inc., 
of 53 Everett St. The third bidder, 
C.L. Communications of Rhode 
Island, offered a $1,254 purchase 
price for the radios. 

Since 1981, Ackerman-run com- 
panies have won the right to 
maintain city communications 
equipment and are expected to be 
among the bidders for that ser- 
vice when proposals for a new 
contract become public soon. 


Ackerman also owns Acker- 
man Communications Limited, 
which has the same address and 
telephone number as Acticom, 
Inc. He is believed to have met 
Coogan while working as a 
Motorola technician servicing 
GBPC radios.

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DeNucci ponders 
auditor's contest

BOSTON ~ An April 17 fun- 
draiser scheduled as the beginn- 
ing of State Rep. Joseph DeNuc- 
ci’s uncontested re-election cam- 
paign may turn out to be the start 
of his bid for the job of state 
auditor, 

De NOU tc tC Dp 
Newton/Waltham) indicated 
Monday that the party at the 
Hillcrest Function Facility in 
Waltham could present the 
perfect setting for his official en- 
trance into the toughest political 
scrape of his career, 

“T had a fundraiser, kick-off 
party for my re-election planned 
at Hillcrest prior to (State 
Auditor John J.) Finnegan's an- 
nouncement, Now, with things 
the way they are, that could be an 
election kick-off for state 
auditor,” he said. 

“Tlike the date,” he added, 

If DeNucci decides to seek the 
statewide post, his constituents in 
northern Newton and southern 
Waltham can expect to be delug- 
ed by politicians seeking to 
suceed him, 

The former middleweight 
contender-turned-lawmaker 
referred to each step in the elec- 
tion process as ‘‘a round,” leay- 
ing little doubt about the 
seriousness with which he is 
weighing a potential run. 

“T’m a candidate, but I’m not 
an officially announced can- 
didate. Everything looks good 
and promising, but we'll have to 
wait and see what the field turns 
out to be,’’ DeNucci said. 

Despite his unofficial status, 
DeNucci has already managed to 
secure numerous endorsements 
from colleagues on Beacon Hill 
and key area politicians, in- 
cluding Waltham Mayor William 
F, Stanley, Cong. Barney Frank 
(D-Newton) and State Sen. Jack 
Back maon(D - 
Brookline/Newton). 

Stanley said yesterday he 
believes DeNucci would bring 
“the same zeal’’ to the auditor's 
slot as he has to his role as chair- 
man of the Joint Committee on 
Human Services & Elderly Af- 
fairs. 

“Nobody in the Legislature has 
done as much as Joe as far as ac- 
complishing the nitty-gritty stuff 
for the people who need it most,"’ 
the mayor said. 

Former House Speaker 
Thomas W. McGee (D-Lynn), 
who appointed DeNucci to the 
chairmanship six years ago, 
Ways & Means Committee Chair- 
man Richard A. Voke (D- 
Chelsea), Majority Leader 
Charles F. Flaherty (D- 
Cambridge) and Majority Whip 
Robert Correia are also lining up 
behind the West Newton resident. 

DeNucci also said House 
Speaker George Keverian (D- 
Everett) has indicated he would 
endorse his bid.

Beside the potential 
challengers from his own ranks, 
he would face a heavyweight 
Republican contender in State 
Rep. Andrew S. Natsios, of 
Holliston, who is already an of- 
ficial candidate for the job. 

State Rep. William G. Robin- 
son, of Melrose, is said to be con- 
sidering entering the race, but 
DeNucci believes Natsios will be 
the GOP's choice.

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Election season promises choices 


As it turns out, those political 
mavens who opted out of the upcom- 
ing Democratic state convention 
because the foresaw a real ho-hum 
election season, with most in- 
cumbents going unchallenged, were 
caught flat footed. 

Many would now give an autograph- 
ed copy of themselves with Governor 
Dukakis for a ticket to the convention. 

It’s a healthy sign. It means the 
voters, this year, are going to have a 
real chance to determine a large part 


of the makeup of state government. 
After several municipal elections that 
were about as exciting as watching 
the paint peel in the aldermanic 
chambers, voters in the Garden City 
deserve some excitement. 

Of course, the first people we have 
to thank for this essay in democracy 
are those incumbents who stepped 
down and triggered a scramble for 
their seats. We will miss many of 
them. But we are eager to see what 
changes some new faces could bring. 


Put the teeth back into Ethics Commission 


What it usually comes down to in the 
lawmaking process under the Golden 
Dome is how much muscle power 
House or Senate leadership is going to 
apply to any specific piece of legisla- 
tion. We’re keeping a sharp weather 
eye on a carryover bill to remedy a 
defect in the existing Ethics Commis- 
sion’s enforcement power. 

Local State Representative David 
Cohen worked hard to get the bill 
passed. The corrective action got all 
the way to the final hours of the 
General Court’s session, only to be 
lost in the shuffle. Whether it was a 
contrived attempt to cast it into obli- 
vion, never to be returned, or simply 
that it lacked priority with Senate 
President Bulger is beside the point. A 
lot of sensitive elected officials would 
like to leave it emasculated. 

It is our hope President Bulger, con- 
summate reader of the public mind 
that he is, will clear the road this 
time. He knows full well great need 
exists to improve the image of those 
who make our laws. We can think of 
nothing so useful as doing just that 
through anti-corruption legislation of 
the past half century. Its value rested 
not only in ferreting out ongoing cor- 
ruption, but in giving exposure to con- 
flict of interest situations which could

so easily lead to misuse of public 
funds and authority. 

The law was working beautifully in 
the cities and towns. Commission of- 
ficials received a constant flow of re- 
quests for clearance on possible con- 
flict, as did the office of the Attorney 
General. It placed the burden of proof 
against undue influence on those serv- 
ing in local government. In the sum- 
mer of 1985, the Commission had its 
teeth extracted when the State’ 
Supreme Court ruled an error in the 
law prevented it from enforcing stan- 
dards of conduct. 

Immediately, new legislation was 
filed and appeared to have broad ac- 
ceptance on Beacon Hill. Under 
Speaker Keverian, the House 
responded with a 134-1 vote in favor. 
The Senate dragged its feet, perhaps 
with persuasion from lobbyist former 
House Speaker Bob Quinn, who has 
represented clients involved with the 
Commission. Now, the Senate is again 
on the spot after a repeat 134-1 af- 
firmation in the House. The astute 
president of that body should 
acknowledge the value of what Com- 
mon Cause and other civic groups are 
seeking. An ethical watchdog agency 
does something for official dignity 
and pride in government.

State surplus suspicious |

In his budget message only two 
months ago, Governor Dukakis 
projected a revenue surplus for 
FY’86 of $217 imillion - a figure 
that was ridictilously low in the 
mind of anyone fairly and respon- 
sibly keeping track of revenues.

Good reasons toswitchto — 
public campaign financing

Few, if any, public offices have 
“for sale” sigins on their doors. 


But that could be misleading, 
especially here in 
Massachusett:s, where campaign 
costs for major electoral seats 
are going out of sight. While the 
big spenders are not always the 
winners, having the money to 
woo voters is hardly a liability. 


The need to raise large sums to 
bankroll even modest campaigns 
has frightened away many a 
potential candidate, including 
some of outstanding quality. This 
tends to abandon state govern- 
ment seats to those who are good 
at fund raising but not necessari- 
ly skilled in providing the com- 
monwealth wilh the best services 
and programs, 


Clearly needed is a tight lid on 
what an office seeker-whether 
incumbent or challenger-can 
spend, 


This, if nothing else, might 
reduce the pressure on can- 
didates to seek help from special 
interests. Selling lobbyists and 
others tickets to “testimonial” 
dinners, theater parties, picnics, 
cruises, and other money-raising 
functions for ciindidates may be 
perfectly legal. But it tends to 
create the wrong public impres- 
sion. 


Wallet support from those bent 
on influencing government deci- 
sions understandably raises 
questions as to what extent the 
candidate might feel indebted to 
the donor and his or her cause, 


Certainly, many contributions 
come without the faintest hint of 
possible strings attached. But 
many candidates might be more 
comfortable if ‘they were able to 
refuse money from sources they 
Suspect may be less than 
unselfish. It would be easier to 
say ‘‘no thanks’’ to such financial 
support, no matter how small, 


The process of accurately 
reporting and estimating 
revenues is important in deter- 
mining what programs will be 
funded, which ones will be cut, 
and how we will share the surplus 
and provide relief for our tax- 
payers. As with so many things, 
however, it oftentimes becomes 
political. 


The practice of hiding surplus 
revenues is not new to the 
Dukakis administration. In fact, 
for the past three years, Dukakis 
has become a master at it. 
However, there comes a point 
when even Dukakis officials ad- 
mit the surplus is “embarrass- 
ingly large,” as is the case right 
now. 

Much of what happens in the 
upcoming budget fight will de- 
pend on how much money is 
“surplus.”’ Judging from our 
estimates, which so far have 
been not only conservative but 
accurate, the surplus will be 


were funds available from 
another direction. 

That is where public campaign 
financing comes in. This ap- 
proach has raised a significant 
amount over the past 13 years for 
Uncle Sam through voluntary 
citizen contributions to a federal 
elections fund. Taxpayers, in fil- 
ing their federal income tax 
returns, can designate that $1 or 
$2 of what they owe or have 
already paid be earmarked for 
public campaign financing to aid 
presidential candidates. 


At least 15 states, including 
Massachusetts, Maine, and 
Rhode Island, also have, over the 
past decade and a half, instituted 
some form of public campaign 
financing tied to state income-tax 
returns. 


Thus far, however, the yield, 
especially in the Bay State, has 
been small, because taxpayers 
here must add either $1 or $2 to 
their state income-tax liability in- 
stead of allotting a portion of 
what they pay, for state election 
funding. 


Last year, for example, the 
commonwealth took in only 
$94,251 from this source, with less 
than 3.5 percent of Bay State tax- 
payers participating. 


Meanwhile, the federal govern- 
ment raised $34.7 million across 
the nation with nearly a quarter 
of America’s taxpayers taking 
part. 

Certainly a check-off system, 
rather than the add-on arrange- 
ment, would bring in more 
money to help in the public finan- 
cing of statewide election con- 
test. It would not cost the Bay 
State that much, even were all 5 
million taxpayers to chip in a 
dollar or two of what they had 
paid in income taxes. 


That the check-off option would 
perhaps substantially increase 
Bay State taxpayer support of 
public campaign financing is in- 
dicated by the fact that Rhode 
Island, a much smaller state but 
with that system, took in $196,000 
last year. That was more than 


large enough to fund several’ 
things, including 100 percent 
reimbursement of federal 
revenue sharing losses and? 
returns of a full 40 percent of 
growth revenues in direct local’ 
aid. 

In addition, the surplus wilt 
allow consideration of further tax 
cuts, including a more substan- 
tial mortgage interest deduction 
for homeowners, a larger 
renter’s deduction, an income tax’ 
exemption on unearned income: 
for the elderly and a review of the: 
possibility of funding federal pro-. 
grams that provide services ta 
the handicapped and elderly that: 
may incur funding cuts. 2

Mixed use could solve Centre's problems 


Open letter to Connery 
Associates: 


I attended your presentation at 
the Newton Centre Baptist 
Church. From the residents’ 
comments voiced at that meeting 
you have been made aware of the 
great dissatisfaction and frustra- 
tion we experience because of the 
over-intensification of the 
business sector of our village, 
resulting in commercial intru- 
sion throughout the surrounding 
residential neighborhoods. 


I, for one, feel that our Village 
Center has been usurped by com- 
mercial interests that operate in 
isolation from the surrounding 
residential community. The at- 
titude of the commercial in- 
terests is perceived to be, ‘‘On- 
ward commercial expansion, and 
up the commercial rents!”” When 
neighborhood residents complain 
about the commercial intrusion 
into neighborhoods, some 
members of the business sector 
Suggest such folly as construction 
of a parking garage in the center 
of our village. Do the residents 
want a parking garage in the 
center of their village? 


The business sector must have 
realistic horizons: Newton Cen- 
tre is not a mini-mall to compete 
with THE MALL in Chestnut Hill. 
Installing shops which do not 
serve residents of Newton Centre 
Village has alienated many 
residents, and fragmented the 
community. It doesn’t ‘‘belong’’ 
to the residents anymore. We 
walk “through” it rather than 
“to” it. 

I would like to address the con- 
cept of ‘‘mixed use” within the 
village business district, an idea 
which you briefly touched on at 


the meeting. ‘‘Mixed use” is not a 
new concept in Newton, and it is 
very possibly one method to con- 
sider if we wish to de-intensify 
the business area. 

Newton Centre Village has en- 
joyed a mixed use over the years. 
Unfortunately 10 dwelling units 
were recently removed from the 
existing housing stock within the 
business area when a Newton 
developer purchased a building 
at the corner of Langley Road 
and Union Street, evicted the 
tenants from these apartments, 
and converted these residential 
units to commercial office suites. 
The Existing Land Use map 
shown in your report designates 
this building (Langley Road- 
Union Street) as mixed use; 
however, since these housing 
units were removed, the building 
is now totally commercial. 

Because of this conversion, the 
prescribed parking requirements 
more than doubled. Whereas re- 
quired parking spaces for 10 
apartments equals 15 parking 
space (1.5 spaces per dwelling 
unit); parking spaces required 
after this conversion to office 
suites increased to approximate- 
ly 36 spaces. 


Also, in your Existing Land 
Use map, a building you have in- 
dicated as apartments/condos 
(Herrick Road/Union Street) in 
fact contains professional offices 
on the ground floor, evidence that 
mixed use can and does com- 
patibly exist in the commercial 
sector of the village. 

To alleviate the congestion in 
the Centre, if additional stories 
were to be built over an existing 
one-or two-story building within 
the business zoned area (as of 
right) such construction should 
be residential (con-

Advantages to the mixed use 
(business and residential) con- 
cepts: less vehicular traffic in 
general, less demand for com- 
mercial daytime parking, in- 
crease in pedestrian traffic, a 
mixed use pattern of daytime vs. 
nighttime traffic, encourage a 
sense of residential/commercial 
compatibility, business would be 
more sensitive to the needs of the 
residents (i.e. more 
neighborhood type shops vs. 
regional type stores), encourage 
residential use of public 
transportation, stabilize the 
area, restrain the demand for 
soaring commercial rents, im- 
prove the atmosphere of the 
business area (shopkeepers, 
residents, and business 
customers would share a 
neighborhood). 

Recently the Zoning Review 
Committee submitted its recom- 
mendations to the Zoning Amend- 
ment Committee. Two pertinent 
items addressed in the ZRC docu- 
ment: encourage housing units 
within the business sector (above 
the first floor), and prevent hous- 
ing units being removed from the 
market without a special permit. 

T hope these suggestions will be 
considered carefully and 
wherever feasible, folded into 
your final recommendations.

Newton) and State Sen. George 
Bachrach (D-Watertown) have 
been rated the area’s most 
liberal lawmakers for 1985 by the 
Massachusetts Chapter of 
Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion (MADA). 


Bachrach, embroiled in the 
tight race to succeed Cong. 
Thomas P. “Tip” O'Neill, Jr., 


scored a perfect 100 from the 


liberal lobbying organization, 
edging out State Sen. Jack 
Backman. 


Cohen's score of 93 from the 
MADA placed him well ahead of 
his colleagues in the area and 
earned him a fourth place finish 
among the 160 lawmakers in the 
House 

The MADA considered a total 
of 20 roll call votes in the Senate 
and 29 votes in the House during 
last year’s session to derive the 
rankings. 

Each lawmaker received a 
plus or a minus depending on 
whether the vote they cast was 
compatible with the MADA’s 
“progressive” goals. The final 
scores were arrived at by 
dividing the total number of 
pluses by the total number of 
votes. More than one absence 
was counted as a minus. 

Generally, a rating of 75 or 
more is considered ‘‘liberal”’ and 
25 or less is ‘“‘conservative. 

The Senate roll calls used as 
the basis for the MADA’s 1985 
ratings included such issues as 


seat belt law, gun control and in- 
surance discrimination. 

Among the issues considered in 
the House votes were aid to Cen- 
tral America, comparable worth, 
prohibiting gay foster parents, 
local aid, a balanced budget 
resolution, creation of a sub- 
minimum wage, mail-in voter 
registration and gun control. 

Backman, who will be retiring 
at the end of his current term, 
notched a score of 95. An absence 
cost Backman his six-year string 
of perfect scores from the 
MADA. 

On the House side, State Rep. 
Susan D. Schur (D-Newton) 
came the closest to Cohen by 
garnering an 86 rating from the 
MADA. 

State Rep. Joseph DeNucci (D- 
Newton/Waltham) received a 62, 
The 1985 MADA mark registered 
by DeNucci was the highest he 
has received in the last five 
years, 





Michael Ventrella, researcher 
for the MADA’s public policy 
committee, said the results of the 
1985 rankings indicate a slight 
shift to the left in Bay State 


politics. 
“We are definitely seeing a 
larger number of legislators 


receiving ratings in the 80s and 
the 90s,” said Ventrella, who 
compiled the roll call ratings for 
the last four years. 

“This is most likely due to the 
rules reform battle. A good 


New budget unveiled 
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available for other municipal 
unions. 

“This ill-advised action has 
had an unmistakable ripple ef- 
fect upon all our other unions,” 
Mann said, ‘‘and has resulted in 
what at best can be described as 
an uneasy climate for collective 
bargaining.” 

For each percentage point in 
raises granted to all municipal 
employees, the city must spend 
$600,000 a year, he said. ‘More 
than any other factor,” Mann 
noted, ‘‘personnel costs place the 
greatest strain on our fiscal 
capacity.” 

The mayor did not criticize the 
School Department’s $46.4 
million fiscal 1987 budget re- 
quest, but he presented figures 
apparently designed to support 
his recommendation to cut 
around $800,000 from that 
amount. 

School enrollment has increas- 
ed 20 percent in the last six years, 
while the department's budget 
has gone up by 21 percent, he 
said. The per pupil expenditure 
has risen during the same period 
around 50 percent, from $3,300 in 
1982 to an anticipated $5,000 next 
year, the mayor noted. 

The School Committee over 
that time has closed 11 schools 
and reduced staff by 35 percent, 
said Mann. ‘‘The cumulative ef- 
fect of these reductions is a sav- 
ings of $14 million over the last 
eight years that has allowed the 
Newton Public Schools to develop 
new programs,’ he said. 

For the first time in his tenure 
as mayor, Mann said he would 
consider expending surplus cash 


for equipment purchases. ‘‘I will 
also consider this approach as a 
means of offsetting at least a por- 
tion of the difference between the 
School Committee’s proposed 
budget and my recommenda- 
tion,”’ he said. 

Cuts in federal aid, increased 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority (MWRA) charges, and 
an estimated $1 million in poten- 
tial tax abatements are the other 
major factors in his 1987 budget 
proposal, Mann said. 

The city will lose around 
$800,000 in Federal Revenue 
Sharing and Community 
Development Block Grant funds, 
said the mayor. The state is ex- 
pected to make up only $60,000 of 
those losses, he said. 

Responsible for the cleanup of 
Boston Harbor, the MWRA plans 
to charge Newton $1.2 million 
more in 1987 for sewer-water ser- 
vices than it did last year, Mann 
noted. MWRA charges will con- 
tinue to escalate, he said. 

The Assessing Department has 
requested the city set aside $1 
million for tax abatements next 
year as Newton completes its 
citywide property revaluation, 
said the mayor. “Historically, 
one impact of revaluation is to 
drive up applications for 
abatements,”’ he noted. 

Because projections of the ci- 
ty’s financial advisors have been 
accurate, officials have been able 
to make sure Newton’s income 
has matched its expenses, Mann 
said. 

“More than anything else, our 
approach to formulating this 
(1987) budget has been to bridge 
our current positive financial 
condition and our ominous fiscal 
future,” said the mayor.

The opportunities he alleges 
Newton missed make it difficult 
to argue that Newton needs more 
state aid, said McGrath. 

“Administrative blunders are 
costing us millions of dollars a 
year and we still end up with an 
$8 million surplus,” he said. 

Aldermen Richard Bullwinkle 
focused on the mayor's state- 
ment that the city will lose 
around $800,000 because of cuts in 
the Federal Revenue Sharing and 
Community Development Block 
Grant programs. 

“T think what he (Mann) said 
are factual statements,’’ 
Bullwinkle said. ‘‘I think he’s try- 
ing to make people aware that 
next year will be worse than this 
year, and that’s true.”” 

Gov. Michael S. Dukakis has 
decided to help communities by 
replacing some of their lost 
federal money with state funds. 
But using a formula the state 
says is based on the relative need 
of each community, Newton will 
recover only around 10 percent of 
lost federal funds. 

“Why are we receiving only 13 


percent when cities of like size 
are receiving from 79 percent to 
90 percent?” he asked. ‘The last 
time we looked, we were part of 
the state.”’ 

Both McGrath and Bullwinkle 
declined to comment on Mann's 
proposal to cut around $800,000 
from the School Department's re- 
quested $46.4 million 1987 budget. 
Each said they want to look at the 
school budget carefully first. 

Finance Committee Chairman 
Paul Coletti described Mann’s 
budget address this year as his 
most ‘‘downbeat.”” 

“His voice was low and silent,” 
Coletti said. “I think he was 
somewhat concerned.” 

Federal cuts in Medicare reim- 
bursements for municipal 
employees and increases in 
various state-mandated charges 
were key concerns for the mayor, 
said Coletti. 

Mann’s figures showing a 50 
percent rise in the per pupil cost 
of educating students are a 
strong argument for looking 
carefully at the School Depart- 
ment’s budget, Coletti said. 

“The mayor has planted the 
seeds in the minds of the Board of 
Aldermen that the school budget 
should be looked at very careful- 
ly,”’ Coletti said. “I think the 
mayor’s remarks were pretty 
much to the point that a com- 
promise will have to be made.”

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Failure to sign trash contract 


may become costly for city

NEWTON The city is 
awaiting bids from companies in- 
terested in the solid waste 
disposal contract to be available 
when the current contract with 
the GSX Corp. expires in June 
1988. 

While officials say they are 
seeking the best offer possible, an 
alderman and a former public 
works commissioner contend the 
city may have missed the boat on 
the best offer three years ago. 

“The city will lose around $50 
million because the mayor failed 
to sign a 20-year contract with 
Resco/Saugus when he had the 
chance in 1983,’’ Alderman 
Richard McGrath says. ‘Back 
then I said I would come back 
here and say ‘I told you so’ and 
that private solid waste removal 
contracts would go through the 
roof. Now I am doing exactly 
that.” 

McGrath was referring to 
Resco’s offer to dispose of the ci- 
ty’s solid waste for $25 per ton 
with options adding up to 20 
years. That figure would have 
been subject to annual increases 
of 50 percent of the Consumer 
Price Index (CPI). 

In addition, Resco was offering 
the city $500,000 per year for the 
use of the Rumford Avenue 
Transfer Haul station, regardless 
of whether the company used the 
facility or not, according to 
McGrath. That figure would have 
been subject to annual increases 
of 100 percent of the CPI. 

With Public Works Commis- 
sioner James Hickey projecting 
increases in the cost of solid 
waste disposal from the current 
contract of about $2 million per 
year, McGrath’s $50 million 
figure becomes workable. The 
question, however, is whether the 
Resco offer was viable at the 
time. 

McGrath says it was, while 
former Public Works Commis- 
sioner Charles Thomas says it 
may have been. Hickey says the 
city was holding out for the best 
possible deal and that by going 
with SCA, now GSX, the Resco of- 
fer was never precluded as 
McGrath says. 

McGrath says the Board of 
Aldermen twice rejected a peti- 
tion from Mayor Theodore Mann 
to place solid waste removal on 
the contractual budget. That 
move, according to McGrath, 
would have forced the solid waste 
contract into the private sector 
because there would be no money 
in city coffers for that service. 

“The board twice said no,” 
McGrath says. ‘If we had hired 
SCA to handle our curbside 
pickup, it would mean the end of 
the Resco offer. The board knew 
we had a better deal. But, the 
mayor lobbyed, changed a few 
votes and got the SCA contract 
through the board, ending any 
possibility of going with Resco.” 

Thomas, who as Public Works 
commissioner helped arrange 
the Resco deal and stayed on asa 
consultant for the negotiations 
after entering into private in- 
dustry, agrees that while the SCA 
deal ‘‘knocked out the Resco op- 
portunity,” the 1983 decision to go 
with SCA was meant to give the

“IT can't blame people in 
Newton for doing what they can,”’ 
he says. ‘I would try to get as 
much as I can for my community 
too, but with the BRA and the 
Zoning Board we have here, 
there is nothing we can do.” 

Teresa Hynes, past president 
of the Brighton-Allston Improve- 
ment Association, agrees with 
Gibbons that any blame for the 
disparity bewteen Newton and 
Allston-Brighton falls squarely 
on the shoulders of Boston of- 
ficials 

“We can't help it if they lobby 
better than we do," she says of 
Green's plans for lower density in 
Newton. ‘It is up to us to do the 
best job possible for Allston- 
Brighton, Our complaint is not 
with Newton, our complaint is 
with Boston.” 

Hynes echoes Gibbons’ position 
that Boston officials are 
unresponsive. 

“There will be more units on 
Farlow Hill even though there is 
less acreage," she says. ‘The 
traffic is being shunted toward 
Brighton but we can't blame 
Newton officials. They are doing 
a good job for their people. We 
have to complain about our 
elected officials.” 


city more options. 

“There were so many op- 
portunities at the time,’’ Thomas 
says, ‘‘that it was hard to focus 
on any one in particular. Given 
what occurred, perhaps the 
Resco offer was the most attrac- 
tive at the time, but back then 
there were also other options to 
explore.” 

Among those options was for 
Newton to join a regional 
resource recovery program that 
would burn waste, convert it to 
energy and sell the energy. 
Thomas says there was good 
reason in 1982 to believe that high 
energy costs would make that 
idea economically feasible. The 
higher the energy costs, the 
lower the solid waste removal 
cost, he says, because the profit 
from the energy would have off- 
set the cost of the disposal. 

“The NESWC proposal at the 
time was very attractive,” 
Thomas says. “The city recogniz- 
ed that there were a lot of risks 
involved and we looked at the 
high disposal costs versus the 
predictable costs of the Resco of- 
fer. From a municipal point of 
view, I think the predictable offer 
is more attractive, because a city 
is not like a commodities investor 
who can take risks.”’ 

He adds that, in light of low 
energy costs, the Resco offer is 
even more attractive, ‘‘but that is 
all hindsight. It is easy to make 
that kind of argument, but that is 
not how we saw the situation four 
years ago.” 


While he says that it would 
have been better to ‘‘take care of 
the situation once and for all, in- 
stead of having to come back 
here in four or five years as with 
SCA,” the city was considering 
other options as well, including 
possible disposal sites in Boston 
or Millbury. 

“If it there were a_ simple 
choice, then there could have 
been a simple solution,” he says. 
“But, there were so many other 
factors that there was a level of 
uncertainty involved.” 

Hickey, however, says the 1983 
deal with SCA “never precluded 
the Resco offer.” 

“The SCA contract was 
primarily a collection contract 
with a disposal component for the 
last three years,” he says. ‘‘We 
asked proposers to give us a price 
for collection and disposal for the 
last three years of the contract 
and Resco never submitted a bid 
for that, they were strictly a 
disposal firm.” 

Hickey says signing the! 
relatively short-term SCA con- 
tract was designed to give the ci- 
ty time to look into long-range 
alternatives. Hickey, contrary to 
what McGrath and Thomas say, 
states that the SCA contract sign- 
ing had “nothing to do” with the 
Resco offer. 

“That is totally wrong,’’ he 
says. “It is mixing apples and

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Helping children cope with loss

The space shuttle explosion 
that killed all seven crew 
members ‘‘gripped and grabbed 
everybody’’ because everyone 
could identify with one passenger 
on board — Christa McAuliffe — 
who was ‘‘just like us,’’ said Dr. 
Martin Norman, a child 
psychologist who spoke recently 
at a West Newton Interfaith 
Counseling-sponsored lecture. 


At the talk, entitled ‘Helping 
Children Cope with Tragedy and 
Loss,’ Norman explained that 
“the horror of what happened is 
different from other national 
tragedies (like assassinations), 
because we couldn’t point a 
finger at anyone. 


“Tt has given all of us a sense of 
unpredictability and lack of safe- 
ty in the world,” he said, not just 
children. 


It follows that when explaining 
this tragedy to children, said the 
psychologist from Belmont 
Counseling Associates and con- 
sultant to the Children’s 
Museum, many parents are not 
sure what to say. 


Norman suggested that 
“Regardless of your uncertain- 
ties, try to be as honest and as 
loving as you can with children io 
help them understand the world 
around them, 


“The job of being a parent is 
probably one of the most difficult 
in world,’’ he continued. ‘‘It is a 
job that all of us are the least 
prepared for and the least 
educated for. How one learns to 
talk about death and loss has a lot 
to do with how your own family 
talked about it.”’ 


For those who find it difficult to 
talk about loss, he said, ‘‘this isa 
natural, protective instinct. 
Many parents don’t want to upset 
their children. But how much are 
they really protecting 
themselves by denying and 
avoiding subjects that are too 
painful to themselves? Children 
are often more curious than what 
parents give them credit for,” he 
said. 


In suggesting ways parents can 
help children cope with death, 
Norman emphasized, ‘It’s all

right to convey to a child that you 
don’t have all the answers. When 
a child is trying to cope with 
death, it’s more important how 
you say something. The nonver- 
bal side is more important than 
the verbal side . . . Sometimes a 
squeeze, a touch, a look is 
enough.” 

Convey that it is okay to ex- 
press feelings through crying. 
Further, he suggested that 
parents ‘give children a choice 
between attending the funeral or 
not. “It’s important (children) 
have a feeling of belonging and 
that they know in advance... 
what's going to happen,” said 
Norman. 


Also, Norman said parents 
should keep in mind three basic 
questions children ask 
themselves following a death: 
Did I cause this to happen? Will it 
happen to me? Who will take care 
of me now? 


“These questions are upper- 
most in children’s minds when 
somebody's died,’’ said the 
psychologist. “Children do so 
many naughty things. They 
think, ‘Maybe I did something 
ee and this is what happen- 
ed.’” 


Parents should reassure their 
children that they’re not alone. 

Further, he suggested that 
adults listen carefully to 
children’s questions concerning 
the loss and “not rush in and 
throw out your own ideas.” 


At first, a parent may think the 
child is asking about the person 
who died, said Norman. ‘But 
really they’re wondering whether 
you are going to die,” he said. 


In addition, he continued, ‘‘It’s 
vital to keep whatever informa- 
tion you share simple and to tell 
the truth. Avoid fairytales and 
half-truths because euphemisms 
unwittingly foster the delusion 
that someday the loved one is go- 
ing to return.”” 


Although children do not ac- 
cept death as inevitable and final 
until they are about 10 years old, 
according to the psychologist, 
euphemisms for death, such as 
“She’s gone on a long journey,” 
could lead the child to think, 
“Mommy didn’t love me... and 
now she’s not coming back.” 


Preschoolers, age 3 to 5 years 
old, view death as ‘‘a very tem- 
porary state,’’ Norman explain- 
ed, like in the Road Runner car- 
toons where the Coyote gets 


resolution 


to ban nuke weapons testing

WASHINGTON D.C. — A 
spokesman for the Soviet Em- 
bassy says his country would sup- 
port fully a resolution passed last 
week by the aldermanic Legisla- 
tion and Rules Committee calling 
for the United States to ban 
nuclear weapons testing. 

“T don’t know how it would ef- 
fect negotiations,’’ Embassy 
spokesman Boris Malakhov says. 
“But we appreciate the efforts of 
ordinary people and city govern- 
ments and everyone who wants a 
nuclear test ban treaty.”’ 

Malakhov, whose government 
officially halted nuclear weapons 
testing last August, says a test 
ban treaty is the first step in en- 
ding nuclear weapons prolifera- 
tion. 

“Ending testing is the only way 
to stop the arms race,’’ he says. 
“That is our sincere goal. If we 
could get rid of nuclear weapons 
by the end of the century, we 
would,” 

Malakhov adds that Soviet of- 
ficials are winning support from 
the American public. 

“We are receiving a lot of let- 
ters from American citizens sup- 
porting the test ban and we are 
grateful to the citizens and the 
Newton city government because 
this is the right course toward 
security and peace.”” 

Alderman Louis Irwin in- 
troduced the resolution on behalf 
of Garden City residents upset 
with President Ronald Reagan 
for continuing American nuclear 
weapons tests while the Soviets 
have halted theirs. 

‘A number of months ago,"’ Ir- 
win says, ‘‘the Soviets imposed a 
unilateral moratorium on 
nuclear weapons testing that will 
expire in April. They have said 
they will extend the ban if the 


United States will also ban 
weapons testing. Instead, the 
Reagan administration has push- 
ed forward with the testing, hav- 
ing exploded a weapon just last 
week.” 

While acknowledging the 
limitations of a municipal resolu- 
tion, Irwin says it is important 
that the aldermen make a state- 
ment on behalf of their consti- 
tuents. 

Ann Greenbaum, one of the 
residents requesting the resolu- 
tion, says that nuclear weapons 
proliferation does have a local ef- 
fect. 

“This is a Newton issue,” she 
says, ‘‘because no matter where 
you live, if they drop the bomb, it 
is all over. Also, the Reagan ad- 
ministration is talking about 
spending a trillion dollars to con- 
tinue this program. That has an 
economic impact on all of us, no 
matter where we live. This is a 
local issue.”’ 

Alderman Wendell Bauckman, 
a_ self-described conservative, 
says he favors the resolution 
because ‘‘it is a nice thing to do.” 

The Board of Aldermen will 
vote on the resolution next Mon- 
day. 
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crushed unmercifully but who

At this age, a parent telling a 
child that grandfather has died 
will likely evoke a response such 
as, ‘‘Well, when is he coming for 
supper?” said Norman.

He continued that children will 
think that, “If grandfather is 
sleeping in heaven, I don’t want 
to go to sleep. I may be dead like 
grandfather.”’ 

A child first grapples with loss 
between the ages of 0 and 3 
through games like All Gone and 
Peek-a-Boo, the latter of which 
comes from old English words 
meaning alive or dead, Norman 
said. During these years, 
children deal with ‘‘basic issues 
around trust and security,’’ he 
said. 
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Increased awareness of death 


as something that’s final occurs | 
in children ages 5 to 10. This age | 
group views death in a_very| 


human shape or figure. It’s a 
time when children want the 
lights left on because 
bogey man catches you, you're 
dead,” said Norman 

Children of this age are also 
caught up in fantasy and magic 
and sometimes will blame 
themselves for thinking ‘I wish 
he were dead” prior to that per- 
son's death, said Norman. 

As children grow up, Norman 
states, parents should take ad- 
vantage of opportunities to in- 
tegrate living and dying before a 
loss actually occurs — like during 
autumn, when the leaves are fall- 
ing off the trees or when a 
character dies on a favorite 
television program. 

For those parents struggling to 
help children cope with a real 
death, Norman concluded with a 
quote from a favorite children’s 
television character “What is 
mentionable is manageable,”’ 
says Mr. Rogers.

Secretaries head home

Newton resident Susan Faber 
decided to start her own business 
after she became fed up with 
working ‘“‘like a dog’’ for 
somebody else for $6 an hour. So 
she fell back on secretarial skills 
she acquired before her mar- 
riage, and today earns $20 an 
hour typing everything from 
form letters to reports for sub- 
mission to the federal govern- 
ment. 





“It’s been a long haul,’ she 
says perched behind one of the 
many computer components set 
up in her garage, which she 
refinished into an office. 

But although she works “many 
more hours” than she did in her 
previous position, at least Faber 
is at home, where she can care 
for her daughter and work the 
hours that fit into her busy 
schedule. 


That was the goal of nine other 
secretary-enterpreneurs,

most of whom quit their jobs to 
raise children, only to find, years 
later, they could use a few more 
dollars in their pockets. 

Two years ago, Newton resi- 
dent Jo-Ann Edinburgh, of 
Church Street, organized a net- 
work between the women to ex- 
change clients and set hourly 
rates. The group meets monthly 
to discuss business problems and 
concerns. 

For many of these women, 
working out of their homes is the 
closest they can come to having it 
all — a career plus a family, an 
equation to which many women 
have yet to find a solution. 

“IT work very late at night — ’til 
about 12 usually. That’s the beau- 
ty of it,” says Edinburgh, who 
determined there would be a 
“large market’’ for off-site word 
processing before leaving her 
position as a newspaper editor at 
the Jewish Times in Brookline. 

“You can set your own hours,” 
she explains, adding ‘‘most of us 
have children.” 

A few blocks away, Lois Coyle 
of Marlborough Street sits up 
nights behind her computer 
transcribing tapes. 

Coyle, formerly a secretary for 
a chemical company in New 
Jersey, decided to work out of her 
home because she wanted to be 
there when her three children 
came home from school. Besides, 
she adds, ‘‘It’s nice to work your 
own hours. I like that very much. 
It’s nice to be your own boss.”’ 

Faber also wanted ‘‘to be 
available’ when her daughter 
came home from school. A legal 
secretary for four years, she left 
the position when her child was 
born. Eight years later she 
returned to the working world, 
via temporary employment 
agencies, to refresh her 
secretarial skills. She purchased 
her computer through a pro- 
gram, initiated by President 
Carter, offering low-interest 
loans to women wishing to start 
their own business. 

“This was at a time nobody 
was giving money to women, and 
if you could get money, the in- 
terest rates were 22 percent,”’ she 
recalls. 

In addition, Faber enrolled in 
the Boston College School of 

Management, and expects to 
earn her bachelor of science 
degree this spring. 

She joined the secretarial net- 
work because she wanted to work 
“on a more professional level,’’ 
Faber explains. ‘‘We’re profes- 
sional, not just people sticking a

computer in their homes (and 
working part-time, )’’ she says. 

To be in the network, the 
women must run their respective 
businesses on a full-time basis. 
“People tend to think people 
working out of their homes are 
doing it just for the extra 
money,” says Faber. ‘We want 
to emphasize professionalism 
and not just type words ona piece 
of paper.’”’ 

Each of the network members 
has a specialty and a different 
brand of computer system. For 
example, Faber has experience 
working for CPAs, so the group 
funnels accounting work her 
direction. Also, clients re- 
questing their work be completed 
on a Radio Shack computer 
system would be directed to 
Faber. 


Edinburgh, on the other hand, 
specializes in mailing lists, and 
her IBM computer is set up to 
handle just that. 

In addition to these specialties, 
many of the women perform 
other secretarial tasks. Besides 
typing long columns of numbers 
for accountants, Faber works on 
resumes, letters, proposals and 
serves as administrator for 
several women’s associations. 

Coyle types brochures, 
resumes, and performs 
secretarial tasks for doctors, 
lawyers and psychologists. 


Each of the women in the net- 
work earn between $500 and 
$1,000 per month, according to 
Edinburgh, some of which goes 
toward buying and repairing 
computer components. 
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But more than money keeps 
these women busy behind their 
computer keyboards. They all

Changing times for a deli of an eatery

NEWTON — The sign on the 
window sums up the story of the 
venerable old eatery in Newton 
Centre. 

“Coming soon,”’ the sign reads. 
“Something old, something 
new.” 

For 37 years, the Langley Deli 
has been a place to knosh and a 
place to kibitz. From salami to 
pastrami and everything in bet- 
ween, it has been an institution. 
Despite the fact that history 
books say institutions resist 
change, the Langley is undergo- 
ing a major metamorphosis. 

Long known for its wide variety 
of Kosher cuisine, the deli is be- 
ing gutted and will reopen 
sometime in late April. If 
everything goes as planned, the 
new Langley will, as the sign 
says, be a mixture of the old and 
the new. 

“What we have is unique,” co- 
owner Ira Seskin says of the old 
deli’s menu of sandwiches, soups 
and salads. ‘We would never try 
to change that. This place opened 
up back in the early 50s. As peo- 
ple made the exodus from the 
Blue Hill Avenue section of Dor- 
chester, Bernie Dressner and 
Ruby Dragoff opened this place 
up as sort of a “‘G & G Deli”’ in the 
western suburbs. This was a 
place to go for the folks to kibitz, 
talk politics and get into lively 
discussions as well as get great 
Kosher food. We don’t want to 
change that, we just want to ex- 
pand on it.”’ 

Enter one doctor, Robert 
Brown, formerly of Montreal and 
now one of the foremost lung 
specialists in the Boston area. 
What, you are probably asking 
yourself, does this Harvard 
University researcher from the 
north country have to do with a 
Jewish deli? 

The answer is an affinity for 
fine cooking combined with a 
slight touch of homesickness. 
Brown, you see, says that Cana- 
dians have this special way of 
cooking up chicken that, so far, 
no American has capitalized on 
Not being one to stand idly by, he 
hooked up with Seskin after hear- 
ing about the Garden City 
restaurateur via a Seskin 
relative who just happened to be 

patient of his. Somewhere, 
somehow, someone wanted the

two men to get together. 

“I decided to test-market my 
barbequed chicken at Ira’s deli 
about a year ago,”’ Brown says. 
“Tt has been very successful.”” 

Brown’s chicken may be suc- 
cessful, but once his reputation 
as a famous lung man got around 
the deli, people were asking him 
for medical advice as well as his 
recipes, 

“So you’re a doctor?”’ he says 
in 4 mock Yiddish accent, trying 
to explain what happens when the 
old ladies find out his “‘real’’ oc- 
cupation. “I have this terrible 
pain in my chest. What should I 
do?” 

On the bright side, the chicken 
is so successful that Seskin and 
Brown have decided to 
redecorate the deli, expand the 
hours and serve dinner. On the 
dinner menu, of course, will be 
Dr. Brown's famous north of the 
border BBQ chicken and ribs 
While not necessarily the kind of 
food mother used to make, the 
two men figure that there is 
enough of a market not only to ex- 
pand the deli’s hours, but to fran- 
chise out Brown's chicken and rib 
recipe 

“This whole area is changing,” 
Seskin says. ‘Just look around 
and see what kind of stores and 
boutiques are going in. Of course, 
there are still the people who are 
going to want a deli sandwich and 
this will still be the Langley, but 
we think that there is enough of a 


change to also offer barbequed 
chicken and ribs as well, I think it 
will fit well because this area is 
becoming so gentrified.”” 

While Brown is mum on the 
secret behind the sauce — “a 
blend of secret herbs and spices”’ 
~ he will say that the chickens 
being broiled come from balding 
birdman Frank Perdue. 

“We tried a number of dif- 
ferent chickens in taste tests,”’ 
Brown says, ‘‘but the one chicken 
people seemed to prefer is Frank 
Perdue’s broiler.” 


Brown's birds, it seems, are so 
popular that the two men have 
received inquiries from as far 
away as Florida and New York to 
open up Le Chick franchises. 
Though they are making 
preparations for the new chain, 
‘that will serve a family of four a 
good meal for around $3 each,”’ 
Seskin says, things at the deli will 
not change totally 

There will be some cosmetic 
changes in the interior of the deli, 
the two men say, but the food that 
helped form the original Langley 
Deli Breakfast Club back in the 
early 60s will remain, 

‘At first, it was just a bunch of 
guys who met for breakfast every 
morning,’’ Seskin says. ‘‘But, 
after a while, they formed a club 
and it grew from an informal 
meeting to a formal charitable 
non-profit organization where the 
members pay dues every year.”” 


Nowadays, Seskin says the 
club meets ‘‘three or four times a 
year and gives money to 
charitable and community 
organizations.’ Membership is 
limited to 35. “I think because 
there was only room for 35 
caricatures on the wall,” he ex- 
plains. 

At 33, he is the youngest club 
member. ‘‘I guess back in the old 
days, everyone was young,” he 
says, ‘‘but now, they've all grown 
older, except for me. To join the 
club is a great honor.” 

The caricatures are stored 
safely away during the renova- 
tion, Seskin says, ready to be 
placed on the wall when the 
Langley once again opens its 
doors. If Brown and Seskin are a 
little anxious for that moment, so 
are the customers. 

“There was this one guy who 
came in here after we started 
gutting the place,’ Seskind 
recalls. ‘The place was a total 
shambles, He stood around for 
about five minutes and then final- 
ly asked us if we were closed. He 
was really disappointed.” 

During a quick tour of the 
building, a number of similarly 
disgruntled people approach the 
two men curious as to when they 
would once again be able to eat at 
their favorite deli. 

‘When are they going to open 
this place’”’ a passerby unknow- 
ingly asks the two owners. “I 
miss the food already.” 








Despite no parking claims 


Langley Road site 
will remain open

NEWTON — Petitioners seek- 
ing to close down a Langley Road 
commercial building because it 
provides no offstreet parking in 
traffic-congested Newton Centre 
received plenty of sympathy last 
week - but no relief. 

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
(ZBA) ruled that Building Com- 
missioner James W. Cameron 
was correct in granting tem- 
porary occupancy permits for 
David Zussman’s building at the 
corner of Union Street and 
Langley Road. 

The ZBA voted 3 to 0 to back 
Cameron with member Maurice 
Reidy abstaining. 

Some members, however, 
questioned whether floor space, 
seating and employee numbers 
building owner David Zussman 
gave to Cameron are consistent 
with actual business use. 

Aldermen Rodney Barker, 
George Mansfield and Susan 
Basham — along with several 
Newton Centre residents — claim 
Cameron should never have 
issued occupancy permits 
because the building requires 
more parking spaces since its re- 
cent renovation. 

After the decision, Barker said 
petitioners may take the case to 
Middlesex Superior Court. ‘‘But 
it will depend on the group of 
Newton Centre people involved in 
this,”’ he said. 

“It's most unfortunate if the 
ZBA puts citizens in the position 
of spending thousands of dollars 
to get the building commissioner 
to enforce the law," he said. 

Last month, the ZBA ruled it 
did not have jurisdiction in the 
case because Cameron had never 
formally decided whether off- 
street parking was needed. 

Barker later uncovered a Jan 
$1 letter from Cameron to 
Mansfield saying a building per- 
mit was issued for the premises 
“following a parking calculation 
review process." 

At the time, Cameron said he 
was confident the ZBA would 
uphold his department's decision 


about a year ago to grant 
Zussman a building permit for 
renovating the premises without 
offstreet parking. 

Based on last week's ZBA vote, 
it appears Barker won the 
jurisdictional battle but at least 
temporarily has lost the parking 
war, 

At issue are the number of 
seats and employees in first floor 
stores and the floor areas of 
businesses throughout the 
building. 

Petitioners can ask Cameron to 
investigate whether the figures 
Zussman gave to the Building 
Department are accurate, ZBA 
Chairman Harold Meizler said. 

They can also take the matter 
to Newton District Court where 
Zussman could be fined $300 a 
day if his tenants are not living 
by the numbers he gave 
Cameron, the chairman said, 

Zussman, in turn, can seek 
redress from his tenants if they 
are violating thosé figures, he 
said 

But removing tenants now 
after the building has been 
renovated would be too drastic a 
measure, said Meizler. “If you 
have a sore on your finger and 
you get gangrene, you don’t puta 
tourniquet around your neck,"’ he 
said, 

ZBA member Anthony Sum- 
mers said he did not think it 
would be fair to revoke 
Zussman’s occupancy permits 
when his tenants may be at fault 

“Unless he (Zussman) obtain- 








ed the permit under false 
pretenses,’’ Reidy added. 
Local ordinances were shaped 


so traffic-congested areas such 
as Newton Centre can deal with 
too many cars and too little park- 
ing, he said. 

Newton zoning requires an 
owner to provide offstreet park- 
ing only when a refurbished 
building produces more parking 
demand 


Local ordinances say there 
should be 1.5 parking spaces for 
an apartment, while offices have 
the greater demand of one space 
per 300 square feet of floor space

stylized manner, interpreted by 
the artists who created them.

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How to get started on remodeling

If it’s time to add a bathroom, 
remodel an aging kitchen, or 
make the basement over into a 
living area, it may be time to hire 
aremodeler. 

The best remodelers are going 
to be booked into the future, so 
plan to make your selection four 
to six weeks before you want the 
project to begin, even earlier dur- 
ing the busy summer season 

Before you can get a good 
estimate of the project's cost, you 
must settle on plans and 
specifications. To get them, you 
have a choice of sources. 

— Remodelers: This is OK as 
long as the builder can provide 
the services of a designer. Ex- 
pect the company to charge a 
separate design fee, usually 
under $500, or work the fee into 
the overall construction charges. 

- Architects: Finding one to 
take the job may be difficult 
because residential remodeling 
is usually small potatoes for an 
architect. Small firms of up to 
three people or architects fresh 
out of school may be your best 
bet. 

This is likely to be the most ex- 
pensive option; architects may 
charge a percentage of the con- 
struction cost, perhaps 10-15 per- 
cent. However, you’re assured of 
professional training and partial 


or full project supervision. 
Designers: In most parts of 
the country anyone can use the 
label ‘‘designer,’’ whether self- 
educated or formally trained. 
The American Institute of 


Building Design and the 
American Society of Interior 
Designers accredit designers, 


but the two groups rely on dif- 
ferent standards. 

To locate designers in your 
area, check in the phone book for 
local chapters of AIBD and ASID 
or look under combinations of 
“Home,” ‘“‘Building,’’ ‘‘Residen- 
tial,’’ ‘Interior,’ ‘Design’ and 
“Planner.” 


Although interior designers us- 
ed to concentrate on just the 
decorative aspects of a remodel- 
ing job, more now handle struc- 
tural changes to existing rooms, 
although they normally leave 
room additions to architects and 
building designers. But even 
building designers may need to 
call in an architect, engineer, 
remodeler, plumber or electri- 
cian to get plans past some 
building codes and to obtain 
building permits. 


Changing Times suggests one 
way to test the competency and 
compatibility of a designer is to 
ask for an explanation of some 
facet of construction, such as the 
differences among  subflooring 
options. You should get the same 


information from each can- 
didate. Look for a forthright, 
reasonable explanation 
presented in a noncondescending 
manner and without technical 
jargon. 

Designers often charge by the 
job, the hour or by keeping the 
difference between the wholesale 
and retail costs of the materials 
purchased. ASID found in a 1985 
survey of members that the na- 
tional average hourly fee was 
$58. 

— Specialty services: The Na- 
tional Kitchen and Bath Associa- 
tion confers the designation of 
Certified Kitchen Designer 
(CDK) on experienced in- 
dividuals who have been tested 
on construction and design. 

These specialists, found at 
custom kitchen and bath 
showrooms, typically charge a 
fee of around $300 to $500. The fee 
is subtracted from the total price 
of the job, which normally in- 
cludes cabinets, appliances and 
materials as well as installation. 
If a CKD has what you want, the 
price to you shouldn’t be higher, 
and may be lower, than if you 
ordered from some other source. 

One service, Nicholas Residen- 
tial Room Designs (P.O. Box 242, 
Route 5, Herkimer, NY 13350), of- 
fers a mail-order service that 
primarily designs kitchens and 
bathrooms, based on a detailed 
questionnaire. 


Showers yes; tubs no

At Brith Sholom House, an 
apartment house in Philadelphia 
for senior citizens, the apart- 
ments come with a tub and 
shower. But for many of the 
seniors who live there, taking a 
bath has become a memory. 





Blanche Carson, for example, 
explained that she hasn’t sat 
down in a tub for about five 
years. She says she feels safer in 
the shower since she knows she 
will be able to get out of it by 
herself. 


Younger Americans who may 
have broken a leg or sprained an 
ankle can identify with her. 
Whether by accident or design, 
contemporary bathtubs require 
considerable agility to enter and 
especially to exit. 

According to Professor 
Frederick Krimgold, associate 
dean at Virginia Polytechnic In- 
stitute and State University, re- 
cent figures from the U.S. Con- 
sumer Product Safety Commis- 
sion indicate there are about 
270,000 injuries in the bathroom 
each year, most of them resulting 
from falls and slides in slippery 
tubs. 

The school’s Center for Interior 
Architecture is currently study- 
ing the housing needs of the 
elderly and has found that im- 
proving safety in the bathroom is 
one of the highest priorities. 
Krimgold noted that often a cycle 
of illness, institutionalization and 
death starts with a fall in the tub 
and a broken hip, which makes it 
impossible for an individual to 
care for himself and leads to 
placement in a nursing home. 

Although a number of devices 
such as grab bars and shower 
seats have been on the market 
since the late 1960s, those study- 
ing the field have found that they 
are rarely used in the home. 

Elderly individuals have a 
great reluctance to appear han- 
dicapped and in addition the 
devices have an institutional look 
and are frequently expensive or 
require expensive installation, 
according to Bob Samsing, direc- 
tor of marketing for American 
Standard Corp, The company 
recently awarded a grant to 
Virginia Polytechnic Institute to 
develop a bathroom that would 
address the needs of an aging 
population 

What direction such new 
bathrooms would take is not com- 
pletely clear, according to Len 
Singer, co-director with Robert 
Graeff of the VPI design project 
which is being carried out at the 
school’s laboratory in 
Blacksburg, Va 

Singer says he and his col- 
leagues are aiming to do more 
than just develop a few new 
devices like grab bars or com- 
puterized equipment 

“These people are at a stage in 
their lives where they are not in 
terested in learning about new 
technology. Our aim is to make 
the bathroom comfortable, non 
threatening and safe and to pro 
tect people from injury; or if they 
should be injured, to minimize its 
seriousness,"’ he stated 

Some ideas that might be part 
af rethinking of the bathroom in 

tude keeping the temperature of 
all contact points warm to the 


touch; providing call buttons at 
floor level where they 
presumably will be more useful 
than high on a wall; and making 


grab bars an integral part of the 
design of the walls so that they 
are both strong and accessible at 
all points. 
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— Manufacturers’ promotions. 
Many kitchen dealers and most 
Sears stores can provide a 
computer-generated kitchen 
plan. The plans are free or low in 
cost, but normally you don’t get 
to keep them unless you buy the 
product. 

Providing the designer with the 
original floor plans for your 
house can sometimes save you as 
much as 15 percent on the design 
fee. You can also save money at 
both the design and construction 
stages if you choose a plan that 
doesn’t require moving existing 
walls, plumbing or electrical wir- 
ing. 

Besides floor layouts and sket- 
ches, the final plans you get from 
the designer should include a set 
of specifications — brand names, 
styles, sizes, colors and model 
numbers of cabinets and ap- 
pliances, and identifying 
characteristics of materials for 
construction, plumbing and elec- 
trical work. Use these specs as 
the basis for comparing 
remodelers’ bids. 

Once you’ve got your plans, 
you must choose the remodeler. 
Before inviting any remodelers 
out to examine your home, do 
some checking. A remodeler 
must be licensed in many 
jurisdictions, but in some that 
merely requires payment of a 
licensing fee. 

Start by asking friends for 
recommendations. Check to see 
whether the contractor you are 
considering belongs to one of the 
two major industry trade groups:

All candidates (at least three) 
should visit your home to take 
measurements for the bid and 
warn you of any problems they 
anticipate. Each should get back 
to you within a week or so witha 
bid based on your specs, 

Most remodeling jobs are bid 
as a lump sum. Sometimes the 
price is figured on a ‘‘cost-plus” 
basis; you won’t know total cost 
until the work is done and an ad- 
ditional percentage is tacked on 
to the materials, labor and other 
specified expenses. The cost-plus 
approach is used when the extent 
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of some problem can’t be deter- 
mined by the remodelers when 
the estimate is made, 

Find out how the remodeler ex- 
pects to be paid. Expect to make 
a deposit, which will be used to 
order your materials. A 30-50 per- 
cent down payment is typical; 
the smaller the job, the more 
remodelers tend to require up 
front. Be sure to hold back 
something until the job is finish- 
ed, at least 10 percent. 

Call references: Try to find so- 
meone whose home was done 
during the summer when general 
contractors may be juggling 
dozens of jobs at once. Ask 
whether you can inspect the 
work.

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Your Home 
Millions find ways to own homes

Rupert and Gillian Ingram 
owned a rambling, 90-year-old 
farmhouse near the 
Massachusetts coast and loved 
its spaciousness, its white pine 
floors and its pervasive smell of 
woodsmoke and apples. 

But their fuel bills were enor- 
mous, and upkeep was a 
headache. When their two girls 
grew up and moved out, the In- 
grams, then in their 50s, decided 
they needed a house that better 
suited their needs. 

They built their new home at 
the edge of a salt marsh, and they 
built it underground. Nestled into 
a hillside, it has 16 inches of sod 
on the roof. 

But this is no rabbit hole. The 
rooms, though small, are open 
and airy, and the south wall is 
faced in glass. The waving marsh 
grass stretches for miles, and the 
majestic view gives the feeling of 
space the Ingrams craved. 

The underground home has 
another benefit. In their far- 
mbhouse, their annual gas bill 
could reach $1,700. In their earth- 
sheltered, sun-warmed house 
near Newbury, Mass., the bill is 
zero, 

What the Ingrams did, moving 
from the old homestead to a 
smaller, more easily managed 
home — is a housing trend of the 
1980s as costs increase and the 
population ages. 

But other shifts in American 
society are changing the 
American home as well. Only 4 
percent of U.S. families now 
match the traditional nuclear 
pattern of working father, non- 
working mother and two kids. 
Single adults are pooling their 
resources to buy houses together 
rather than be confined forever 
to apartments. 

More families have two wage 
earners, and some of them work 
at home. Growing numbers of 
baby boomers, already settled in- 
to comfortable surroundings, are 
now starting families and looking 
for ways to stretch their space. 
And with divorces commonplace, 
single parents are looking for 
good housing, too. 

The 1970s was a good decade 
for buying a home, but the first 
half of the 1980s was bad. Sharply 
rising prices and mortgage rates 
kept many out of the market, 
especially young, first-time 
buyers. 

Nevertheless, 64 percent of 
Americans own their own homes, 
and that includes millions of 
young families. In fact, 66 per- 
cent of 35- to 39-year-olds and 54 
percent of 30- to 34-year-olds are 
homeowners. How do they do it? 

Second incomes are an increas- 
ingly important facto in financ- 
ing home ownership. Smaller 
homes, unconventional designs, 
inventive financing and do-it- 
yourself renovations on older 
houses are among the ways 
Americans are making home 
ownership affordable. 

“At least half of those people 
who are going to be turning age 
30 are going to have to find in- 
novative ways to buy houses,” 
said Kenneth Rosen, a real estate 
analyst and business professor at 
the University of California at 
Berkeley. 

“They're going to have to have 
a parent help them, they're going 
to have to share with someone 
else, buy a smaller house than 
they would have otherwise, live 
in a location they don’t want to 
live in,” he said, 

An old-fashioned word like 
prudence also helps in these 
modern times, 

Prudence, as in getting the 
most for your money. Don Metz, 
an architect in Lyme, N.H., 
makes today’s compact houses 
seem larger by eliminating walls 
between rooms, devoting as little 
space as possible to hallways and 
using big windows to bring the 
outdoors inside. 

Prudence, as in demanding 
energy efficiency, The Ingrams, 
for example, rely on sunlight and 
a wood stove to heat their house, 
They have yet to use their fur- 
nace, “Even unsophisticatd 
buyers are going to ask, ‘How 
much insulation is in the roof?’ 
and they’ll want double-pane win- 
dows," said Metz. 

For many people, making 
homes affordable means aban- 
doning such middle-class stan- 
dards as big backyards and for- 
mal living and dining rooms, 
those remnants of the Victorian 
parlor that are too good for daily 
family use 

When housing was less expen- 
sive, families insisted on living 
rooms, even though most of their 
daily activities occurred in fami- 
ly rooms or dens. They wanted 
dining rooms, but they ate in the 
kitchen. Such duplication is unaf- 
fordable today, and rooms are 
generally given multiple uses 


High construction costs have 
also sparked a boom in the home 
improvement market, because 
more people are buying old 
houses and renovating, or they’re 
building additions to homes they 
own, The home improvement 
market topped $69 billion in 1984, 
and more than $38 billion belong- 
ed to the do-it-yourself segment. 

That segment is growing 
because of people like Linda 
Helfet and Bill Hilliker, whose 
seven-room, 102-year-old house 
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seemed to get smaller as their 
two children grew. The family 
joined the carpenters in building 
an addition. ‘The boys and I 
learned so much,” said Ms. 
Helfet. ‘There were things we 
would have never begun because 
we didn’t think we could finish it 
We learned you can do anything 
if you just begin.” 

They bought the house for 
$38,000 a decade ago. The addi- 
tion cost $41,000 and gave them a 
garage, a second bathroom, 
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family room and office work 
space. 

Financial arrangements are 
also changing. One of the newest 
ways to finance a house is 
through a joint ownership agree- 
ment, recently made available in 
all states, where parents buy part 
of their childrens’ house and rent 
it back to them. The children 
have smaller monthly payments; 
the parents get a depreciation tax 
deduction. 

About one-third of first-time 
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home buyers get help from their 
parents anyway, so the new mor- 
tgage has a ready-made market, 
said Rosen, who developed the 
program 

Of course, other factors besides 
money are changing in the 
American home. The growth of 
non-traditional families has also 
spurred new ideas, 

When the Minneapolis College 
of Art and Design announced ‘A 
New American House” design 
competition last year, 346 ar-

chitects submitted drawings. 

“Three ideas defined the com- 
petition,’ said its director, 
Harvey Sherman. ‘The dramatic 
change in households not made 
up of nuclear families, the high 
cost of housing, and the growing 
trend of people working at 
home.” 

Architects were asked to 
design six attached houses of 
1,000 square feet each with a car- 
port or garage and an office or 
work space for every unit.

plain how this works. 


Dear L.V.: 


The theory of depreciation 
assumes that all property is 
wearing out; becoming obsolete 
or less desirable with the passage 
of time. 

Ordinarily, you must spend or 
lose a dollar in order to deduct a 
dollar from your taxes. Deprecia- 
tion is deductible, however, even 
though your property may be 
holding or increasing in value. 

If the depreciation you deduct 
is equal to the decline in the value 
of your investment, you haven't

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vestment, Depreciation is not 
allowed on land because land 
does not wear out, at least as far 
as the tax law is concerned. 
Depreciation is also allowed on 
equipment and other tangible 
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personal property which has an 
assumed life of more than 12 
months and is therefore con- 
sidered to be a capital asset. 
Business property having a life of 
less than a year is ‘‘expensed’’ — 
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that 1s, deducted in full in the 
year purchased, The cost of a 
piece of equipment for the same 
office, let’s say a typewriter, is 
“capitalized’’ — that is, its cost is 
deducted (depreciated) over a 
number of years 


The ideal situation is to have 
tax deduction without having to 
spend any money. For example, 
if you own a building, the taxable 
income is the total rent less the 
deductible expenses, The deduc- 
tible expenses are such items as 
real estate taxes, fuel bills, 
salaries to employees, light bulbs 
and depreciation. While the first 
four items mentioned may be 
deductible, they also cost you 
money; they reduce your cash 
flow as they reduce your taxable 
income, In addition, your taxable 


income is reduced by the amount 
of the depreciation, 

For example, if rents are 
$10,000 and cash expenses are 
$10,000, the cash flow is $0 
However, if you have $5,000 in 
depreciation to deduct, you will 
incure a Joss of $5,000. The $5,000 
loss is deductible against your 
other income, thereby creating a 
shelter. 

But if rents are $15,000 and 
cash expenses are $10,000, a cash 
distribution of §5,000 is 
generated. In this case, the 
depreciation offsets the cash 
distribution and makes it tax 
free, 

Depreciation can provide a 
shelter for the profit from your 
investment. To the extent that it 
exceeds the profits, it is available 
to shelter your other income 
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Nearly half of the members of 
the Dual County League All-Star 
team came from Acton-Boxboro 
and Lincoln-Sudbury this season, 
as those two teams dominated 
most of the other clubs in the 
league.

Macdonald had to have a lot of 
stamina this year, because the 
coach “had him on the ice as 
much as I could.” 

In addition to playing a regular 
shift, and sometimes an extra 
one, he was a key member of both 
the power-play and _penalty- 
killing units. 

At 5-11, Macdonald isn’t any 
bruiser, but he knows how to use 
his size in front of the net. Not 
many opposing forwards had the 
luxury of setting up in front when 
he was in the neighborhood. 

“It was difficult for other 
teams to get around him," said 
Gunn, 

Adept at skating the puck out of 
the zone, Macdonald would often 
just keep on going until he reach- 
ed the other team’s net. He knew 
when to rush and when to stay 
back, however, and should be one 
of the top defensemen in the DCL 
next year. Macdonald also plays 
soccer in the fall. 

Ron Watson — This sniper was 
Weston’s only senior, and he pro- 
vided that leadership that being 
in that position requires. He led 
the club in scoring with 25 goals 
and 27 assists for 52 points, A 220- 
pounder, Watson also provided 
some size up front, a quality 
Weston was lacking just about 
everywhere, 

More importantly, Watson 
learned to play under control this 
season. 

“He stayed out of the box this 
year,’’ said Gunn. ‘We're very 
proud of that. He showed the 
team respect. He was out of the 
box and we weren’t shorthanded 
as often.” 

Despite his knack for putting 
the puck in the net, the team cap- 
tain’s best sport is probably 
baseball. He’s a catcher for Cliff 
Wilson’s squad in the spring, and 
will probably continue his dia- 


mond exploits at Florida’s 
Eckard College, a well-known 
baseball school, next year. Wat- 
son also performed on the 
gridiron for the Wildcats last fall. 

Kevin Chin — This junior 
doesn’t have the size of a Watson, 
but he makes up for it with speed 
and puck-handling ability. Chin 
was the quickest skater the 
Wildcats had with the puck. 

“We relied heavily on him to 
put the goals in,” said Gunn. 
“He's a get-the-job-done kind of 
person. He knows what he has to 
do and plays the game the way it 
should be played.”’ 

Chin also plays soccer, and 
should be a top scorer for both 
clubs as a senior. 

Judd Cohen — This four-year 
starter at Newton South was a 
very steady player. Despite play- 
ing most of the season with a foot 
injury, he ‘‘just went out and did 
his job,” according to Coach 
Charlie Rezzuti. ‘He wasn’t able 
to perform up to his capabilities 
but didn’t lose any of his desire.” 

Cohen scored six goals and ad- 
ded 11 assists from his defensive 
post, but perhaps the most im- 
pressive thing of all about this 
senior was his physical play. 

“T didn’t see anybody who hit 
as hard as he did,” Rezzuti said. 

Cohen is no stranger to All-Star 
teams. This is his second nomina- 
tion for hockey, and was cited in 
baseball as a catcher last spring. 
He won the Lions’ 110 Percent 
Award this winter. Among 
Cohen's college possibilities is 
Union College. 


Dan Monbouquette — Another 
two-year All-Star, Monbouquette 
will have a chance to try for three 
as a senior. He led the Lions in 
scoring with 11 goals and 14 
assists for 25 points. Though he 
can put the puck in the net, Mon- 





er aa best feature is his 
hustle. 


“He’s a fireball out there,” 
Rezzuti praised. ‘‘He skates up 
and down his wing with no regard 
for his body. He flies into the cor- 
ners. ... He can fire us up. He 
doesn’t let anything bother him, 
he just wants that puck.” 

The junior was recently elected 
captain for next winter.

Tom McGary — The senior co- 
captain did it all for the Lions, 
from killing penalties to playing 
on the power play, not to mention 
his regular shift.

Eddie Shore, and Walter Brown. 
The 69-year-old Aronson, now 
keeping busy as freshman 
basketball coach at Newton 
South High School, knew them 
all. Starting with his childhood 
days as bat boy for the old Boston 
Braves, through his years as 
trainer for the Boston Olympics 


hockey team, and finally as a 
handyman with the Bruins and 
Celtics, Aronson has brushed 
with some of the great legends in 
sports history. 

There was Hornsby, Babe 
Ruth, and Casey Stengel. There 
was Shore, Dit Clapper, and Tiny 
Thompson. There was Brown, 
Bob Cousy, and Ed Macauley. 
The memories will last forever. 

“I remember something about 
Eddie Shore,’’ Aronson begins, 
the juices just starting to flow. 
“He was a finicky player. 
Everything had to be just right. 
Well, Eddie used to complain a 
lot about his skates, and in those 
days the Bruins played at the 
Garden but the skate sharpener 
was over at the old Boston Arena. 
So everytime the skates went bad 
in the middle of a game we had to 
go all the way over to the Arena 
to have them fixed.

Aronson remembers opening 
day 1935, with Ruth starting in 
left field for the Braves. That's 
fine; the only problem was Ruth 
never finished the game. 

“Babe Ruth used to like to 
leave the park a little early to 
avoid the ballpark traffic,” says 
Aronson, ‘‘So when the eighth in- 
ning started and the Braves took 
the field, there was no left 
fielder.” 

Stengel managed the Braves 
for a few years in the late '30s 
and, as Aronson remembers, he

would like the job. A childhood 
dream come true, 

“T lived on Babcock Street and 
at the end of the road was Braves 
Field,” Aronson recalls, “I used 
to go down there and hang around 
and I got to know the players. In 
those days, you could just walk 
up and talk to them, It was 
altogether different.” 

Except for three years in the 
army, Aronson stayed with the 
Braves until 1953 when they mov- 
ed to Milwaukee. By that time, 
Aronson had already been work- 
ing as a trainer for the Boston 
Olympics and was doing odds and 
ends for the Bruins and Celtics, 
“You couldn't live off just one 
job,” he says. 

When the Braves left Boston, 
Aronson hung around the sports 
scene for a few more years until 
Garden General Manager and 
Celtic owner Brown died in the 
late '50s, 

He became involved in local 
sports in Newton, serving as 
president of both the Newton 
South Little League and the 
Newton AA Basketball League. 
In 1974, he founded and formed 
the Newton South High Boosters 
Club, then bowed out of sports for 
close to 10 years. 


Joins Lion staff 
How Aronson got his current job 
at South High, coaching the 
freshman boys’ hoop team, is 
similar to how he got his first job 
as Braves bat boy. 

Aronson's son Mark was the 
coach for the South junior varsity 
basketball team, and the elder 
Aronson used to follow his son's 
team. He got to know varsity 
coach Joe Killilea, and the rest is 
pure luck 






Mark took the girls’ varsity 
coaching job in 1982, and Killilea 
needed both a JV and a freshman 
coach for his boys. 

“T was talking to Joe one day 
about finding a new coach and 
my father’s name came up. He 
seemed like a natural choice. He 
was always around and he knew 
the program.” 

Despite never having coached 
basketball, or even played the 
game for that matter, the elder 
Aronson led his young Lions to a 
9-7 season his first time out. The 
next year, Newton South lost only 
four in 10 tries, beating first- 
place Brookline along the way. 
This past winter, Aronson’s Lions 
went 12-2. 

“I’m not a great coach. I’m 
just available,” says Aronson, a 
former football captain and se- 
cond baseman-pitcher with 
Brookline High. “It’s fun, I like 
being around the kids because it 
keeps me young. I get along with 
the kids and I know what Joe 
Killilea expects, so there’s no one 
bothering me.‘ 

Mark keeps a close eye on his 
father, critiquing his work and of- 
fering pointers along the way. In 
return, the father gives coaching 
sugestions to the son. The two 
don’t always agree. 

“He yells at officials too 
much,” Mark says of his father’s 
technique. ‘‘That’s a trait of an 
awful lot of new coaches.” 

Ed comes back with, ‘‘I don’t 
yell at officials anymore. Sure, 
I’m a vocal coach, but it keeps 
the kids awake and it keeps you 
in the game.” 

Although Ed Aronson’s first ex- 
posure to basketball wasn’t until 
he was a young man hanging 
around the Celtics (Brookline 
High didn’t pick up a hoop pro- 
gram until his senior year), he 
has learned a lot in his short time 
as a coach, 

“I’ve gotten better as a coach,” 
he admits. ‘One of the biggest 

roblems was adjusting to the 

ids. Freshman boys are still 
babies, They're all good shooters 
but they don’t play defense. 
You've got to teach them the 
basics,”’ 

Parents can be a problem too, 
says Aronson. 

“Parents are tough, but most 
of them are okay. They all think 
they've got Larry Bird for a son.” 

Larry Bird? He will be 
remembered a few years from 
now as part of the good old days, 
but for now, Ed Aronson will take 
Hornsby, Shore, and Brown. 

“T could write a book on my ex- 
periences,’’ Aronson concludes. 
“You name 'em, I knew ‘em.”

Lancer five will 
need marksmen. 


Jeff Sherman is one of those 
once-in-a-decade (if that) type of 
players, so it’s only fitting that in 
his senior year, Newton Catholic 
had the best basketball record in 
school history at 19-4. 

The best of Coach Don 
Dabenigno’s five seasons saw the 
Lancers advance all the way to 
the North semifinals before being 
ousted by Matignon. 

As to Sherman, to say he'll be 
missed is to say the Mets kind of 
like the idea of having Dwight 
Gooden around. He capped a 
tremendous career with a record- 
setting year. 

Sherman virtually tore up the 
Newton Catholic record book and 
authored a new one, with himself 
in the starring role. No fewer 
than 16 individual marks now 
belong to him, including six for a 
career, four for a season and six 
for a game. The career marks 
are points, field goals made, field 
goals attempted, free throws 
made, free throws attempted and 
rebounds. Led by Sherman, the 
team set six game and 10 season 
marks. 

With 1152 career points, the 
captain is not only the school’s 
leading scorer, he’s the only one 
ever to top 1,000 points. Against 
the best competition, in the tour- 
nament, he averaged 25.2 points, 
including 37 in the loss to 
Matignon. 

Though Sherman is far and 
away the biggest loss, four other 
seniors will be gone via gradua- 
tion. They include starters Kevin 
Walsh and Mark Pulsifer. 

Walsh was one of Newton's top 
clutch players, especially at the 
foul line. Pulsifer keyed several 
victories with strong inside play. 
When he was controlling the mid- 
dle, teams couldn’t afford to 
overplay Sherman, which opened 
up all sorts of possibilities. 

The other two seniors on the 
way out are Scott Roberts and 
Dave Arsenault. 

That still leaves the Lancers 
with experience at a couple of 
spots. 

Mike Donnellan developed into 
a solid point guard this season. In 
fact, the coach called him “the 
best point I’ve coached at Newton 
Catholic. He sacrificed a lot of 
personal stats to get the ball to 
the scorers.”” 

Next year Donnellan will have 
to take a more aggressive role in 
the scoring department. He 
showed a good shot in his time 
with the junior varsity the 
previous season, and he’ll have to 
revert back to that form if the 
Lancers are to be successful, 

“We're going to have to see 
him shoot with the confidence he 
had on the jayvees as a 
sophomore,”’ Dabenigno said. 
“We'll need some outside scor- 
ing. He lacked confidence this 
year." 

Inside, the Lancers will look to 
Kurt Kiessling, who came on 
very strong at the end of his 
junior season, Coming off a leg 
injury, he got off to a slow start 
this season, but by tournament 
time, he had pushed his way into 
the lineup in a major way. 

The 6-2 leaper averaged in dou- 
ble figures throughout the tour- 
nament, and developed into a 
strong defensive player inside as 
well.

Pianist attributes 
success to God 


By Michael Goldsmith 
MARRAKECH, Morocco (AP) — Jim- 
my McKissic attributes his success as a 
pianist to divine intervention. Whenever 
he has a problem, he writes a letter to 

And when the problem is really 
urgént, like when he had to choose a pro- 
gram for his solo concert at Carnegie 
Hall last month, he sends God a telex 
message. As a result, he says, ‘‘the Holy 
Spirit works through my fingers.” 

For the past 18 months, James H. 
McKissic has drawn jet-set crowds to the 
leather-lined bar of the Mamounia Hotel, 
where Winston Churchill used to paint 
the snowcapped Atlas Mountains 
overlooking Marrakech. 

The musician’s father, the Rev. James 
McKissic, is a Baptist minister in Pine 
Bluff, Ark., who does not fully approve of 
his direct communication with God. 
However, the musician is convinced it 
works, 

His Feb. 18 concert at Carnegie Hall 
was the culmination of a lifelong dream. 
New York Times music critic Bernard 
Holland praised McKissic’s rendering of 
Schumann’s ‘Carnaval,’ Chopin’s B flat 
minor Sonata and five Debussy Preludes 
as a display of ‘confidence, subtlety and 
an unusually vivid imagination ... the 
work of an authentic pianist.” 

Yet McKissic’s impresario, William 
Morton, originally wanted him to play 
popular music and spirituals because he 
didn’t think McKissic, a virtually 
unknown performer, could draw enough 
crowds to break even with an all- 
classical program. However, McKissic 
wanted to be recognized as a “‘serious 
pianist.” 

“So I wrote to Jesus and taped the let- 
ter over my bed, as I usually do,’ he 
said. ‘If the letter falls down during the 
night, I know He agrees. Andit did.” 

That particular letter is like a sacred 
relic to McKissic: “Our Savior, Jesus 
Christ, will you please touch Bill’s (Mor- 
ton’s) heart and give me the strength 
and courage to tell him I don’t want to 
Play pop music in Carnegie Hall,” it 
sai 


He followed it up with a telex to God, 
also taped over his bed. Morton even- 
tually relented and allowed McKissic to 
choose his own program. More than 2,400 
people attended the concert, and Morton 
broke even. 

In1983, McKissic had written directly 
to Carnegie Hall asking to play there. 
Assibtant Managing Director John 
Baskid sent a polite refusal, explaining, 
“you are almost completely unknown in 
this country, which is a serious con- 
sideration for us.” 

So; McKissic pinned a letter over his 
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bed asking Jesus to intervene. The 
following day, he said, Morton walked 
into the Mamounia bar, took an im- 
mediate interest in his playing and of- 
fered to hire Carnegie Hall for the 
pianist. 

McKissic first learned how to play 
piano from his mother 42 years ago when 
he was 3 years old. A naturally gifted 
musician, he won a music degree from 
the University of Arkansas in Pine Bluff 
and went on to study, teach and perform 
in Berkeley, Calif., and in Geneva, 
Switzerland. 

In 1984, he found his way to the Ma- 
mounia. There, in Morocco’s pictures- 
que winter capital, he plays to govern- 
ment ministers, diplomats and wealthy 
tourists in the plush Churchill bar where 
they still treasure the ashtray the British 
statesman used to stub out his cigars. 

McKissic plays every night, as late as 
anyone is left in the bar to listen. The 
sophisticated audience continuously ap- 
plauds his renderings of popular and 
serious music, sometimes including his 
own compositions, all played without 
scores. 

He sings, too, but he said, ‘God has 
blessed me with the insight to realize I 
don’t have a voice.” 

He cheerfully greets customers as 
they walk in, then wishes God’s blessing 
on them when they leave. Women are ad- 
dressed as ‘“‘angels."’ The customers 
love it, and assistant hotel manager 
Mohamed Hammouti says no musician 
in the Mamounia has ever been as 
popular. 

McKissic, who is black, tends to keep 
away from jazz and spirituals. He says 
he has no race consciousness and feels 
no emotional tie to a black musical tradi- 
tion. He describes classical music as his 
“real love, after Jesus.” 

The Mamounia is closing for renova- 
tion this summer. McKissic, who has liv- 
ed abroad for most of the past two 
decades, regards it as a sign from above 
that it’s time for him to go home. 

“I'm ready for America now,” he said. 
“Thanks to an omniscient Higher 
Power, I now know who I am. I'd like to 
relax and compose my own music, 
maybe play in a concert once every cou- 
ple of months. Ultimately, I'd like to 
have my own family, and try to teach 
them all about love.” 

In his free time, he is busy writing a 
piano concerto. This has given him a 
new ambition: He plans to ask Jesus to 
be allowed to give the first public per- 
formance of the concerto in Carnegie 
Hall, accompanied by the New York 
Philharmonic Orchestra. 

“If you love the Lord enough, 
everything is possible,’’ said McKissic.

Money growing on laughs 


UNIVERSAL CITY, Calif. (AP) — At 
least 5,000 telephone pledges a day are 
still rolling in for ‘‘Comic Relief,” the 
televised benefit which has raised $2.4 
million to aid the homeless in 18 cities, 
its creator said, 

Included in the figure was $2.1 million 
in telephone pledges; $345,000 for ticket 
sales at Universal Amphitheater, where 
the event was staged; and $18,000 for 
programs and promotional materials 
sold at the amphitheater, said Bob 
Zmuda, president of the non-profit Com- 
ic Relief Inc. 


Comic Relief has yet to count mailed- 
in donations and contributions from 
comédy night clubs which staged related 
benefits, Zmuda said Tuesday 

He said the show’s success spurred 
plans for an album, videocassette and 
book about the event, 

The money should be distributed 
beginning in three to four months, said 
Dennis Albaugh, vice president of Comic 
Relief. ae 

The Community Medicine Division of 
St. Vincent’s Hospital in New York City 
will work with Comic Relief directors to 
seek requests for proposals from each of 
the 18 city health care projects involved, 
then review the requests and decide on 
distribution of funds, Albaugh explained. 

Home Box Office, which broadcast 
Saturday's show starring Robin 
Williams, Whoopi Goldberg, Billy 
Crystal and dozens of other comedians, 


donated more than $1 million for produc- 
tion costs and overhead, said HBO senior 
vice president Chris Albrecht. 

HBO agreed to let local cable com- 
panies carry HBO's signal on a free 
channel, increasing the show's potential 
audience from 14,5 million homes to 39 
million, Pledges were made chiefly over 
a special 500-line phone bank set up with 
a toll-free number. 

Albrecht said HBO will rebroadcast a 
two-part edited version of the show dur- 
ing April. 

Comic Relief came on the heels of 
several fund-raisers, including the 
record ‘‘We Are the World,” the Live- 
Aid concert for African famine relief and 
the FarmAid concert for America’s 
struggling farmers 

The show offered humor for a broad 
spectrum of tastes, ranging from the 
down-home style of Minnie Pearl, with a 
pricetag on her hat, to Pee Wee Herman. 
Other comies included Steve Allen, 
Jerry Lewis, Madeline Kahn, John Can- 
dy, David Steinberg, Buddy Hackett, Joe 
Piscopo, Gilda Radner, Carl Reiner, Sid 
Caesar and Henny Youngman.

vestigation, his letter states. 

“Your preparation of 
wholesale lists of addresses, 


which you admit contain proper- 
ties which only in your opinion 
‘appear to violate the Newton 
zoning ordinance,’ does not pro- 
vide probable cause for the city 
to seek entry into and inspection 
of the listed properties,’’ 
Cameron wrote. 

Jaffe said she based those com- 
plaints on assessing records 
which show the number of dwell- 
ing units in a building, She com- 
pares those records to zoning re- 
quirements to determine if a 
building appears to have illegal 
apartments,

They’re actually fighting 
their own records.” 

Baseman said the Building 
Department does not rely on any 
one piece of information to prove 
an apartment should be a legal, 
nonconforming use. 

“Tt’s a wealth of evidence,” he 
said. “You have to look at the 
totality.”” 

The Jaffes were given the same 
opportunity as Quinn to prove 
their houses at 172 Park St. and 58 
Winthrop St. do not violate zon- 
ing, said Baseman. 

“The Building Department 
does not give special treatment,”

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JFK holiday push 
gains momentum

NEWTON — A Brighton man is 
crusading to honor John F. Ken- 
nedy and is asking the Board of 
Aldermen to adopt a resolution 
calling for a state holiday com- 
memorating the late president. 

James Coughlin, 32, would like 
the board to pass the resolution, 
which would designate the state 
election day as a state holiday 
honoring Kennedy. 

“We have forgotten John F, 
Kennedy,” Coughlin says. ‘He 
was a great man who was taken 
from us in the prime of his life. I 
felt an obligation as a resident of 
this area to work for a holiday 
that will commemorate him.” 

Coughlin would like the Garden 
City to join 16 other Bay State 
communities who support a 
statehouse bili introduced by 
Representative John Businger 
(D-Brookline), While there are a 
number of bills asking for nearly 
the same thing, Coughlin thinks 
the Businger bill is a better idea 
because it would not come in con- 
flict with other state holidays. 

“The Kennedy family does not 
want to commemorate Nov. 22,” 
Coughlin says of the day Kennedy 
was shot in Dallas in 1963. “Many 
people would like to see May 29, 
the President’s birthday, be the 
holiday, but many communities 
have expressed concern that it 
would conflict with Memorial 
Day.” 

In addition, Coughlin also says 
that 22 other states have declared 
election day to be a state holiday, 
which increased the numbers of 
voters going to the polls. Also, he 
points out that Alabama, Texas 
and Missouri have created state 
holidays honoring presidential 
natives Thomas Jefferson, Lyn- 
don Johnson and Harry Tiuman, 
respectively. 

Alderman Arthur Reilly, who 
introduced the aldermanic 
resolution, says “the time is 
right’ to commemorate Ken- 
nedy. 


“It is appropriate at this time 
to consider a holiday com- 
memorating one of 
Massachusetts’ outstanding 
citizens and leaders,” he says. 

Edward Martin, an aide to 
Senator Edward Kennedy, says 
the family is ‘very appreciative” 
of efforts to commemorate the 
senator's late brother. 
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“There have been a number of 
petitions,’ Martin says. “ach 
one has some problems, though. 
For example, the President's bir- 
thday is the family’s only real 
preference, but that would make 
that week contain two hoidays. 
The election proposal sounds 
suitable, but it could involve pro- 
blems of double pay for police of- 
ficers in various cities and towns. 
The family, though, is honored 
and greatful for people consider- 
ing the memory of President 
Kennedy.”” 

State Representative Susan 
Shur supports Coughlin’s work, 
but thinks that there may already 
be too many state holidays. 

“T think that the state obvious- 
ly has very strong and warm 
recollections of Kennedy,” she 
says. ‘But, there are about 76 
such resolutions being heard. 
Everyone has an idea about what 
day should be selected. What 
emerges is another question. 
What sounds most reasonable to 
me is a commemorative day, not 
necessarily a state holiday where 
businesses would be _ shutting 
down. We have a rather large and 
increasing number of state 
holidays already.” 

Despite the logistic difficulties, 
State Representative David 


. Cohen says the holiday should 


fall on Kennedy’s birthday. 

“The main purpose is honoring 
the man,” he says. “I think that 
questions of administrative con- 
veniences should be secondary. 
John Kennedy was a great man 
and president and it would be 
completely fitting and proper 
that there be a state holiday in his 
honor.”’ 


A November holiday, Cohen 
says, would “break with tradi- 
tion.”” 


“Traditionally, when we have 
created these kind of holidays, 
they have been on the person’s 
birthday. I think any holiday 
honoring Kennedy should fall 
sometime around his birthday.” 


Rep. Joseph DeNucci agrees 
that Kennedy should be honored. 
“We absolutely should observe 
this,’’ he says of the holiday. ‘“‘He 
was a son of Massachusetts who 
gave his life for this country. I 
don’t have a preference, just 
whatever might be appropriate 
in terms of how it fits in with 
other holidays.”’ 
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Half million to be put aside for law suits 


NEWTON — The city will tuck 
away $500,000 for legal contingen- 
cies, City Solicitor Daniel Funk 
revealed recently at aldermanic 
Legislation and Rules Committee 
budget hearings. 

The half-million dollars is 
designed to replace liability in- 
surance for law suits against the 
city. While the last bid for liabili- 
ty insurance was for ‘about 
$300,000,’’ Funk says historically, 
annual damage awards against 
the city ‘don’t come anywhere 
near that figure.”’ 

“It’s a crapshoot,”’ Funk says. 
“You never know what is going to 
come up. We've never paid more 
than $25,000 for a settlement. 
There is a $100,000 ceiling on 


liability claims, but if there is a 
school bus wreck that kills 20 
children and there is negligence 
proved, that could mean a $2 
million settlement. You just 
never know about these things.” 

Despite the risks, Funk says 
self-insurance is a “‘safe bet."’ 

“You have to look at the track 
record on these things,’’ he says. 
“Insurance companies do it all 
the time. This way, any dif- 
ference between the cost of an in- 
surance premium and money we 
actually pay out is saved.”’ 

Funk hints at a number of 
“larger” settlements that will be 
reached in the near future. “I 
really can’t be too specific 
because we haven't settled yet.”” 


Voter lists will be available for purchase 


NEWTON Lists containing 
names and addresses of the 
Garden City’s approximately 
50,000 registered voters will be 
available for purchase at the end 
of the month. 

According to Election Commis- 
sion Executive Secretary Alan 
Licarie, a state law passed in 1985 
requires election commissioners 
to provide the chairmen of the 
Democratic and Republican City 
Committees with a computer 
tape of the resident's file or a set 
of mailing labels from the same 
census file. 

Though the law specifies that 
only city committee chairs can 
request the information, Licarie 
acknowledges that others might 
be interested. 

“The election commissioners 
will meet April 22,’’ he says. 
“One of the things we will discuss 
is whether or not we should make 
these lists available to groups 


other than the city committees. 
Since they are our lists, it is up to 
us who we give them to.” 

Voter lists are always at a 
premium, especially in election 
years when campaigns need the 
information to conduct polls and 
gather volunteer help and finan- 
cial contributions. 

According to Democratic City 
Committee Chairman Margaret 
“‘Peg’’ Hennigan who lobbied for 
the law, political organizations 
have been seeking this informa- 
tion for years. 

“The motivation to get the law 
passed was that for years we 
have been trying to get the lists 
and we were not allowed to get 
them as such,”’ she says. ‘‘We 
could copy them ourselves, but 
for years we couldn’t get the 
labels. We were told that the 
reason was because the 
Secretary of State did not know 
how much to charge.” 


DeNucci garnering support for race 


BOSTON — State Rep. Joseph 
DeNucci’s campaign for state 
auditor is already in full stride, 
even though the candidate has 
yet to officially enter the race. 

Last week, DeNucci (D- 
Newton/Waltham) became the 
first contender for the post to get 
on the ballot for the upcoming 
Democratic State Convention 
and picked up his first official en- 
dorsement from Waltham State 
Rep. Peter G. Trombley. 

He said he will make an official 
announcement regarding his can- 
didacy within a week. 

“Things are looking good,” ac- 
cording to DeNucci. 

His political horizon brightened 
significantly when state Revenue 
Commissioner Ira Jackson, 
thought to be a strong 
Democratic contender, announc- 
ed yesterday he would not seek 
the job. 


Meanwhile, DeNucci’s poten- 
tial Republican opposition also 
has taken shape. 


House Minority Leader 
William G. Robinson (R- 
Melrose) has declared his can- 
didacy for the post, setting the 
stage for a GOP battle with 
Republican State Committee 
Chairman Andrew Natsios, the 


state representative from 
Holiston. 

Sam Mahlau, administrative 
assistant for the Democratic 
State Committee, said that 
DeNucci was the first to submit 
delegate petitions for certifica- 
tion and has easily qualified for 
the convention ballot. 

He had submitted close to 1,000 
delegate signatures by, more 
than double the amount needed, 
and dropped off ‘‘another batch’”’ 
of petitions in the afternoon, 
Mahlau said. 

DeNucci said he expects to 
have the support of almost 2,000 
delegates - almost half the con- 
vention. With the first hurdle 
cleared, he now needs to capture 
the official support of 15 percent 
of the more than 4,500 delegates 
expected to attend the convention 
on May 16 and 17 in the Spr- 
ingfield Civic Center. 

If more than 700 delegates en- 
dorse DeNucci, he will be on the 
ballot for the Democratic 
primary in September. 

Boston City Councillor Maura 
Hennigan and State Rep. Richard 
T. Moore (D-Uxbridge) also have 
submitted delegate petitions for 
state auditor, but have not been 
certified for the convention 
ballot. 


Elders’ advocate endorses Pines’ bid

City is seeking affordable housing help 


NEWTON — The city is apply- 
ing for participation in two 
related state programs designed 
to increase the low- and 
moderate-income housing stock, 
according to Housing Develop- 
ment Coordinator John Quatrale. 

The Home Ownership Op- 
portunity Program (HOOP) and 
the Abandonment Initiative are 
being offered through the Ex- 
ecutive Office of Communities 
and Development to generate an 
increase in affordable housing 
stocks statewide. 


The HOOP program is ex- 
pected to provide $225 million to 
finance the construction of 2,500 
affordable housing units 
statewide over the next two 
years. The money is to be made 
available, in the form of reduced- 
rate mortgages, to a limited 
number of first-time homebuyers 
with incomes from $18,000 to 
$35,000. 


An unspecified amount of 
Abandonment Initiative money 
will be available to 40 urban com- 
munities to stimulate the con- 
struction of low- and moderate- 
income units in certain develop- 
ment projects. 


While all communities can app- 
ly for HOOPs funding, Quatrale 
says Newton is one of ‘‘a select”’ 
group of urban communities be- 
ing considered for the Abando- 
ment Initiative. 


He adds that a number of sites 
currently in the city’s property 
reuse process are being con- 
sidered as Abandonment In- 
itiative sites. They include 


Bigelow Junior High School, the 
former Pine Street landfill, the 
old F.A. Day Education Center 
and Warren Junior High School. 


“The end result, if Newton is 
accepted and the program passes 
the reuse process here,”’ 
Quatrale says, ‘‘is they can be us- 
ed for rental, cooperative, con- 
dominium or townhouse owner- 
ship. The money would be used to 
offset a developer’s mortgage so 
that at least 25 percent of a pro- 
ject’s units will be dedicated to 
low- and moderate-income 
families.” 


The HOOP program, according 
to Quatrale, is similar. Instead of 
being aimed at developers, 
though, HOOP money would be 
allocated directly to the con- 
sumer wishing to purchase a unit 
in a qualified project. The trick, 
he says, will be determining who 
will be selected for the limited 
number of units that will be 
generated. 


“Any project to be considered 
would have to go through the 
same reuse process involving the 
Board of Aldermen and the 
mayor to be designated as ap- 
propriate for the home ownership 
program,’’ Quatrale says. 
“While all the sites considered 
are in some phase of the reuse 
process, this will help people pur- 
chase the units if and when 
Newton is selected for the pro- 
gram. It will be very competitive 
for the limited number of units. 
We are waiting for state guidance 
to decide who gets what. That is 
one of the issues to be resolved.”” 


Phone purchases could save $500,000 


NEWTON — The city could 
save as much as $500,000 in the 
long run by purchasing telephone 
equipment to replace the roughly 
1,000 telephones it rents for its 60 
buildings, according to Purchas- 
ing Agent Blair Kanbar. 

The Board of Aldermen have 
approved an appropriation of 
$310,000 for the switch from ren- 
tal to city-owned telephones. 

Last week, Kanbar told the 
aldermanic Finance Committee 
he already has a bid from New 
York and New England 
Telephone Exchange (NYNEX). 
He expects about six companies 
to bid for the contract. The 
phones could be on line by July, 
Kanbar said. 

The new touch-tone phones 
should be appreciated by city 
workers because they will be 
easier to operate. ‘‘We're going 
to upgrade the system from 
rotary dial, which is very, very 
antiquated,’’ Kanbar said. 

The city spends about $100,000 
annually to rent phones, Kanbar 
said. The new phones should pay 
for themselves through savings 
over time, observed Kanbar. 


In the long run, ‘‘We should 
save well over one-half million 
dollars,’’ Kanbar estimated. 

The city will still have to spend 
a projected $117,500 next year to 
rent phone lines and pay for 
message units and long distance, 
according to Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann's fiscal 1987 budget pro- 
posal.

the city’s public works 
employees. 
“It's a tough question 


though and I'm not sure 
whether we have the right to 
put such language in the con- 
tract,’’ he said. ‘Do we have 
the right to abrogate 
meone’s civil rights?" 

McLaren said the city 
screens employees before they 
are hired, but testing after hir- 
ing has not been an issue yet 
“The Civil Liberties Union 
says drug testing is illegal and 
a violation of a person's right 
to privacy,’’ he said. “If the 
issue does arise, the city will 
most likely use the same argu- 
ment of public safety with us 
as they did with the police.”

McLaren said he would not 
want someone who uses drugs 
operating city trucks and 


equipment, but he is unsure 
about the legality of drug 
testing. 

“How can you be against 
people being drug-free’? It’s 
like being against apple pie 
and baseball,"’ he said.

Local 3092 said he doesn’t 
know how it would apply to his 
union, 

“Tt's hard to say what's go- 
ing to happen with this issue. I 
suppose it could conceivably 
spread into our negotiations,” 
Proia said 

Bob Robards, president of 
the school cafeteria and custo- 
dians’ union, said drug testing 
methods have not been 
perfected and that all the 
ramifications of placing the 
policy in the contract should 
be studied first. 

“You have to be very careful 
because these tests are not 
foolproof,’’ he said, “Once you 
cover a person with mud, it 
doesn't matter how much you 
scrub him, the stigma will still 
be there."”’ 

Before Robards would allow 
the city to impose drug testing 
language in his union’s con- 
tract, he would want ‘‘proof of 
the need for it,” he said. 

“We certainly do everything 
we can to protect the civil 
rights of our workers, but at 
the same time, we are aware 
that we work with children and 
safety is of major im- 
portance,” he said. 

If the city cannot find 
evidence to support the need 
for drug testing, Robards said, 
the city should not bring up the 
idea during negotiations. 

“I'd like to know if the 
mayor and his staff are being 
tested. Let him be the first, if 
he feels so strongly about the 
issue,"’ he said. ‘‘Let he who is 
without sin cast the first 
stone."

We urge Governor Michael Dukakis 
to take advantage of the state’s 
salubrious fiscal condition, the best 
indicator of which is a whopping $500 
million-plus surplus, to pay off a 
longstanding debt that could actually 
benefit the City of Newton to the tune 
of $2.6 million. 

For more than five years, the state 
has paid less than half of the rental 
charges it agreed to in 1980, when it 
took over all the county courthouses. 
The state seems to have treated coun- 
ties all over the commonwealth with 
an even hand, running up a $60 million 
total debt, but we are really concern- 
ed with the $26 million owed to Mid- 
dlesex County. 

Given that the City of Newton pays 
the lion’s share of the expenses of 
county government, approximately 10 
percent, we could reap considerable 
benefits from the state’s living up to 
the agreement it made in 1980. The 
amount the county assesses the city 
could theoretically be reduced by 
some $2.6 million if the state dipped 
into its surplus to fulfill its obliga- 
tions, 
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‘s time to pay. 


Ina year which has been marked by 
drastic cutbacks in funds coming to 
the city from the federal and state 
levels, we could use that money to 
maintain or even augment essential 
city services. 


While it seems unconscionable that 
the state would not live up to its com- 
mitments while its wallet is bulging, it 
seems ridiculous that, at the same 
time, taxpayers across the state are 
being asked to fund the construction 
of a new courthouse in Suffolk County. 

We agree with Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, head of the Middlesex County 
Advisory Board, when he complains 
that “There is no equity there. The 
state can only speak of surplus after 
all its debts are paid.” 


The time is now. The money is 
there. It might be a long, long time 
before the county finds as balmy a 
fiscal climate in which to press its 
case. The mayor has made his pitch 
for several years now. Some more ag- 
gressive pursuit by the County Com- 
missioners and our State Represen- 
tatives would seem to be the next step. 


Pope John Paul tried to heal old wounds 


Mario Limentano, an elderly Italian 
Jew and survivor of the Dachau death 
camp, called it ‘‘a beautiful thing,’’ 
and he was right. He was referring to 
the unprecedented visit of Pope John 
Paul II to Rome’s main synagogue, 
where the pontiff called for mutual 
respect and brotherhood among 
followers of the West’s two oldest 
religions. 

The visit, believed to be the first 
time a pope had set foot in a Jewish 
house of worship, underscored the 
revolution in relations between 
Roman Catholics and Jews. The 
synagogue itself stands in a former 
walled ghetto where from 1555 to 1848, 
under the orders of successive popes, 
Rome’s Jews were forced to live and 
were locked in at night. 

John Paul himself could never have 
entered the synagogue, embraced the 
chief rabbi of Rome and prayed with 
him if it had not been for his great 
predecessor, Pope John XXIII, and 
the Second Vatican Council of 1962-65, 

Among its many works to renew the 
church, Vatican II issued ‘Nostra 
Aetate’’ (In Our Times), declaring 
that the Jews did not bear a collective 
responsibility for Christ’s death and 
thus removing a theological underpin- 
ning for anti-Semitism. 


In unmistakable terms, John Paul, 
a theological conservative, sought to 
sweep away fears of many Jews that 
he was drifting away from the spirit of 
Vatican II. He strongly condemned all 
forms of anti-Jewish discrimination 
and spoke warmly of the Old Testa- 
ment roots of Catholicism and 
Judaism. 

“Yes,’’ he said, ‘‘once again, 
through myself, the church, in the 
words of the well-known declaration 
‘Nostra Aetate,’ deplores the hatred, 
persecutions, and displays of anti- 
Semitism directed against the Jews 
any time and by anyone. I repeat, ‘By 
anyone.’”’ 

The white-robed pontiff disap- 
pointed many of the worshippers pre- 
sent by not mentioning Israel. They 
had hoped that his visit would be a 
prelude to the Vatican’s diplomatic 
recognition of the Jewish state. 
However, the Vatican had made 
known that the pope’s historic ap- 
pearance in the synagogue was to 
have religious, not political, meaning. 

Much of what any pope does has 
symbolic meaning, and in time John 
Paul’s visit to the synagogue on the 
Tiber River may be seen as an effort 
to end almost 2,000 years of discord 
between Catholics and Jews.

If Massachusetts expects to 
Stay at the cutting edge of 
technology, it had better get with 
it with new technologies and not 
coast on its present advantage 
with existing technologies.

This blunt warning was at the 
heart of the first of the Lowell 
Lecture Series this year recently 
at Suffolk University.

But he tempered his advice 
with a good deal of assurance 
that New England has all the key 
ingredients necessary to get 
ahead and stay ahead. 

On the constructive side, says 
Howell, three special factors 
have brought exceptional growth 
to this region in the last ten years

cent in 1975 to 4 percent today) 
They have been: 1) our preemi- 
nent educational facilities (260 
colleges 65 in Boston, 800,000 
students); 


2) our highly com 
petitive risk-taking financial 
resources, especially among

3) our spirit of entrepreneurship. 
New England registered an 
18.5 percent growth in new in- 
corporations in 1985 (Conn, up

Recent editorial insulted citizens of Newton 


To the editor: 


‘ My first reaction in reading the 
Graphic’s recent editorial, ‘‘No 
public interest in school budget,” 
was to counter the editorial’s 
negative comments about the 
Newton school budget proposal 
itself. As a School Committee 
member who voted en-

with the extent of our prepara- 
tion. Frequently, data used by 
our presenters supplemented and 
even supplanted data supplied by 
the school department officials 
themselves. Throughout the 
hearing process, given the issue 
at stake, I was often amazed at 
how rational and logical citizens 
were. This was true for my com- 
munity as well as for other af- 
fected communities. 


Contrary to the editorial, the 
hearings were an excellent civic 
example to our children, an ex- 
ample of what an_ involved 
citizenry can accomplish, and 
that the individual can make an 
impact. I was proud that my own 
two elementary-aged youngsters 
saw direclty what their parents 
and their friends’ parents were 
doing. 

The Graphic’'s editorial was, 
thus, insulting in two ways to 
Newton’s citizens: first, in not 
recognizing their long support for 
the public schools, and second, in 
not appreciating the validity of 
their past efforts during school 
closing hearings.

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Doctor Brown Remembered

He was one of the last of an era, and I’m glad that 
my children had the opportunity to see him and 
know him, that is to the extent that any of us ever 
got to know him. 

An amiable man with a deep and genuine concern 
for your well being, yet with a reserve that showed 
little of himself, Doctor Brown is probably best 
remembered by generations as the family doctor 
who would come at 2 a.m. with his black bag and 
either a very large Saint Bernard or Great Pyren- 
nes, who would patiently wait while he ministered 
toa sick child or an infirm grandparent. 


He was a very private man, who I’m sure had the 
same inner fears and frustrations that we all share; 
yet he did not want to burden any other human be- 
ing for an instant. In an age of hedonism, Dr. Brown 
was the consummate altruist. 

We moved into the house behind his when Doctor 
Brown was towards the end of his career, yet people 
would not stop coming to him or calling him for 
help. He would never refuse to minister to any of 
them. 


I remember one time, when our pediatrician was 
out of town, and our then three-year-old daughter 
was running an unusually high fever. We weren't 
able to reach the doctor covering for the pediatri- 
cian so, when I saw Doctor Brown working in his 
back yard, I went out, climbed up on one of the pic- 
nic table benches and called over the fence. Five 
minutes later he was in our house examining 
Kathleen. He prescribed an antibiotic, but reached 
into his black bag and gave me enough samples of 
the medicine to get her through the sickness. He 
wouldn’t take a dime in payment though. 

The next day was a Sunday; about ten in the mor-

Snyder?" It was always “Mr. Snyder,” in his shy, 
almost timorous way, even though I was a good 
thirty five years his junior. ‘How is the little girl? If 
it's not inconvenient, I'd like to come over and see 
her.”’ This happened two or three times in the five- 
day course of her illness. God, what a wonderful 
man he was 

Though he owned a magnificent home in Weston, 
his brother's widow lived there with her family, and 
he preferred to sleep on a day bed in his waiting 
room. 

He was a man who had no interest in material 
things, yet I couldn’t tell the number of times that 
he would appear at the door with a shirt, asking me 
what size I took, or some clothing for one of the 
children, or a workbench light that he had seen in a 
store and thought that I might like. 

It seemed that the only creature comfort Doctor 
Brown ever had was the air conditioner in his of- 
fice. About a year after we moved in the 
neighborhood, we had our first child. The baby had 
not been home from the hospital for a week when 
Doctor Brown came over and asked me if the noise 
from the air conditioner bothered the baby or my 
wife and myself. ‘‘No,”’ I answered truthfully; yet 
the next day he had replaced the air conditioner 
with a quieter one, and explained that he was con- 
cerned that the older model might keep ‘‘the little 
one” up. 

You could fill a book with ancedotes about Doctor 
Theodore Brown, but he would have been embar- 
rassed if someone had when he was alive. My only 
regret about having known him is that I did not 
meet him earlier in our lives. He was a good and de- 
cent person, and if any man living was ever sainted,

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The positive side of midlife crisis [WAU

NEWTON — At some point dur- 
ing midlife, people face the 
dilemma of evaluating their ac- 
complishments and redirecting 
their goals. 

Perhaps Dante described the 
midlife phenomenon most ac- 
curately when he wrote, ‘‘In the 
middle of the journey of our life, I 
came to myself in a dark wood 
where the straight way was lost.” 

This ‘‘dark wood’' causes peo 
ple to look back on their lives, 
and often can be the source of 
much distress, according to 
Marylynn Boris, who spoke last 
night at Bigelow Junior High

Journey: Managing the Losses 
that Accompany Mid-Life 


Growth and Change” was part of 
a free lecture series offered by 
The Life Studies Foundation 
Adults undergoing this stage 
are faced with many change 
children leaving home.

uncertainty, Boris S 


















Midlife — which Boris defines 
as anywhere from 35 to 65 years 
old affects each person dif 
ferently, she says. She adds, 
however, that research shows 
many people in this age group 
share similar emotional dilem- 
mas 


In the stages that precede 
midlife, death is viewed as 
something distant and is rarely 
considered, Boris says. When 
men and women look back on 
their accomplishments to find the 
dreams and goals they set for 
themselves never reached frui- 
tion, they begin to evaluate the 
quality of life they have led, she 
says. 

During the first 30 years, Boris 
says, people set goals for 
themselves and they have 
dreams of success or happiness. 
As time wears on and goals are 
not achieved, however, a sense of 
helplessness sometimes occurs. 

In younger years, Boris says, 
life is fresh and full of opportuni- 
ty. With the progression of age, 
she adds, idealism is lost and life 
takes on a different meaning. 

Boris says midlife affects men 
and women in different ways. A 
switching of roles often occurs 
men begin to show signs of slow- 
ing down in their professions, 
while women, having raised the 
children, often look for jobs or 
return to school.

‘They 
must let go of their previous 
views and formulate new ones.”’ 

For many women, midlife 
represents the end of 
motherhood, she explains. Some 
women, relieved when their 
children have left the house, feel 
both excited and frightened at 
this stage, while others may ex- 
perience the empty-nest  syn- 
drome, suddenly finding 
themselves without children and 
experiencing a sense of emp- 
tiness. 
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“Women, at this time, are both 
relieved and worried that they 
weren't successful in rearing 
their children,’’ Boris says. 
“Some feel a void of sadness, 
knowing that family life will 
never be the same.”

“The schools cannot be the

The agency, which estimates it 
helped some 4,000 young people 
last year, also runs a shelter in 
Boston. 

“I think what we have here is 
kids who have had a pretty good 
life reaching out to kids who 
haven’t had the good fortune they 
have had,” said Sr. Margaret 
Whelan, executive director of 
Bridge Over Troubled Waters. 
“The most exciting part of this 
project is that teens are raising 
money for their peers. They’ve 
done it ali themselves.” 

Helping runaway teens is a 
cause that struck very close to 
home for Tetrakoff. 

“A kid I knew ran away from 
home four times,’’ he said. ‘‘Her 
life was never on keel and then 
she went to Bridge Over Troubled 
Waters and it changed her life.”’

A DPW survey of 188 homes 
shows a majority of residences 
believe the process has improved 
their streets and rated them good 
or excellent after the work was 
complete, Hickey told the com- 
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mittee. 

Stonesealing improves the 
durability of a road by filling 
cracks and correcting minor 
defects, thereby protecting it 
from frost and water damage, 
Hickey said. 

“It does the job,’’ said the com- 
missioner. ‘‘There’s no question 
it does what it is supposed to do.” 

Public Facilities last night 
recommended the city spend 
$185,000 to asphalt 64 streets. 

But Alderman Richard 
McGrath advised members not to 
recommend the funds for asphalt 
until they resolved the stoneseal- 
ing issue. 

The process is excellent for 
sealing cracks, but not for surfac- 
ing an entire street, he said. ‘‘It’s 
byproduct is a dirty, rough, 
uneven street,’’ observed 
McGrath. ‘The people don’t want 
dirty, rough, uneven streets.”’ 

Hickey responded, ‘‘You asked 
for a survey. The survey has in- 
dicated a majority of the people 
like those streets.”’ 

But McGrath said the DPW 
survey should have gone out in 
the summer when the weather 
was hot, but instead it was mail- 
ed in the winter. The wording of 
the survey questions was biased 
by the DPW, he said. ‘The 
survey is worth zero,’’ McGrath 
charged. 

He vowed to fight passage of 
the $185,000 when the full Board 
of Aldermen votes the issue. ‘‘It's 
not going through the Board of 
Aldermen," he said.

Barbara Clurman helps pull 
together family structures 
which have fractured under 
the stresses of tragic events. 

As director of the Law Pro- 
ject for Multi-handicapped 
Children, the only known pro- 
gram of its kind, the Alber- 
marle Road resident helps 
parents of these children ob- 
tain financial and support ser- 
vices designated as their right 
under federal and state laws. 
And she does it at no charge to 
the families. 

In one case, the Project 
represented a Newton boy at- 
tending a substantially 
separate program in the 
Newton Public Schools. His 
development was normal until 
he reached age 4%, when he 
developed a brain tumor 

“He ended up profoundly 
retarded with an uncontrolled 
seizure disorder,’’ says Clur- 
man. ‘‘He was very 
behaviorally impaired so that 
he needed a residential pro- 
gram.” 

The Project worked with the 
family, and an agreement was 
worked out so the Newton 
Public Schools would be pro- 
viding a residential program 
for him with further financial 
help from the Department of 
Mental Health and the Depart- 
ment of Social Services. 

Now the boy will be receiv- 
ing the around-the-clock, 
structured attention he needs 
and is learning daily living 
skills ‘‘to help him become as 
independent as possible,’’ she 
says, 

In addition to representing 
families, the Project provides 
training seminars and 
workshops in various com- 
munities to help parents of 
multiply-handicapped 
children understand their 
rights. Already scheduled is a 
three-part series in Haverhill, 
and workshops in Hyannis, 
Springfield and Worcester. 

The Law Project also 
organizes presentations for 
therapists, hospital-based pro- 
fessionals, and educators, to 
make them aware of the pro- 
gram and ways to help their 
clients. 

“Many of these people see 
their role as advocates of the 
children they serve,’ says 
Clurman. “I try to help focus 
that advocacy in ways 
beneficial.” 

The Project was formally

started in August 1985 by Jim 
Sokolove, whose law offices, 
James Sokolove & Affiliates, 
are located on the opposite 
side of the building. A personal 
injury lawyer, Sokolove saw 
that during litigation — which 
can be a long, drawn-out pro- 
cess — his clients were not 
receiving adequate health 
care and education. 

Besides, explains Clurman, 
“We need to give something 
back (to clients)."’ Not only is 
it a much needed service for 
parents of handicapped 
children, but “It’s good for 
business.” 


A former director of case ad- 
vocacy with the 
Massachusetts Advocacy 
Center, Clurman accepted the 
post of director because it 
“coincided with what I wanted 
todo.” 

Following her 1971 gradua- 
tion from the Harvard School 
of Law, Clurman chose to 
focus on family rights because 
“Tf we didn’t have good caring 
families, we would need 
(many more) residential pro- 
grams.” 

During her subsequent 12 
years in the field of family and

juvenile law, she recalls liking 
special education cases 
because they are ‘consumer 
oriented.”’ 

“The best parent consumers 
access the most services,” 
says Clurman. ‘They are the 
parents who ask questions and 
who push pediatricians to 
come up with answers." 

Still, the majority have trou- 
ble obtaining the needed ser- 
vices because they are 
“limited,”’ she says. Barly in- 
tervention programs have 
waiting lists, and eligibility for 
some of them is based on ar- 
bitrary criteria. For example, 
people needing physical 
therapy on a daily basis can 
only get it twice a week. 

“It’s not based on your 
needs,"’ she says, “but on 
theirs. Disabled children re- 
quire good medical coverage, 
and their families are faced 
with an incredible dilemma 
either the child doesn’t get 
treatment or he/she does, but 
the family is unable to pay for 
it. 

“A lot of families skew their 
job situation to ensure they get 
(federal income) benefits,” 
she says. 

The Project which con- 
sists of Clurman, staff at- 
torney Vivian Goldman and 
paralegal Margie Leonard- 
Greenberg now represents 
about 50 multiply-handicapped 
children residing throughout 
the state. Issues typically 
focus on special education, 
and medical benefits for 
disabled children with limited 
income (called Supplemental 
Security Income). 


All of the cases are heard 
before a hearing officer or ad- 
ministrative judge — not ina 
court room, she says. 

In another case, the Project 
represents a family who was 
paying for physical therapy 
services. “We were arguing 
the school should be providing 
it,”’ said Clurman 

The child, who has been in a 
coma for over a year following 
a swimming accident, has re- 
quired “‘stimulus”’ therapy, in- 
volving texture, sound and 
light. During the therapy ses- 
sions, ‘‘He’s more alert,’ says 
Clurman. 

If fact, she states, “If you 
don’t stimulate a child, they 
don’t learn,” explaining that, 
just as “If you don’t move a 
body, it atrophies. Similarly, if 
you don’t move the brain, it 
does too.”

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Aquinas celebrates 25 years

NEWTON — The sun broke 
through the clouds, appropriate- 
ly, just moments before Ar- 
chbishop Bernard Cardinal Law 
began Mass at the 25th anniver- 
sary at Aquinas Jr. College 
Saturday afternoon. 

The Mass commenced the 
celebration of this all-women 
Catholic college, founded in 1961 
by the Sisters of Saint Joseph of 
Boston. 

As Law stood before some 250 
faculty, family, alumnae and 
students in the school’s 
auditorium, he spoke about the 
special mission of Aquinas Jr. 
College. 

“We are celebrating 25 years of 
faith,’ Law said. ‘‘Twenty-five 
years is really not that long of a 
time ... but today, in a sense, we 
are caught in the moment of 
time. 

“Aquinas is a school based on a 
vision ... A vision about God 
revealed on the face of every 
man and woman on earth,” he 
said. “In Christ and in his love, 
we are able to reach our potential 
as human beings.” 

Red and white balloons — 
displaying the school’s colors — 
were tacked up along the walls of 
the school and the cafeteria, 
where a reception followed the 
mass. 

Afterward, at the reception, 
Law was asked to express his 
views on the role of women in the 
Catholic Church. 

“Women and men are equal 
from the beginning,’ he said. 
“But, unfortunately, that is a 
truth which is obscured through 
history. We take our male and 
female identity very seriously in 
the Catholic Church. The 
(Catholic) church does not ordain 
women, that is not going to 
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Archbishop Bernard Cardinal Law says Mass. 


change. We are living out an an- 
cient variance of the church.” 

Mayor Theodore D. Mann was 
among the dignitaries at the 
celebration. He offered thanks, 
on behalf of the city of Newton, 
for the positive influence Aquinas 
has had on the community. 

“The city has had a wonderful 
relationship with the college,"’ 
Mann said. ‘‘They are a ready 
partner within the community.” 

Mann said the college has 
assisted the city in finding 
facilities for the Newton Sym- 
phony and a home for Viet- 
namese families. 

The pamphlets handed out 
commemorating the milestone 
the school has reached read, ‘'25 
Years of Herstory Making 





That variation on the word 
“history” is significant in terms 
of the all-women’s status of the 
college, according to sister Mauri 
Ryan, who organized the event. 


“We want these women to tell 
their stories of success,’’ Ryan 
said. “Women today have few 
role models. Our alumnae of this 
school are very successful due to 
the unique education we offer.”” 


Although Aquinas is a small 
two-year college with an enroll- 
ment of about 300 women, the 
school offers a liberal arts pro- 
gram with a career focus, Ryan 
said 

“Employers want a_ well- 
rounded individual,”’ 1 admis- 
sions director Donna Lurie. “The 
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liberal arts core program gives 
Aquinas graduates that edge. To- 
day, more than ever before, 
career options for women are 
many.” 


Ellen Fitzgerald, a 1981 
graduate, agreed. Now working 
as the administrative assistant in 
the alumnae office at the school, 
she said she owes much of her 
success to the education she 
received at Aquinas. 


“T graduated at the bottom 
fifth of my class in high school,” 
Fitzgerald said. ‘‘My confidence 
was built up while I was al 
Aquinas.

Monitoring of ‘suicide cells’

NEWTON The city's jail 
cells are ‘‘suicide cells,” ac- 


cording to Police Chief William 
Quinn, whe suggested Monday 
night that they be monitored 
whenever someone is in- 
carcerated to prevent prisoners 
from taking their lives 

“These are very dangerous 
cells,” he told members of the 
aldermanie Finance and Public 
Safety & Transportation Commit- 
tees who were reviewing the 
police budget. “They are as 
dangerous as any in the state. We 
must do something to make sure 
that suicides don’t happen. 

Quinn recommended that the 
city hire a monitor to “keep an 
eye’’ on any prisoners. He said 





the $10,000 outlay for salary 
would more than pay for itself in 
the long run. 

“My biggest worry is that we 
will lose somebody," he said. “If 
we do lose somebody to suicide, 
or there is an attempt, we will all 
pay big money because of 
resulting law suits against the ci- 
ty. I think we should hire so- 
meone like a retired police of- 
ficer to watch the cells. The only 
way to prevent suicides is to 
make sure there is somebody 
watching for as long the prisoner 
is in the cell. It won't be good du- 
ty, but it is something that has to 
be done.’

HARTFORD, CONN. (AP) 
For much of its early history, 
America borrowed and adopted 
the shapes of English furniture 
By the 18th century, however, 
original American designs for 
fine furniture were being 
developed, and regional centers 
produced their own specialities, 
using different materials and 
style variations.

Growing market 


With that renewed interest has 
come a growing market for 
works by craftsmen who are pro- 
ducing handmade furniture of the 
same high quality as that made 
in the studios and shops of 17th 
and 18th century cabinetmakers. 

Witness the debut of Dovetail, 
one of the first retail stores in the 
area to specialize in handmade 
furniture. Located in an old Avon 
farmhouse that is particularly 
suited to the endeavor, the shop 
was opened by Debbie Weinstein 
and Judy Wick in November. It 
carries exclusively the works of 
Eldred Wheeler, a small 
Hingham, Mass., company of 
woodworkers who make only 
reproductions of 18th century 
pieces, many of which were 
originally made in Connecticut 
and Massachusetts. 





Oringinal Dovetail 


Weinstein opened the original 
Dovetail in Wilton in 1979, and 
was convinced by the number of 
customers from this area who 
traveled to that shop that the de- 
mand was sufficient to open a se- 
cond store. 


The reception, Weinstein said, 
has been excellent. The cost of 
fine antiques $30,000 wouldn't 
be out of line for a Connecticut 
bonnet-top highboy has put 
such pieces out of range for all 
but the most affluent. A Dovetail 
reproduction would cost only 
about a tenth as much, But peo- 
ple still value the designs and 
workmanship of traditional fur- 
niture, she said, especially in 
Connecticut, where there is a 
great appreciation for antiques. 

Eldred Wheeler (a combina- 
tion of the last names of the two 
woodworkers who founded the 
firm) prides itself, Weinstein 
said, on producing furniture 
made very much the way an 18th 
century cabinetmaker would 
have worked 

To reproduce a piece such as a 
Queen Anne highboy, with scroll- 
ed detail and carved cabriole 
legs, they have gone back to the 
original, using the same techni- 
ques and materials 

The correct woods — cherry as 
the primary wood and wide 
board pine for the inside of the 
drawers are used, The 
dovetails and carvings are made 
by hand. The finish is also 
faithful to the original, she said, 
using many layers of shellac to 
create a transparent finish that 
shows the grain of the wood 
Some of the woods Eldred 
Wheeler uses, Weinstein said, 
such as beautifully figured tiger 
maple and bird's-eye maples, 
aren't found at all in modern 
commercial furniture 





“A commercial house won't 
touch a wood like this,” she said. 
“They want a nice even grain. 
This ridged grain on the tiger 
maple can be gouged with a 
power planer.” 


Another tradition 


While Eldred Wheeler strives 
to emulate the prosperous New 
England cabinetmakers’ shop, 
Peter Van Beckum of the Union- 
ville section of Farmington 
represents another tradition: an 
artisan working alone to design 
and produce a piece from start to 
finish. 

For the flexible bowed back of 
the continuous-arm Windsor 
chair, he splits his own wood to be 
sure he gets the straight-grain 
green oak needed. He hand-dries 
the end of the bottom stretchers 
by cooking them in hot sand while 
leaving the bulbous centers 
unseasoned so there will be no 
shrinkage when the ends are con- 
nected to the legs. The center sec- 
tion, however, will be a crossway 
support with a bottom rail, and 
the shrinkage of the wood in that 
spot will strengthen the chair. 
When he is done, he paints the 
chair with the pale green milk 
t requested by | tomer. 
Such perfection is 
such total control of the finished 
product is impossible even for a 
small cabinetmaker's shop such 
tidred Wheeler, where a 
number of people work on a 
single piece. 

Not many are as meticulous, 
said Curtis.

After an extensive, two-year 
training and apprenticeship, he 
has continued to perfect his craft 
and his work has been included in 
such prestigious collections as 
New American Treasures at the 
Society for the Preservation of 
New England Antiquities in 
Boston and the Essex Institute in 
Salem, Mass., where he won the 
best in show honor at the 198: 
Furniture in the Traditional Style 
exhibition. 
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Working alone in a converted 
carriage house, it takes Van 
Beckum more than a week to 
finish a pair of Windsor ch 
made of oak, maple and pine 
When he has finished a project 
such as that, he says, he feel 
omething akin to postpartum 
depression, 

He makes exact copies, or 
designs pieces to fit the periods 
from about 1620 to 1830 in 
America. He has built furniture 
in styles that r e from early 
Colonial (sometimes called 
American Jacobean), to William 
and Mary, Queen Anne, early 
Georgian, Chippendale, Hep: 
plewhite, Sheraton and Federal, 
along with countless transitional 
and regional variations, from

While you're there, you rent a 
videotape for the weekend, to 
demonstrate the techniques and 
provide the expert tips that make 
the difference between an easy 
job well-done and a_semi- 
disaster. Or, you decide to take 
up the hobby of decoupage and 
borrow a tape from the public 
library. 

The possibilities for learning 
by using a television set and a 
videotape player appear to be 
almost endless. Several recent 
developments suggest that the 
predicted video learning revolu- 
tion is beginning in home fur- 
nishings. They include forthcom- 
ing publication of a remodeling 
videotape, preparation of a video 
by a manufacturer of bed linens, 
and introduction of a mail-order 
video course in painted faux 
finishes by a distributor of educa- 
tional programs. 

Why now? The answer is to be 
found in market statistics, which 
show a growing number of homes 
with videocassette players, says 
Russell Morash, executive pro- 
ducer of ‘This Old House,” which 
originates on public television 
station WGBH in Boston. Morash 
has produced three home videos 
based on popular public televi- 
sion programs, all distributed by 
book publishers 

“Currently there are about 100 
million homes with television and 
25 to 30 percent of them are 
believed to be VCR-capable. The 
figure is going up perhaps a 
million a month and it has been 
predicted that all television 
homes will have a video player- 
recorder within five years,’’ he 
said. 

The three video productions on 
home subjects include the ‘Julia 
Child Way to Cook”’ published by 
Knopf, ‘‘The Victory Garden’ 
released by Crown Publishers, 
and the forthcoming ‘‘This Old 
House,’’ also published by 
Crown. 

The 60-minute video based on 
“This Old House”’ is expected to 
sell for $24.95 when it apyears in 
bookstores and other outlets this 
summer. Morash describes the 
videotape as a collection of a 
dozen or so home projects. Sub- 
jects include adding a deck, in- 
stalling a light dimmer and 
refinishing a floor. 

Each segment lasts three to

Officially confirmed as the new 
head coach in February, Doneski 
comes to the Lion varsity after 
four years of coaching the junior 
varsity club at the school.

From there he went on to 
Boston College, playing two 
years of hockey and three years 
of baseball. 


After graduation, Doneski join- 
ed the teaching ranks in 
Waltham. It happened to be the 
same year Don Prohovich left 
coaching, which wound up leav- 
ing an opening on the freshman 
baseball squad. Doneski took the 
job and lasted five years. 

After five years there, he took 
the head job at Babson College 
where he turned a perennial loser 
into a .500 team in his three-year 
stint. 

The success continued at 
Massachusetts Bay College, 
where he directed that school to 


the Eastern Mass. Junior College 
championship in his only season 
at the helm. 

After that, the coach decided to 
go back to the high school ranks. 

“TI kind of got discouraged with 
the facilities and short season at 
Mass. Bay,” he said. ‘The 
players were fine but coaching at 
the high school level with being a 
teacher is a little easier to do 
than coach college part-time.” 

That brought him to South, 
where he’s spent the last four 
years under McPhee. 

“We're pretty good friends,’’ 
said Doneski of his predecessor. 
“hose are big shoes to fill but at 
least I’m familiar with the 
system and the success they’ve 
had over there.” 

The new coach also had high 
praise for McPhee: “I’ve been 
exposed to a lot of coaching situa- 
tions and he got the most from 
the talent he had just by hard 
work, his own intensity and the 
work ethic,” 

Doneski, a math teacher at 
Waltham High, has had some 
success of his own at the high 
school level as well as the hockey 
coach at Concord-Carlisle for the 
past five years.

Dear R.L.: 


On a balloon mortgage, 
monthly payments are based 
on a fixed interest rate, usual- 
ly short term. Payments may 
cover interest only, with prin- 
cipal due in full at the term’s 
end. This offers low monthly 
payments, but possibly very 
little equity until the loan is 
fully paid. When due, the loan 
must be paid off or refinanced, 
which involves having to pay 
closing costs again. Refinanc- 
ing poses high risks if rates 
climb. 


There are many other ways 
of financing, or refinancing a 
home. The question most often 
raised, however, has to do with 
the difference between a 30- 
year and a 15-year mortgage. 

Because the monthly carry- 
ing costs are higher on a 15- 
year mortgage, you probably 
can’t qualify for as much 
house as you can with a loan 
twice that long. For example, 
the monthly payment on a 
$75,000 mortgage financed 
over 15 years at 11.5 percent is

I'd like to refinance my home, but there are so many different 
kinds of mortgages out there that it’s difficult to make the most ap- 
propriate choice. For example, what is the main disadvantage of a 
balloon mortgage? And how do I decide between a 15-year and a 30-

roughly $875, compared with 
about $770 for 30-year financ- 
ing at 12 percent. That means 
you'd need at least $5,000 more 
of annual income to get the 
same house using the shorter 
loan. 

If you're willing to make the 
higher payments, you don’t 
have to get a 15-year loan to 
reap at least some of the sav- 
ings in interest — which in this 
example amount to $120,000 
over the life of the mortgage. 
On most 30-year mortgages 
you can pay ahead on the prin- 
cipal as much as you like 
without penalty. So you could 
take out the 30-year loan, 
make the $875 payments as if it 
were a 15-year loan and drop 
back to $770 whenever things 
got tight. 

If you expect to move in two 
or three years, then an ad- 
justable rate mortgage may 
make more sense than a 15- 
year loan because it starts out 
at a lower interest rate. With a 
2 percent annual interest-rate 
cap, you should do well for the 
short term.

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British troops prep for 
Patriots Day battles 


By Cathy McGee 

tipt Correspondent 
WALPOLE This year Fred 

DeConinck from Walpole will rise with 

the sun in the morning mist to take part 





in a Revolutionary War battle re- 
enactment the Battle of Lexington 
Green 


He will experience Patriots Day 
one day early — April 20 with a 6 a.m. 
gunfire salute to a vast army scattered 
across the Buttri Farm hillside, 
overlooking the Old North Bridge in Con- 
cord 






The ‘shot heard ‘round the world” will 
be fired as the first battle of the 
American Revolution is brought back to 
life. 


DeConinck will be there with about 








15,000 other ‘‘toy’’ soldiers who all share 
a common hobby. They take part in 
Revolutionary War battle re-enacting. 
“I was very impressed by it,” 
DeConinck said of a dramatization of the 
1775 Battle of Lexington Green he 


witnessed three years ago 


He signed up with the recruiters who 
canvass the crowd of battle spectators 
assembled at Lexington Green every 
Patriots Day. Since then he has been 
participating in Revolutionary War bat- 
tles as a member of the British 10th 
Regiment of Foot. But there wouldn't be 
a battle without their foes, the Colonial 
Lexington Minutemen. 


Jason Koreli, managing editor of the 
Parkway and West Roxbury Transcripts 
and a resident of Concord, reactivated 
the companies of Minutemen back in 
1962. 


In the 10th Regiment, there are three 
companies: the Light Infantry, which 
fought in the brush; the Battalion, which 
wears the “‘tri-con’ hats; and the 
Grenadiers, the elite troops who wear 
the bearskin hats.

“We're the ones in the red coats,” 
DeConinck said. 

In June, Bristol, R.1., is the setting for 
one of their biggest re-enactments — a 
two-hour battle. The Battle at Lexington 
Green, however, only lasts 15 minutes on 
average. 

“Everything is accurate — a planned 
battle with a definite winner and loser,” 
said DeConinck. ‘Actually you're put- 
ting on a show for the public. There are 
about 50,000 patriotic spectators who 
come and watch.” 

The Battle of Monmouth in New 
Jersey brings in a similar number of 
spectators. Women can participate but 
must play their part and wear 18th cen- 
tury clothing. “It's a weekend event 
we camp and there’s no 20th century 
thing allowed,’ DeConinck said. 

Their 18th century-style tents are not 
purchased at ‘Tent City." They are 
made by hand from white linen or deer- 
skin. The troops prepare their food in 
iron pots and kettles over open fires 
There was no such thing as Julia Child in 
the 1700s.

The April 20 Patriots Day battle begins 
at dawn in Concord and will rage 
through Lincoln and Lexington. The bat- 
tle re-enactments can last anywhere 
from 12 minutes to as long as 45 minutes 
at any one sight. The day-long, grueling 
battle events end at the Jason Russell 
House in Arlington at 3:30 p.m. 


“Unless you've seen one (battle) you 
really can't visualize what is going on,"’ 
DeConinck said. There aren’t dead men 
lying around as there are in the longer 
battles — but there is real live gun fire 
and men dressed as authentic Revolu- 
tionary combatants 


“There's a great deal of safety. In the 
three years I’ve been in it there have 
never been any accidents,’ DeConinck 
said. “It's safer than any sport activi- 
ty.”

He said it takes about six months to 
learn how to handle the musket proper- 
ly. The musket must be elevated at a 45 
degree angle, which ensures safety. 


A battle re-enactment is an educa- 
tional, historical experience for the par- 
ticipants and the onlookers. The sights 
and sounds dramatize the meaning of 
the Revolution and instill a sense of the 
American past in both the children and 
the adults who come to watch, DeConin- 
ck said. 


Historically, the 10th Regiment of Foot 
was garrisoned in Boston during the 
1700s and took part in the Battle of Lex- 
ington on April 19, 1775. Massachusetts 
later designated April 21 to represent 
Patriot’s Day. 


Originally, the re-enactments were 
conducted with British troops who were 
borrowed from Connecticut and New 
York to fight against the Minutemen 
This ultimately proved to be unsatisfac- 
tory.

The re-activated unit is recognized in 
England by the original regiment, which 
still exists.

The $700-§1,000 expense to each 
“soldier'’ for the battle attire does not 
hinder DeConinck. It covers reproduc-

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Mr. Johnson lives with his son 
and has a daughter who lives 
nearby. Both have provided a 
tremendous amount of daily sup- 
port to their father and are 
responsible for his care, assisting 
him with his personal care, 
escorting him on short walks, 
providing meals. They manage 
all his personal and financial af- 
fairs as well as provide him with 
transportation. They also assist 
him with household tasks and 
laundry. It has been difficult for 
them to juggle their time around 
their father. They have both 
needed time away from their 
responsibilities and the daily 
stresses of dealing with their 
father. 





While Mr. Johnson was in the 
hospital, a social worker referred 
the family to West Suburban 
Elder Services for Respite Ser- 
vices. 


A case worker called the 
Johnsons a short time later and 
set up an appointment for a home 
visit. The case manager found 
that there was a definite need for 
respite services and assigned 
Norma Cushman, a 
professionally-trained respite 
worker from SWES, to the case. 

Norma sees Mr. Johnson 
Thursday evenings from 6:30 to 
10:30 p.m. Norma has interested 
Mr. Johnson in numerous ac- 
tivities such as playing scrabble, 
reminiscing about the past, look- 
ing at family photographs, and 
watching TV. She states that 
“this is a family that loves and 
cares for one another touchingly 
. . they accept me as a friend. In 
fact, I think Mr. Johnson doesn't 
realize that I am from WSES and 
has subsequently decided that I 
am his friend. He constantly 





forgets my name and seems well 
aware that I am someone who is 
there fairly often.” 

The Johnsons have found the 
Respite Program at WSES to bea 
tremendous relief to them in 
dealing with the responsiblity of 
their father’s care. They look for- 
ward to Thursday evenings when 
they know that this time is theirs. 
In fact, they have asked for addi- 
tional service during the week 
and two additional respite 
workers will be servicing Mr. 
Johnson. 

Respite Care is one of many 
services provided as part of the 
Home Care Program at West 
Suburban Elder Services. WSES 
receives funding for Respite

Elder Affairs. Respite has been a 
service offered through the state- 
funded home care program since 
April 1985, The purpose of 
Respite Care is to prevent un- 
necessary institutionalization by 
providing assistance to 
caregivers under stress.

Passover not history 
yet for Ethiopian Jews

WASHINGTON D.C 


Passover, ‘“‘pesach” in Hebrew, com- 


memorates the exodus from Egypt, the land of oppression. While 
Jews remember that journey annually with the seder, or passover 
dinner, some people think there is more to the holiday than 
remembering what happened more than 50 centuries ago. 


“I think that as people recite 
the Passover seder, they are 
reminded about what the Jews 
went through in Egypt,’’ Newton 
native Barbara Gaffin says. “It 
is not enough to remember what 
happened back then, because the 
situation is still the same for 
Jews in many places in the world 
today."’ 

Describing herself as ‘always 
being an activist for Jewish 
eauses,"’ Gaffin, 32, now lives in 
the Washington D.C. area with 
her husband Doug Kahn, an aide 
to Congressman Barney Frank. 
In 1978 she began alerting the 
American Jewish community to 
the plight of the Ethiopian Jews 
who were beset by persecution in 
addition to the starvation being 
faced by all Africans.

Massachusetts is currently ex- 
periencing a trickle-down hous- 
ing crunch. The economy is 
booming, property values and 
rents are soaring, and citizens of 
low and moderate means are be- 
ing squeezed out. There are in- 
creasing numbers of homeless 
families across the state and 
many on the low side of the 
economic scale cannot afford to 
live here in Newton anymore. On- 
ly luxury housing is being built in 
the city. 

The League of Women Voters 
of Newton as well as the state 
League of Women Voters have 
long held positions advocating 
the community's responsibility to 
provide or make possible housing 


for those who cannot obtain it 
within the narrow confines of 
market forces. Our metropolitan 
area should respond to its current 
prosperity by helping those who 
are being hurt by it. 

The re-use of Warren Junior 
High School presents the city 
with an opportunity to meet the 
needs of some of its own in- 
habitants. The LWV Newton is on 
record in support of the use of 
Warren for multiple housing. We 
believed a mixed-use housing 
proposal for Warren, with some 
market rate units, some 
moderate-income family units, 
and some subsidized family 
units, would provide Newton with 
badly needed housing stock. 

Warren Junior High is located 
in a transitions area, with the 
bridge over the Massachusetts 
Turnpike a natural end to the 
West Newton commercial zone. 


Using Warren for any com- 
merical or institutional use would 
require a change of zone and set a 
precedent of expansion of 
business up Washington Street. 
Multiple housing would function 
as an excellent buffer for the 
area. 

Newton has spent a_ con- 
siderable sum of money deter- 
mining that the re-use of Warren 
as a new main library facility is 
impracticable. The usual pro- 
blems associated with vacant 
buildings-fires, vandalism—are 
already occurring. We hope that 
everyone concerned will move 
rapidly to allow this fine building 
to become an economic and 
social asset to our city.

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there were about 12,000 to 15,000 
refugees.” 

Through ‘‘consciousness rais- 
ing’’, lobbying, and many per- 
sonal speaking engagements in 
this country, Gaffin helped bring 
the plight of the Ethiopian Jews 
into the limelight. Her efforts 
helped usher in ‘Operation 
Moses,’ the December, 1984, 
Israeli airlift of some 8,000 Ethio- 
pian Jews out of the refugee 
camps and into the Holy Land 
they were promised so long ago. 

According to Gaffin, while the 
ancient Jews were escaping 
religious persecution at the 
hands of the Pharoahs, most 
eventually made it to Israel 
Some, however, became lost in 
the desert to wander eternally in 
the north African wasteland. 


Gaffin theorizes that some of 
those lost made their way to 
Ethiopia, where they set up a 
culture that flourished in the 10th 
century and grew to more then 
one million people. 


Historically, she says, the Jews 
were considered a ‘“‘pariah’’ peo- 
ple who had ‘‘evil”’ powers. 


“During the heyday of the 
Jewish community,’’ she says, 
“the people were craftsmen. The 
non-Jews in Ethiopia were 
superstitious and believed that 
the ability to take soil and make 
something like pottery was evil. 
It wasn't like they were being 
associated with killing Christ or 
anything like that, but the Jews 
were still outcasts.”’ 


Because they were outsiders, 
the Jews of ancient Ethiopia had 
their own kings and queens and 
powerful armies, Today, 
however, famine, intermarriage, 
forced conversion by mis- 
sionaries and religious persecu- 
tion have reduced that once pro- 
ud community to less than 8,000. 
Gaffin has been working for the 
past eight years to restore a 
sense of pride and dignity to 
those forgotten people by helping 
them reach Israel. 


“While I was working at the 
World Jewery Council, I began 


doing some research and found 
out about the Jewish community 
in Ethiopia. I realized nobody 
was doing anything for them, and 
that’s when I began to let people 
know what was happening. I 
wanted to draw attention to their 
plight to help get them out.”’ 

Her efforts reached their peak, 
Gaffin says, just after the current 
Marxist government in Ethiopia 
deposed Emperor Haile Selassie 

“The famine was very bad in 
the early 70s,’’ Gaffin says. ‘'It 
was one of the reasons the marx- 
ists came to power. While the 
Jews suffered plenty under 
Selassie, he thought he was a 
direct descendent of Solomon and 
Sheba and things became worse 
after the overthrow.” 








The persecution, however, was 
localized. Depending on where 
they lived, Ethiopian Jews either 
coped only with starvation or 
coped with starvation and 
persecution. 


‘Most of the Jews in the coun- 
try at the time lived in Gondar,”’ 
she sa “The governor there 
had a personal animosity against 
the Jews. He grew up with the 
traditional hostilities and suspi- 
cions against the Jews and main- 
tained them. He replaced a 
couple of years ago, but during 
his time in office he arrested 
Jews trying to escape and would 
go into the prison and torment 
them.” 













Although Operation Moses was 
successful, Gaffin is not ready to 
rest. Because there are still 
thousands of Jews left in that 
country and because those who 
are now in Israel are experienc- 
ing the problems all immigrants 
face, ‘‘There is still plenty of 
work to be done.”’ 


“Maybe it is a personal mis- 
sion,” she says of her involve- 
ment. “To me there were no 
doubts about helping them out. I 
knew that as soon as I learned of 
their suffering I couldn’t go on 
living without doing something. 
There is no way I could live with 
myself if I didn’t have the feeling 
that I was doing everything I 
could for these people who have 
fallen through the cracks. I hope 
Ihave made a dent.”

Gentile voiced the same con- 
cern when Finance Chairman 
Paul Coletti suggested the School 
Department seek some of the

“This is an area where we may 
try to realize some savings,” 
Gentile said of department’s 
$541,121 request for equipment 
replacement and purchase. “If 
we spend this money, we may 
regret this later on.”” 

The department has cut 17 
teachers from next year’s staff, 
12 fewer than it normally would 
under projected declining enroll- 
ment figures, Strand said. 

Those 12 teachers are being 
held in ‘escrow’ should they be 
needed to reduce unexpectedly 
large class sizes next year, Gen- 
tile explained. 

Mann has said the department 
should have cut more teachers 
than it did. In his March 31 
budget address, the mayor noted 
the school budget has increased 
21 percent since 1982 even though 
enrollment has declined 20 per- 
cent during that period. 

Before aldermen began their 
deliberations, two speakers urg- 
ed the restoration of all Mann's 
budget cuts. 

The School Committee’s $46.4 
million budget addresses the 
need for fiscal constraint while 
maintaining the high quality of 
Newton’s schools, they said. 

“As taxpayers, we know fully 
well that the reputation of the 
school system is a very impor- 
tant drawing card that makes 
Newton a desirable place to live 
and keeps the property values 
high,” said Buzz Birnbaum, co- 
president of the Newton Council 
of Parent Teacher Associations. 

“We are also concerned with 
what the schools deliver, with the 
kind of educational opportunities 
they provide for our children,” he 
added. 

“Declining enrollment does not 
necessarily call for declining 
resources,’’ said Eleanor 
Samuels, president of the Newton 
North High School Parent Stu- 
dent Association. ‘You can’t run 
a biology program if the 
microscopes don’t work.”’ 

Shaevel first recommended 
aldermen restore $600,000 of 
Mann's cuts. Half that sum would 
be money the department ex- 
pects to have left over from this 
year's budget and the remainder 
would come from the city’s 
capital improvement budget, he 
said, 

Alderman Michael Malec sug- 
gested raising Shaevel’s earlier 
figure to $900,000. Shaevel round- 
ed that amount off to $1 million, 
saying the money could come 
from the city’s 1987 revenues, its 
surplus cash and the School 
Department leftover 1986 money. 


But Programs and Planning 
Chairman Louis Irwin recom- 
mended the specific funding 
method not be named, and 
Shaevel amended his motion to 
say the money would come from 
“appropriate sources.”’ 


After the vote, Coletti said he 
would name those sources when 
the budget comes before the 
Finance Committee. He said he 
would urge Finance to ap- 
propriate $600,000 from next 
year's revenues and $400,000 
from this year's surplus cash 


Irwin said he wanted to avoid 
naming specific funding sources 
so the city could give the School 
Department the additional 
money without raising its 
operating budget any more than 
necessary 


A department’s operting 
budget acts as a base and rarely, 
if ever, is it decreased the next 
year, he said. If Mann accepted 
the Programs and Planning ad- 
visory resolution, he would have 
the option of providing the money 
from surplus cash or other one- 
time sources, Irwin said. 

“I’m concerned about keeping 
the operating budget as low as 
possible,"’ he said.

DeNucci kicks off a strong 
campaign for state auditor

WALTHAM — State Rep. 
Joseph DeNucci’s (D- 
Newton/Waltham) campaign for 
state auditor began last week 
with all the subtlety of a 
steamroller. 

Over 1,000 supporters, in- 
cluding dozens of high-ranking 
state and local officials, packed 
the Hillcrest Function Facility 
for the §$25-a-plate fundraiser 
originally planned as part of 
DeNucci’s re-election effort in 
the 10th Middlesex District. 

“I wanted to use tonight to let 
you, my day-one supporters, 
know that J will absolutely be a 
candidate for state auditor. You 
know that I’m running,” he told 
the standing-room-only crowd. 

Noting that some political 
observers thought he was 
“crazy” to even consider running 
for the Legislature more than a 
decade ago, DeNucci, 46, receiv- 
ed a roar of approval when he 
shouted, ‘‘We showed them didn’t 
we” 

“There are still some doubting 
Thomases wondering why I’m 
running for state auditor. Well, I 
guarantee you that, in the next 
few weeks, you'll understand 
why and you'll be very, very pro- 
ud of your early support,”’ he ad- 
ded. 

DeNucci is one of four 
Democrats eligible for nomina- 

| tion at the state convention on 
May 16 and 17 in Springfield. 

| Boston City Councillors 
Charles Yancey and Maura Hen- 
nigan, and State Rep. Richard T. 
Moore of Uxbridge are also seek- 
ing the party’s endorsement, but 
DeNucci made it clear he intends 
to walk away the nomination. 

“T want to come out of that con- 
vention with a very strong show- 
ing. Publicly, we’re going for the 
support of 15 percent of the 
delegates, but I expect something 
much better than 15 percent,”’ he 
said. 


DeNucci said he will need to 
spend at least $500,000 to emerge 
the victor in the statewide race. 
He already has $30,000 budgeted 
for the convention. 

He said he would apply the 
same philosophy as state auditor 
that has become the hallmark of 
his 10 years in the House. 

“Making laws isn’t enough. 
Government has to make sure 
the laws work for the people,’’ the 
West Newton resident said. ‘I’m 
going to need your friendship 
first and your support second.” 


Barbara DeNucci said her hus- 
band went through an emotional 
tug-of-war before deciding to ex- 
pand his political horizon. 


State Treasurer Robert Q. 
Crane, who noted that the state 
auditor is the only official ‘‘with 
the right to look at my books,” 
served as the master of 
ceremonies for the event. 

Newton Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann, who joined Crane for an 
impromptu rendition of ‘‘Oh, 
Marie,”’ reminded the audience 
that DeNucci has been responsi- 
ble for 40 percent of the state 
budget as chairman of Human 
Services & Elderly Affairs for the 
past six years. 

Waltham Mayor William F. 
Stanley said he is ‘squarely 
behind’’ DeNucci's campaign. 

Harshba:ger praised DeNuc- 
ci’s “loyalty and confidence,”

“T think he knows in his heart 
that he’s done what he could do in 
the Statehouse.

is not as clear-cut as it seems. 
Although the popular concept of 


discounters holds that they don’t , 


give advice, most do. 


Many discounters maintain a 
position somewhat in between the 
full-service firm and the bank 
broker, who is forbidden by bank- 
ing law to give any advice regar- 

,ding stock. The nationally-based 
‘discounters such as Schwab & Co. 
— though not forbidden to give 
advice — also try to maintain an 
unbiased position. Schwab now 
offers an information system 
through which a client can access 
different data bases to do his or 
her own research. 

The bottom line in deciding 
whether to use a discounter or a 
full-service firm is how com- 
fortable you are in making your 
own decisions.

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Cordless means convenient

When you wear only natural fiber clothing, 
a session with the iron is generally part of 
getting dressed in the morning. 

But New Yorker Barbara Stillman ha 
figured out how to make mornings a lot less 
aggravating. She acquired a cordless iron. 

‘Is so much easier to use and faster 
without the dangling cord,” she says. 

“T used to be scared stiff of carving,” 
recalls Jules Joseph of Milwaukee. Now, his 
cordless electric knife has turned him into a 
hero at carving time. 

Cordless irons, rechargeable knives, can 
openers and mixers in the kitchen, as well as 
power tools, lights and personal care ap- 
pliances are putting greater convenience in- 
to many homes. Cordless appliances were 
hot items all over the country this past 
Christmas, according to the trade 
newspaper, Home Furnishings Daily. As a 
result, more companies have scheduled new 
cordless product introductions for the up-

Miller of Hamilton Beach. The company cur- 
rently markets a cordless electric knife and 
a cordless iron and in April will introduce a 
hand mixer, a can opener and a second cor- 
dless iron.

The Germans developed rechargeable 
nickel cadmium batteries during the war 
and the technology entered the United States 
as part of war reparations, Smith added. 
However, little use was made of the inven- 
tion at first ‘‘because we couldn’t figure out 
what to do with it.” 

Experimentation began in the 1950s and a 
number of cordless products were introduc- 
ed during the late 1960s and early ‘70s. 
Among them were cordless toothbrushes 
(successful) and the cordless mixer (unsuc- 
cessful), grass shears and power tools. 

One reason why some products failed was 
that batteries were not up to the job of 
powering the appliances; the products were 
also expensive. The early failures gave 
nickel cadmium batteries a bad reputation 
which more recent products have had to 
overcome, said Smith. 

Today's batteries are more efficient and 
product engineering has also improved, says 
Louise Retzer of Black and Decker, which 
markets about 14 rechargeable battery ap- 
pliances 





Here are some points to consider when 
choosing between a cordless and corded ap- 
pliance or between two different cordless 
brands. As a rule, the cordless product will 
cost more. Furthermore, since batteries will 
eventually have to be replaced (5 to 7 years 
is generally the estimated usable life) 
maintenance will be required for the cor- 
dless. On the positive side, these products of- 
fer considerable convenience. You will be 
able to take a cordless mixer to the stove or 
table, to pack a cordless knife for a picnic or 
brief camping trip. 

Generally speaking, appliances with five 
batteries will provide more power longer 
than the same type of appliance with only 
three batteries. Compare product warran- 
ties, too; they range from one year to three 
years. 








Choosing the right 
fastener for a job

In hanging items on a wall, 
the key is to choose the right 
fastener. After all, you do 
want it to stay put 

Which fastener you choose 
depends on the weight of the 
object to be hung and what, if 
anything, is behind the wall, 

Better Homes and Gardens 
Do-it-Yourself Home Repairs 
book offers these tips: 

With lightweight items, driv- 
ing a small nail at an angle 
often provides enough support. 
For pictures and similar wall 
ornaments, a_ steel picture 
hanger is better. 

When hanging medium and 
heavy weight items, try to 
secure them to wall studs. To 
locate wall studs, rap on the 
wall at various spots with your 
hand. The spaces between 
studs will respond with a 
hollow sound 

Tying into a single stud will 
give more than enough sup- 
port for most items. However, 
Do-it-Yourself Home Repairs 
recommends that large or 
bulky objects such as kitchen 
cabinets may need to span 
several studs. To locate adja- 
cent studs, measure over 16 in- 
ches. Occasionally, studs are 
placed on 24-inch centers. To 
confirm the location of studs, 





drive a small nail through the 
wall material 

If a stud is not located where 
you need it, reach for a hollow- 
wall anchor, Molly bolt, or tog- 


gle bolt. The larger the 
fastener, the greater its 
strength 


To install a hollow-wall an- 
chor, bore a hold through the 
wall material large enough to 
accommodate the anchor's 
shank. Insert the anchor into 
the hole, tap its barbed flange 
into the wall and turn the bolt 
clockwise until tight. As the 
bolt is tightened, the anchor’s 
slotted flange collapses and 
grips the back side of the wall 
material 

Toggle bolts function in 
much the same way as hollow- 
wall anchors, but they mount 
differently. 

First, drill a hole through 
the wall. Make the hole big 
enough to accommodate the 
folded-up wings of the toggle. 
Remove the bolt from the 
spring-loaded wings. Slip it 
through a washer and then 
through the object to be hung. 
Re-attach the wings and push 
them through the hole in the 
wall. As the wings move past 
the back side of the drywall, 
they’ll spring out. Then, pull 
out the fastener and at the 
same time tighten the bolt.

The system was created by 
Franklin as part of his master’s 
thesis project. It was funded with 
financial support from Northern 
Energy Homes of Norwich, Vt., 
which approached the college’s 
Thayer School of Engineering for 
help in utilizing computers in 
home design. 

The construction firm said the 
program will help cut down on 
much of the time and tedium in- 
volved in developing house 
designs and will allow the com- 
pany to be more flexible in 
meeting customer needs.

Greenhouse brings outdoors indoors

When it comes to expanding their homes 
through room additions, many people are 
choosing greenhouses, according to a 
greenhouse manufacturer and installer. 


“Most of our customers are interested in 
changing their existing home, office or 
restaurant rather than building a new one,” 
says Christoper Esposito, president of the 
Four Seasons Greenhouse franchise net- 


work, based in Farmingdale, N.Y. “The 
greenhouse structure is most popular 
because we are selling the feel of outdoor liv- 
ing and bringing it indoors.” 

Four Season Greenhouses offers 
customers prefabricated kits for do-it- 
yourself installation and partial or complete 
dealer installation. 

Its design uses a built-in shading system 
and special glass that reflects heat, but not

1950s furnishings seeing a resurgence

Once rummage sales staples, those 
boomerang tables, starburst chandeliers, 
chairs nicknamed the Ant and the Egg, anda 
host of other 1950s-era furnishings are prov- 
ing that style means staying power in to- 
day’s market, says Better Homes and 
Gardens Decorating magazine. : 

No longer considered just a fad, mid- 
century furnishings have enjoyed a 
resurgence in popularity in the past few 
years, a revival fueled not only by cachet 
and sometimes necessity, but also by the 
good design, sculptural beauty, and spare 
but sturdy construction of pieces long 
relegated to forgotten attics and basements. 

Years short of the antique status that has 
boosted the price of Victoriana, art deco, and 
art nouveau pieces, many 1950-style fur- 
nishings, even those of noted designers, re- 
main available, affordable, and compatible 
with contemporary interiors. 

For example, in New York, a five-piece 
setting of Russel Wright dinnerware can be 
found for about $25, and Venini handkerchief 
vases sell for $200 and up. At Fifty-50, a 
Manhattan shop that has one of the most ex- 
tensive collections of designer pieces, 
Charles Eames’ simple birch lounge chair in 
fine condition carries a $550 tag, up from $250 
to $350 three or four years ago. But prices 
are still reasonable for what some designers 
believe are tomorrow's valuable antiques. 

“There must be thousands of attics, 





basements, and storerooms full of this mer- 
chandise,’’ says Michael Cuttie, Chicago 
designer and vice president of Janet Schirn 
Interiors of Chicago and New York. Prices 
on 50 pieces have stabilized, he says, but it 
may be temporary “Popularity will pro- 
bably blossom,”’ he says. ‘There’s still the 
stigma of bad design and having what your 
parents had.”’ 

Some of the classic ’50 pieces are, of 
course, out of production. So, depending on 
rarity and vintage, some items carry 
substantial prices. Sculptor Ismu Noguchi’s 
amoeba coffee table, created in 1944, is 
perhaps one of the era’s most famous pieces. 
Herman Miller Co. recently reissued a ver- 
sion of it with black or walnut legs for $995. 
The original, with birch legs and now out of 
production, fetched $3,000 at one Manhattan 
shop. 








The toasts of postwar era furnishings are 
those by such noted designers as Eames, 


Noguchi, Eero Saarinen, and Arne 
Jackobsen. Freed at last from miltary 


responsibilies, furniture designers returned 
to their craft, often applying military 
technology to their new creations. Eames, 
for example, developed a bent-plywood chair 
that was inspired by a laminated leg splint 
he designed for the Department of the Navy 
during the war 


Peace brought a sense of starting anew, 
reflected in the spare, clean-looking, and 
sculptural designs. Plastics, plywood, 
tubular steel, and aluminum proved new 


technology compatible with good design. 
With war-torn Europe preoccupied with 
rebuilding, American designers basked in 
the spotlight 

“Tt was} the first time that American 
design could be far away the best,” says 
Ralph Cutler, co-owner of Fifty-50. 

The Miller company in Zeeland, Mich., 
had perhaps the greatest impact on postwar 
contemporary design and employed George 
Nelson, Noguchi, Eames, and Eames’ wife, 
Ray. 

Another important furniture company was 
Knoll International with noted architect- 
designer Saarinen, who offered his curing 
Tulip table and chair in 1956. 

Danish designer Jacobsen was master of 
the biomorphic chair. To it, he added humor 
to produce the classic the Egg and the Ant, 
both of molded plastic. 

Inthe early 1960s, the two leaders — Miller 
and Knoll — moved on to the more profitable 
arena of commercial design. 

“So what had been a residential look 
became a corporate look,’’ Cutler explains. 

In ‘Mid-Century Modern" (Harmony 
Books), author Cara Greenberg says cheap 
imitations flourished because designers 
were not permitted to patent original 
designs. Poor reproductions of '50 furniture 
tarnished the appeal of the originals,

— University of Maine-Orono baseball 
coach John Winkin is resting easier these days thanks to former 
Newton North catcher Colin Ryan.

Wayland had a pair of players 
chose, Eric Thelin and Craig 
Doherty.

The area stars: 

Pillan Thirumalaisamy 
Newton South featured a balanc- 
ed scoring attack this season, but 
Thirumalaisamy was as key a 
player as the Lions had. He 
averaged 14 points a game, and 
wasn’t afraid to get his hands dir- 
ty playing defense. 

In addition, the senior led the 
club in assists with 74 despite be- 
ing nominally the “off” guard. 
Thirumalaisamy was extremely 
careful with the ball when he had 
it, turning it over only 37 times in 
80 quarters of play. 

“He’s a solid all-around 
player,”’ said Coach Joe Killilea 
of the two-year starter. 

Thirumalaisamy, who is a 
three-sport captain as a senior 
(soccer, basketball, baseball), 
has several options open to him

Reggie Stewart — This junior 
was a surprise to Killilea this 
season. He could hardly have 
been otherwise, coming as a 
transfer from New Haven, Conn. 
It didn’t take long for him to 
establish himself, as evidenced 
by the second-place finish in the 
MVP voting. 

“He's a kid who can do a lot of 
things well,” said the coach, and 
the numbers back it up. 

Stewart led the Lions with 99 
rebounds this year, and averaged 
13 points a game. But he also con- 
tributed in many ways not nor- 
mallyi expected of a center. He 
had 41 assists, 45 steals and 32 
blocked shots, all of which il- 
lustrate what a broad range of 
talents he has. 

“He has the capability to ex- 
plode,”’ Killilea said. He referred 
to the Weymouth South game in 
the tournament as an example, 
when Stewart scored 14 points in 
the second half to take over as the 
Lions triumphed. 


Randy Collins — South’s other 
junior All-Star, Collins was called 
“the second best point guard I’ve 
ever had” by his coach. Ranking 
number two to Meatchie Russell 
with year left in your high school 
career is quite a tribute. 

Collins averaged 14 points a 
game in Newton’s balanced at- 
tack, and handed out 70 assists. 
He added 62 steals, playing the 
kind of defense Killilea was look- 
ing for when the season started. 

“He has real good court 
sense,”’ the coach said. ‘‘He’s an 
excellent passer. He has the 
potential to be a real fine 
ballplayer next year.”” 

At 5-11, Collins can almost get 
over the rim, and probably will 
next winter. He can penetrate or 
shoot from outside, and had a 
high of 27 points this season 
against Boston English.

NEWTON - It is a little before 
8 a.m. on this windy, steel-grey 
morning that promises rain. It is 
still hours before thousands will 
line the sloping section of Com- 
monwealth Avenue, but a few 
early risers prepare for the 
festivities to come. 

Just past the crest, Bob Par- 
shley and his eight-year old son 
Richard set up a grill, table and 
chairs in anticipation of hosting 
their first Marathon-day party on 
Heartbreak Hill. 

“Last year, we saw the race on 
Beacon Street,” he said. ‘This is 
our first year in Newton and I am 
really excited about being here.” 

“Here” is a brick house at 194 
Commonwealth Avenue that Par- 
shely moved into last summer. A 
sales manager for Digital, Par- 
shley and his family moved to 
Newton from Rochester, New 
York. 

“My ideal home was always a 
four-bedroom colonial on Com- 
monwealth Avenue,”’ he said. 
“With the marathon and all, it is 
a dream come true to be here.” 

All is quiet in this up-scale 
neighborhood. Except for a WBZ- 
TV camera crew and a few police 
officers, it is just another nasty 
New England April morning. It 
would not be that way for long. 

“Treally don’t know what to ex- 
pect,’’ Parshley says after learn- 
ing that police expect upwards of 
one million spectators in the 
Garden City alone. “I know that I 
told about 40 or 50 of my friends 
to stop by, but I don’t know what 
will happen with all the people 
lining the streets.” 

While it was the first marathon 
for the Parshleys, Dr. Robert 
Kirschbaum, up in a tree with a 
handful of multi-colored 
balloons, was getting ready for 
his 30th.

Wallace and Anne Molanari of 
Worcester have come to this spot 
because ‘‘this is where it all hap- 
pens.” 

“We were out dancing till 3 
a.m," Wallace Molanari says 
with a laugh. ‘‘As long as we were 
up, we decided to drive here. We 
didn't know we'd be the first 
here, but hey, that’s great. Heart- 
break Hill is the most exciting 
part of the race because this is 
where the runners really have to 
strain. Races are made and 
broken here.”” 


The Molanaris, who describe 
themselves as being in ‘‘the late 
60s,’ set up camp on a park 
bench and tell stories of the glory 
years of Boston sports.

BC honors Cardinal Sin

NEWTON Philippine Car- 
dinal Jaime L. Sin and popular 
singer Lionel Ritchie are among 
those who will receive honorary 
degrees for humanitarianism at 
Boston College’s May 19 com- 
mencement ceremonies 

Cardinal Sin, who will be the 
main speaker, played a key role 
in his country’s recent painful 
transition from despotic to 
democratic rule 

Ritchie, who along with 
Michael Jackson wrote the song, 
“We Are the World,” was one of 
the organizers of the USA for 
Africa campaign that generated 
millions of dollars for famine- 
stricken Ethiopia 

The 57-year-old cardinal has 
served as archbishop of Manila, 
the Phillipine capital, since 1974. 
A few years later, he was named 
cardinal. 

It was Cardinal Sin who rallied 
the Philippine people to the side 
of two government officials 
demanding that President Ferdi- 
nand Marcos step down in favor 
of Corazon Aquino 

Millions of Filipinos responded 
by surrounding the military 
camps from which Defense 
Minister Juan Ponce Enrile and 
General Fidel Ramos were 
leading their revolution. 

“He just asked the people to go 
to the military camps to protect 
‘my two friends,’ said Father 
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John Brannigan, who spent 16 
years in the Philippines and is 
now studying at BC, 

The dramatic demonstration 
was a Catalyst in forcing Marcos 
to hand over the presidency to 
Aquino in late February. The na- 
tion was in turmoil over a 
disputed election in which both 
sides claimed victory. Aquino ac- 
cused the Marcos forces of vote- 
count fraud, a charge largely 
supported by a delegation of U.S. 
observers. 


Cardinal Sin's actions bear a 
special relevance to BC and 
Newton, as Aquino and her hus- 
band, Benigno, lived for several 
years at 175 Commonwealth Ave. 
“IT can see her home from my 
window,"’ said BC spokesman 
Doug Whiting. 

Benigno and Corazon Aquino 
had been living in exile in 
Newton. He was assassinated on 
his return to the Philippines.

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Real story behind van 
‘highjacking’ revealed

NEWTON — A van driver for 
Shreve, Crump & Low who 
reported a week ago that the 
store's van containing about 
$16,000 worth of jewelry was hi- 
jacked at gunpoint in Newton 
Centre has been arrested and ar- 
raigned in connection with the 
theft 

Jon Ventura, 22, of Roslindale, 
was arraigned last week in 
district court on charges of 
larceny of property over $100 and 
filing a false crime report. He 
was released on personal 
recognizance, and the case was 
continued to May 20. 

Ventura was arrested by 
MetroPolice at his home on 
outstanding warrants for a traf- 
fic violation and two misde- 
meanor counts of larceny by 
check. 

Further questioning led Ven- 
tura to admit he stole the van 
himself, according to police. 

Detective Sgt. James Celino 
said police were skeptical of Ven- 
tura’s story from the beginning 

Ventura originally reported 
that a maroon station wagon 
smashed into the back of the van 
as he was turning from Beacon 
Street onto Hammond Pond 
Parkway around 11 a.m. while 
working on a Saturday 

He said he stopped his van and 
got out to exchange papers with 
the driver of the station wagon 
behind him. Instead, he said the 
man pulled his jacket open, show- 
ing a gun, and said, ‘Get out of 
my way.” 

Ventura claimed the man then 
drove the van off toward Route 9, 
and that another man in the

Celino said the story came into 
doubt when Newton Police

Celino and Metropolice Detec- 
tives Gerry Gately and Lemuel 
Bell arrested Ventura on the 
outstanding warrants and told 
him that his story was full of 
holes.

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Youth seriously injured in front of home

NEWTON A Newton youth 
was seriously injured this 
weekend when he was struck by a 
van on Commonwealth Avenue. 
He is in fair condition, according 
to New England Medical Center 
patient information, after being 
in intensive care for two days. 

At about 6 p.m. Friday, John 
Umina Jr., 9, was playing in the 
front yard of his home with his 
brother when he ran down the 
driveway and into the street, ac- 
cording to police. Police said the 
youth tried to stop himself when 
he saw the van coming, but lost 
his balance and fell forward into 
the van 

“It's a miracle he came out of 
it at all,”’ the youth’s father, John 
Umina, said. ‘We thought he was 
dead when we came out and saw 
him lying on the street.”” 

Umina said his son broke his 
jaw and two ribs and has 
numerous abrasions on his face 
and body 

The operator of the van, Ken- 
neth J. Leary of Waltham, told 
police he did not see the boy until 
it was too late. He said the boy 


darted out from behind the 
driveway bushes. Leary tried to 
“give the boy aid’’ until the 
emergency medical teams arriv- 
ed, police said. 

It appears the boy was struck 
by the right front side of the van, 
but it is unclear whether the van 
ran over the youth, police said. 

“My older son said he saw the 
van go over John’s body but from 
his condition, it’s difficult to 
believe,’ Umina said. “It looks 
more like the the truck hit him in 
the face.” 


Police said there is no evidence 
that Leary was speeding and it 
does not appear any complaints 
will be sought. 

The youth was taken to 
Newton-Wellesley Hospital for 
preliminary treatment Friday 
night and later was transferred 
to New England Medical Center. 
Later, the boy was moved out of 
intensive care and according to 
his father, he is doing well. 

“We just got back from the 
hospital and he was walking 
around a little bit today,’’ Umina 
said. ‘‘We feel a lot better about 
his condition today than we did 
Saturday.” 


Rape charge leads to indictment

Businger clears the way for Lois Pines 


NEWTON State Rep. John 
A. Businger, D-Brookline, has 
dropped out of the race to suc- 
ceed State Sen. Jack Backman, 
D-Newton/Brookline. 

Businger said a number of fac- 
tors played a role in his decision, 
including his belief that the 
Senate post constituted

“I'm pleased,’’ she said of Bus- 
inger’s withdrawal. ‘‘But, it’s not 
over until it’s over.

Local man’s challenge of embargo nixed 


BOSTON -- A federal judge has 
rejected a suit brought by a 
Newton businessman and three 
others, challenging the trade em- 
bargo President Reagan 
declared last year against 
Nicaragua. 

In his ruling Monday, U.S. 
District Court Judge W. Arthur 
Garrity also upheld the presi- 
dent’s declaration of a national 
emergency that was used to 
justify the trade embargo. 

The suit was filed by Joseph L. 


Sholkin of Newton, owner of 
Beacon Products Corp. and 
Boval Products Corp., two 


plastics companies. It claimed 
the president exceeded his 
statutory and constitutional 
authority by imposing the em- 
bargo May 1, 1985. 

Sholkin had reached an agree- 
ment in February 1985 to send 
plastic molds and components to 
a Nicaraguan firm in return for 
half of the profits from the sale of 
the household products manufac- 
tured from the molds. He also 
made an offer to sell machinery 
to the Nicaraguan firm. 

The suit argued that Nicaragua 
did not pose an unusual and ex- 
traordinary threat so a national 
emergency was not justified 
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But Garrity said whether or not 
there was an unusual and ex- 
traordinary threat was a political 
question and not subject to 
judicial review. 
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Sex discrimination case 
starts probe into hiring

NEWTON A proposed 
$20,000 settlement of a sex 
discrimination case may spark a 
review of the city’s employee hir- 
ing practices. 

The Board of Aldermen voted 
to offer Judith A. Notartomaso 
the settlement last week. At the 
same time, they passed a resolu- 
tion calling for a review of the ci- 
ty’s employee screeening and 
hiring practices. 

On April 14, the aldermanic 
Finance Committee voted 
unanimously to recommend ap- 
propriating $20,000 to settle the 
case. The matter was discussed 
in a closed door session. 

“The settlement was only half 
the issue,’’ said Alderman 
Richard McGrath last weeek 
“The deeper, more pertinent 
parts will be brought out when 
the resolution is discussed by the 
Finance Committee."’ 

Because of the executive ses- 
sion, McGrath said he s 
limited in the amount he could 
reveal 

But while the resolution calls 
for an evaluation of hiring prac- 
tices by all city department. 

McGrath said he is ‘particularly 
interested in the screening pro- 
cess of the Police Departinent.” 
he purpose of the resolution is 
“just to avoid” in the future any 
problems which ‘‘may have oc- 
curred” in the Notartomaso job 
screening, Alderman Richard 
Bullwinkle, vice chairman of the 
FinCom, said. 

Notartomaso, 39, of 51 
Wildwood Avenue, filed a suit 
last August charging the city 
with sex discrimination in failing 
to hire her for the Police Depart- 
ment. 

She is now completing < course 
at the Boston Police Academy in 
preparation for a position on the 
Police Department. 

Her name appeared appeared 
on a civil service hiring list in 


















1982. Assistant City Solicitor 
Michael Baseman has said she 
was not hired then because there 
were “other candidates we felt 
were better qualified.” 

She would have been appointed 
to the force in 1984, but she failed 
the requirements of a_ city 
physical. The West Newton 
woman has explained she weigh- 
ed six pounds more than the civil 
service standard 

The city appointed Notar- 
tomaso a cadet in January after 
her name appeared near the top 
of the list in 1985 and she passed a 
city physical. A second woman 
and two men were named cadets 
along with her. 

Her name appeared so high on 
the most recent civil service list 
in part because of a statute that 
gives preference to relatives of 
police officers who die in the line 
of duty, Baseman has said. 

Michael F. Greeley, her father, 
died in line of duty on Christmas

Rare unanimity in Ethics Commission vote 


A lot of nice things were said about 
the state’s Ethics Commission this 
month. In return, it’s appropriate to 
say something good about Gov. 
Dukakis and the two legislative bran- 
ches. They came together in remov- 
ing a cloud over authority with total 
acceptance of the bill restoring en- 
forcement powers. 

If there was reason to doubt the 
sincerity of the Senate when it permit- 
ted the bill to get lost in the proroga- 
tion last December, it was dispelled. 
The Senate recorded a 33-0 vote in 
favor of the amending action after the 
House, which has been carrying the 
ball on the corrective effort had sent it 
along again, this time with a 139-1 
count. 

At the signing, the governor pointed 
to an eight-year record of ‘‘sensitivity 
and fairness” in implementation. 
What the enabling legislation set out 
to do was to insure there would be no 
conflict of interest among public 
employees throughout the conflict. 
Mixing a private business connection 
with a city, town or state job became a 


no-no. Elected officials, commission 
or committee appointees all came 
within its purview, no matter how 
high the office. 

The consequences were significant, 
leading <o fines in a number of cases. 
A challenge of this power revealed the 
flaw in the original law which had to 
be remedied. 


House Speaker George Keverian, a 
champion of the ethics body from 
away back, hails the recent action as 
“a legal mandate’’ to enforce both the 
conflict of interest and financial 
disclosure laws. With some 215 
municipal cases on hold, the commis- 
sion’s work can go forward. 


Of related significance is the fact 
that existence of the fully empowered 
Ethics Commission is a deterrent, 
promoting integrity in administrative 
government. Requests for clarifica- 
tion on individual situations have been 
an important part of the picture. 
Massachusetts is doing well by itself, 
thanks to the unanimity of the 
lawmakers.

Legislative reform in 
Massachusetts may be like an 
electric switch that can be turned 
on or off to suit lawmakers’ fan- 
cy 

Those who think otherwise 
were not paying attention at a re- 
cent state Senate session, when a 
much-heralded 1985 rule tighten- 
ing was relaxed, for largely 
political reasons, That  per- 
formance, sure to receive no ap- 
se from good-government in- 
, involved setting aside a 
requirement that all cleared 
legislation must be in print not 
less than 24 hours before con- 
sideration, 





Obviously there are occasions 
when temporary suspension of 
that rule may be essential to 
meet an emergency, such as im- 
pending payless paydays for 
public employees. But such situa- 
tions are rare 





Certainly there was nothing to 
suggest that Senate delay in tak- 
ing up the legislation in question 
would create a crisis, The legisla- 
tion in question, which is strongly 
opposed by the Massachusetts 
Medical Association, would pave 
the way for certain licensed 
nurses to prescribe medication, 
under some circumstances, It 
merited the informed considera- 
tion of every senator, That 
presumably would be difficult if 
the measure was not in print and 
thus available to lawmakers and 
their constituents. 





While legislators should be free 
to vote their conscience, that 
need not shut the door on what 
constituents might have to say 
Without copies of a bill, how can 
the public know what is proposed, 
especially on measures that 


some day could affect them? 
As it worked out, when cooler 


the legislation was postponed. 
But the fact remains that the 
Senate, by slightly more than the 
required 2 to 1, had stood ready to 
act on the legislation, before it 
was in print and thus available 
for public scrutiny 


Only 12 senators -- six 
Republicans and six Democrats - 
- voted against suspending the 
rule that bars floor action on 
legislation not yet in print. 
Ironically, most of the staunchest 
and loudest supporters of 
upgrading proceedings to better 
serve the public apparently saw 
nothing wrong with clearing the 
way for legislation to be hustled 
through, before printed copies 
were in hand. That in disregard 
of a particularly laudable restric- 
tion they helped initiate 


These perhaps sometimes 
reformers include Sens, Carol C. 
Amick (D) of Bedford, Jack H. 
Backman (D) of Brookline, 
George Bachrach (D) of Water- 
town, John P, Houston (D) of 
Worcester, Richard A. Kraus (D)

The ‘yes’ vote could prove

process, 

The clumsily orchestrated 
move to suspend the rule ap- 
peared to be little more than a 
means of frustrating attempts by 
Sen. David H. Locke (R) of 
Wellesley a sharp critic of the 
legislation being pushed by Sen. 
Edward L, Burke (D) of Fram- 
ingham. 


Having proved his point and 
gained the rule suspension, 
Senator Burke may have had lit- 
tle choice but to go along with the 
postponement. All of which sug- 
gests that, irrespective of the 
merits or lack of merits of the 
measure, it is far too important 
to be rushed through without in- 
formed debate. 





Whether many of those who 
voted for or against suspending 
the rule knew what the pending 
legislation was all about is uncer- 
tain. But what is certain is less 
than a dozen senators were in the 
chamber during the brief debate 
on whether to act on a proposal 
not yet in print for public review 


Health c: the issue at hand, 
is not a partisan matter, or it 
shouldn't be. The decision 
whether this legislation makes it 
into the statute books clearly 
should not be based on partisan 
considerations 





Requiring bill to be in print 
before they come up in either the 
Senate or House would not seem 
to be much of an obstacle. Those 
lawmakers who think otherwise 
might do the cause of good 
government a favor and move on 
to other pursuits, where exper- 
tise in rubber-stamping might be

School budget out of whack

It’s like deja vu. I have seen 
this scenario before. 

When I first got elevated to the 
Board of Aldermen in 1973 there 
was a lot of criticism of the school 
budget. 

These were the days of fiscal 
autonomy and the School Com- 
mittee could basically spend as 
they saw fit. 

Unfortunately what was fit for 
them was not fit for the Board of 
Aldermen. So, in spite of the law, 
the board voted to cut the school 
budget. 

A lawsuit then ensued, but the 
end result was that the issue 
became sc well publicized that 
the community voted out six of 
the eight members of the School 
Committee. 

I voted against the cut based on 
the law and my belief that the 
school system needed the money 
to ensure the continuation of 
special programs and inventive 
courses. 

This past week, it happened all 
over again. This time, the mayor 
has cut $1 million out of the 
school budget and, once again, 
the School Committee is crying to 
the Board of Aldermen, 

And, as in 1974, the board is 
listening to the school lobby and 
recently voted 5-0, in committee, 
to ask the mayor to restore the 
cut. 

If we have come full circle 
since 1974, I'd like to help reverse 


the direction. The board should 
sustain the cut. 

The past school committee's 
handling of the salary negotia- 
tions bordered on arrogance. 

As I wrote in this column a few 
months ago, our School Commit- 
tee is the only committee in the 
state to incorporate the education 
bonus, guaranteed by the state 
for only two years, into the salary 
structure, which will provide the 
bonus for long past the two years 
guaranteed by the state. 

Instead of paying a one-time 
bonus to the teachers, we’re on 
the hook to pay a continous 
bonus. 

Now, I believe that teachers 
should be better paid. If I didn’t 
believe it, I probably shouldn't go 
home because my wife is a 
teacher. 


However, I don’t believe that 
special interests should take ad- 
vantage of the law, any law. The 
School Committee, controlled by 
teachers, ex-teachers and people 
with backgrounds in education, 
took advantage of the situation. 

Furthermore, while enrollment 
continues to decline, the school 
budget goes up. 

For some reason, the School 
Committee has decided to return 
to the days of fiscal autonomy of 
years gone by instead of entering 
era of Proposition 2 1/2. 

As strongly as I opposed the cut 
during the years of fiscal 
autonomy, that's how strongly I 
support the cut this time. 





School 
same. 


Many times, I have criticized 
the mayor for his handling of con- 
troversial city issues. This time, I 
applaud his guts in the face of the 
school lobby. 


This time, the aldermen should 
analyze the figures and refuse to 
restore the money. 

The committee's actions on 
salary negotiations will cost this 
city thousands of dollars over the 
years in additional teacher 
monies, not to mention how much 
it has cost the city in police and 
fire salaries, since they demand- 
ed parity with the teachers. 

The Board of Aldermen should 
demonstrate the same fiscal 
courage that they have shown 
with other departments. 

Despite what everybody 
predicted, including myself, Pro- 
position 2 1/2 has not spelled 
doom for the school system. 

Furthermore, to use the large 
surplus as a reason to fund the 
excesses of the School Committee 
is unfair to the taxpayers of this 
city. 


Some of that surplus should be 
returned to the citizens of this ci- 
ty as a tax reduction. It’s about 
time! 

This is the time for the Board of 
Aldermen to face up to its fiscal 
responsibility and force the 
Committee to do the

Uncut budget badly needed

To the Board of Aldermen: 

The Newton Council of Parent- 
Teacher Associations is an 
organization comprised of 
representatives of Newton’s 20 
schools. It includes parents, 
teachers and principals, all of 
whom are deeply concerned 
about Newton’s 9,700 school 
children. We are taxpayers in the 
City of Newton. 

For several months, the PTA 
Council has closely followed the 
budget process as it has pro- 
gressed through the School Com- 
mittee. On the basis of our ex- 
amination of the budget, coupled 
with our continuous monitoring 
of the school system, we have 
adopted the following position: 

We are in full support of the 
FY87 budget as passed by the 
School Committee. 

A recent newspaper article on 
the Newton Schools stated the 
reputation of the schools was con- 
sidered to be ‘in jeopardy'’-a 
possibility because of cuts in the 
School Committee's recommend- 
ed budget. As taxpayers, we 
know well that the reputation of 
the school system is a very im- 
portant drawing card that makes 
Newton a desirable place to live 
and keeps the property values 
high. We are also concerned with 
what the schools deliver, with the 
kind of educational opportunities 
they provide for our children. 

We are certainly aware of 
fiscal constraints and the need 
for tight control over expen- 
ditures. The School Committee 
has addressed this problem year 
after year and, for the past 
Several years, has cut 
consistently--schools and 
teachers being the most promient 
Casualities. You are well- 
acquainted with the statistics in 
those areas. 

We hear over and over again 
the question: “Why, if enroll- 
ment is declining does it cost 
more and more to educate fewer 
and fewer children?’ On the 
simplist level, the answer is ob- 
vious. Everything costs more, 
and in every area of our lives 
we're paying more and getting 
less. Take the supermarket, for 
example. Many of us have stop 
ped putting ‘extras’ into our 


shopping carts. We buy less ex- 
pensive cuts of meat, Yet, when 
our purchases are totaled at the 
check-out, our bill keeps going 
up. 
We've closed schools, But it 
costs more and more to maintain 
the remaining schools, We have 
two first-rate high schools, for ex- 
ample. Declining enrollment 
doesn’t eliminate the need for 
maintaining those buildings or 
the programs that take place in- 
side. Indeed, the 46-member 
secondary school symposium has 
been meeting since 1984 to 
develop a plan for dealing effi- 
ciently and cost-effectively with 
declining enrollment in the 
secondary school. And, in the 
meantime, we still have 15 
elementary schools which we 
must be supported. 

Equipment replacement is 
another topic we hear about. 
Year after year, the Schoool 
Department has deferred 
replacement of equipment, We do 
this in our personal lives as well. 
Squeezing more miles out of an 
unreliable old car instead of buy- 
ing a new one, Buying a new 
washing machine instead of a 
sofa. But, eventually, we have to 
buy that new car and sofa, And 
now is the time that out schools 
need new equipment 
replacements for 20-year-old 
microscopes and out-of-date 
maps, to mention only a few. If 
we don't replace equipment this 
year, will it be easier to do so 
next year? It doesn't seem likely 

And what of the teacher escrow 
positions, the postions held in 
reserve in order to deal with 
unexpected changes in enroll- 
ment? These are not ‘extra’ 
teachers to be plugged into the 
system at somebody's whim. 
These are teachers who will be 
used to level off bulges that have 
been demonstrated historically 
to occur in the distribution of 
children across the sytem, as 
well as to maintain class sizes at

a reasonable level. Children do 
not come in neat multiples of 23 
fourth graders or 20 second 
graders, for example, and it is 
sometimes necessary to add 
another class at a particular 
grade level in order to even out 
the numbers and keep class size 
down. As the demands upon our 
teachers continue to increase, as 
we add more and more programs 
to keep pace with changing 
technology (computer instrution, 
e.g.) or social needs ( drugs and 
alchol abuse programs), the need 
for maintaining class size at an 
educationally feasible level in- 
creases, Escrow positions ad- 
dress this need directly. 

Teachers salaries have also in- 
creased, just as our own incomes 
have increased, As in other pro- 
fessions, attractiveness is linked 
directly to salary-it means little 
to derive satisfaction from your 
work if you’re struggling to make 
ends meet, The increase is fair 
and will help Newton to draw 
more fine teachers in the future, 
fine teachers who are the basic 
element in our school system. 

We believe that the school 
budget as passed by the School 
Committee is extremely 
reasonable and directly ad- 
dresses the issues of program, 
class size, and the quality of 
education that we in Newton have 
come to expect, if not demand 
We recognize and agree with the 
need to hold down costs. We feel 
that this budget faces that need 
Squarely, 

We ask, the Board of Alder- 
man, to request that Mayor Mann 
restore the budget to the amount 
as presented by the School Com- 
mittee for FY87

As Nazi scandal simmers 


Waldheim cries

LEIBNITZ, Austria — In 
market squares and town halls, 
crowds clap and cheer when Kurt 
Waldheim says allegations that 
he hid a Nazi past are lies, 
calculated to hurt his chances in 
Austria’s presidential election 
May 4. 

The former United Nations 
secretary-general has made the 
accusations the centerpiece of his 
campaign, drawing enthusiastic 
applause with claims he is the 
victim of a witch hunt by op- 
ponents at home and abroad. 

Waldheim claims he is not wor- 
ried by suggestions of some 
Israeli parliamentarians and 
U.S. congressmen that he should 
be barred from Israel and the 
United States if he becomes 
president, a largely ceremonial 
post in Austria. 

“It is completely ridiculous to 
say today that I will be rejected 
tomorrow abroad,’ Waldheim 
told The Associated Press while 
he campaigned in Styria pro- 
vince. ‘‘As a matter of fact, I con- 
tinue to enjoy a great degree of 
respect abroad. No government 
in the world has spoken up in 
criticism up to now.” 

The World Jewish Congress 
claims Waldheim has covered up 
a past that included membership 
in Nazi suborganizations, and in 
an army unit implicated in the 
deaths of 43,000 Greek Jews and 
atrocities against thousands of 
Yugoslav partisans. 

While acknowledging recently 
that he erred in not detailing his 
past until forced to, Waldheim 
denies involvement in war 
crimes and with Nazi groups. 

All Austrian opinion polls put 
Waldheim ahead of Kurt Steyrer, 
the former Socialist minister of 
health and his main rival. 

The controversy has_ split 
Austrian public opinion into 
vociferous pro and con factions 
and resulted in a flood of crank 
mail to Jewish groups. An un- 
precedented public statement by 
President Rudolf Kirchschlaeger 
has not seemed to clear the air. 

After examining U.N. 
documents on Waldheim’s war- 
time activities, Kirchschlaeger 
said in a televised address April 
22 that Waldheim must have 
known of atrocities against par- 
tisans. But he maintained the 
documents provided by the World 
Jewish Congress do not support 
the claim that Waldheim was 
aware of the deportation of Greek 
Jews to death camps. 

Waldheim contends the Kir- 
ehschlaeger comments ex- 
onerate him, and his conser- 
vative People’s Party agrees. 
Socialist opponents say the main 
issue, why Waldheim covered up 
his past, remains unanswered. 

Waldheim referred to former 
Chancellor Bruno Kreisky when

asked in a recent interview if he 
should drop out of the presiden- 
tial contest. 

As Socialist chancellor bet- 
ween 1970 and 1983, Kreisky, a 
non-observant Jew, frequently 
condemned Israel’s Middle East 
policies and was sometimes 
critical of the United States. 
That, and his friendship with 
radical Arab leaders, made him 
a controversial figure in both 
Israel and the United States. 

“Look, Kreisky was frequently 
attacked on visits to the United 
States,’ said Waldheim. ‘And 
yet, nobody said Kreisky cannot 
remain chancellor, he must 
resign, because there are people 
in America who do not like him."” 

Waldheim commented during a 
brief pause in a day of campaign- 
ing that began in Graz, Styria’s 
capital, and took him to several 
communities near the Yugoslav 
border, a region of fierce battles 
between Germans and Yugoslav 
partisans toward the end of 
World War II. 

At Leibnitz, a town of 6,500 
three miles north of the border, 
about 400 people huddled under 
umbrellas in a heavy rain for 
hours to welcome Waldheim. 

Smiling broadly, he approach- 
ed arm-in-arm with his wife 
Elizabeth, led by a marching 
band and white-shirted youths 
carrying Austrian red-white-red 
flags. The crowd cheered and 
joined the Waldheims in the na- 
tional anthem. 

To loud and prolonged ap- 
plause, Waldheim said, ‘‘I 


, basically did nothing else than 


what 100,000 other Austrians did 
during this (war) time. I was a 
respectable soldier." 

The crowd clapped wildly as 
Waldheim described the accusa- 
tions against him as an attack on 
a whole generations of Austrians 
and asked youthful members of 
his audience ‘‘for understanding 
of what your parents and grand- 
parents did in these years.”” 

At Waldheim’s stop at nearby 
Deutschlandsberg, the crowd of 
supporters was five times that in 
Leibnitz. 

Waldheim used the term 
“defamation” five times in the 
first half of a 20-minute speech at 
Deutschlandsberg and was fre- 
quently interrupted by ovations. 

Waldheim drew the loudest and 
longest applause when he said he 
and thousands of other Austrians 
only did their duty during the war 
“and we, my friends, are not 
criminals because of that.”’ 

Most in the crowds 
middle-age or older. 

Bela Lengyel, 98, said of the ac- 
cusations against Waldheim: 
“Nothing but a great big dirty 
trick, because it has been proven 
that we all were respectable 
soldiers and we fought well.” 

Lengyel said he was a field 
marshal with the Hungarian ar- 
my, which supported Germany 
during World War II. 

“People will bow low to Mr. 
Waldheim’s position as federal 
president,”’ he said.

London was coldly and abruptly 
cancelled on the eve before 
departure. 

I am also one of the parents 
willing and able to pay and 
substitute for one of the Newton 
personnel chaperone slots alotted 
this trip.

Our small group would not 
have had this opportunity if all of 
us had not individually contacted 
the Newton Music Dept. about 
desires to go ahead without 
Newton sponsorship. We all had 
felt that it was our legal right to 
exercise our decision-making 
abilities, with regard to picking- 
up-the-pieces of a shattered con- 
certizing and touring trip of Lon- 
don and its suburbs. 

It was only through the last- 
minute cooperation of the 
Newton Music Dept. that we 
parents had access to each other, 
the two newly-acquired 
chaperones, and our trip 
vouchers. We wonder by how 
many more our small group 


would have increased had 
Newton administration been im- 
mediately helpful and encourag- 
ing to parents who wanted to go 
ahead with plans to salvage this 
London tour. 

We are all part of a public 
school system which prides itself 
on training its students to think 
for themselves and _ logically 
work out alternative solutions to 
problems as they occur. In light 
of this truism, Newton Public 
School administration's travel 
boycott appeared hysterically 
impulsive, and surely was felt to 
be obnoxiously authoritarian. 
This is especially so, when one 
considers that our federal 
government carefully avoided 
calling the Libyan situation a 
“national emergency.” 

These prepaid arrangements 
and dreams of travel abroad 
need not have been so quickly 
and casually dismissed by a flick 
of a tongue or two - especially by 
those not participating in the 
dreams and plans of the trips 
themselves. 

In the future, permit us the 
right to exercise our choice in 
matters which directly affect us. 
At the very least, allow us pro- 
mpt access to prearranged plans 
and lists, so that more of us are 
able to regroup and replan our 
own fates.

Celtics played the Hampshire 
Pioneers in what Newton Special 
Needs Director Karen Flannery 
described as ‘the most exciting 
game I've ever been to in my 
life.” 

Down 14-6 at the end of the first 
half and facing a possible rout, 
the Celtics pulled together behind 
the efforts of Chris DiSabato, 
team captain Robert Sandwell 
and Chris Birnton, but still found 
themselves trailing by six at the 
beginning of the fourth quarter. 

It was at that point that they 
showed how far they've come 
since Coach Rick Cass founded 
the Celtics in the fall of 1984 

Birnton, 21, of Newtonville, 
called his teammates together 
and told them to shut down the 
Pioneers completely on offense, a 
feat even Cass thought impossi- 
ble. 

But his players proved him 
wrong. Bolstered by im- 
penetrable defense and the re- 
bounding strength of Brinton, 
Sandwell and Darryl Eldridge, 
the Celtics held their opponents 
scoreless and narrowed the 
deficit to a lone basket with only 
two minutes remaining. 

They went ahead to stay, 18-16, 
a minute later and exploded into 
a frenzied celebration when the 
final buzzer sounded. 











“They were so psyched. There 
was just no stopping them. It was 
like they won the championship 
but we still had one game to go,’ 
said Cass, now the city’s assis- 
tant special needs director and 
an instructor at Kennedy 
Hospital in Brighton. 

The next morning, the Celtics 
took home the trophy by trounc- 
ing the Pioneers, 22-14. 











Cass, 26, of Needham, said the 
secret to this year’s success was 
the creation of The Route 128 
Special Needs League, which 
allowed the Celtics to play 20 
games over a three-month period 
against their peers in the greater 
Boston area. 

Many of the players from the 
128 League befriended the Celtics 
and cheered them on to victory at 
Fort Devens. 


If they can repeat their per- 
formance at the Special Olym- 
pics’ State Championships on Ju- 
ly 20-22 at Boston University, the 
Celtics are virtually assured of a 
play-off spot for the international 
competition in 1987. 


The team only has one com- 
mercial sponsor, the Kwik-Kopy 
on Needham Street, and will need 
to raise a substantial amount of 
money to make the trip to In- 
diana, Cass said. 


“Two years ago, they never 
even talked to each other. Now, 
they’re a very tight unit socially 
and they’ve made friends with 
people they never knew before. 
They’re becoming aware of the 
people around them and learning 
the meaning of teamwork. 

“I’m proud of them. They've 
showed real development,” he 
added.

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Terror squad earns its keep

NEWTON A $4,000 State 
Department check is on its 
way to the Garden City’s crack 
anti-terrorist squad for pro- 
viding protection to a Haitian 
diplomat who lives here. 

Police Chief William F. 
Quinn said federal authorities 
have agreed to reimburse the 
Civil Disorders Unit (CDU) for 
their work guarding the 
residence of Haiti Counsel 
General Wesner Chamoine. 

At the State Department’s 
request, two or three members 
of the special tactical unit pro- 
vided round-the-clock protec- 
tion for Chamoine and_ his 
family after he received 
numerous threats on his life. 

The assassination threats 
occurred in the days following 
the fall of Haitian dictator 
“Baby Doc’’ Duvalier’s 
regime and his subsequent 
flight to Europe earlier this 
year, Quinn said. 


“We have some very 


substantial people of varying 
nationalities and beliefs living 
in this community. Many of 
them receive threats on their 
lives a couple of times each 
year,” he said. 

The CDU has been a topic 
for discussion recently as 
aldermen debated a $21,100 
supplemental appropriation 
request aimed at outfitting the 
squad with additional equip- 
ment. 

Quinn has asked the money 
to purchase 10,000 rounds of 
.357 caliber, hollow-point am- 
munition, three Remington 
rifles and scopes, five bullet- 
proof shields, 18 sets of 
“speedloaders,’’ numerous 
items of foul-weather gear, 
nine voice-activated 
microphones and a variety of 
other equipment used in 
special operations. 

The Haitian assignment was 
not the first time the CDU had 
been called in to provide pro- 
tection for highly visible 
government officials living 
here or visiting the city.

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Home repair loans available

NEWTON -— Spring has sprung 
and it is inevitable that a few 
boards in some homes have 
sprung loose as well. 

Home repairs can be costly, 
but a federally funded agency in 
the city offers low-interest loans 
and home improvements grants 
to low- and middle-income 
homeowners. 





“Homeowners are not aware of 
the money available for home im- 
provements,’ says Paul A. 
Chmielinski, financial officer for 
the Newton Housing Rehabilita- 
tion Fund. ‘‘I don’t think the word 
is out that we are here.”” 

In the past four years, the 
agency has loaned or granted $1.1 
million to the city’s low- and 
moderate-income homeowners, 
he says. 





Homeowners who wish to 
repair, paint or weatherize their 
homes can acquire a variety of 
low-interest loans and grants 
through the fund, according to 
Chmielinski. Depending on finan- 
cial status, homeowners can ob- 
tain loans ranging from zero to 13 
percent in interest, he says. 





“Some people are not in- 
terested in borrowing money 
when they already have other 
monthly payments,’’ he says. 
“We offer loan programs that 
enable homeowners to pay their 
bills while making home im- 
provements.” 


The Forgivable Deferred Loan 
(FDL) program is available for 
homeowners who cannot afford 
to make payments immediately, 





between three and 10-year defer- 
ment plans, he adds, 


“These are for individuals who 
are able to pay taxes, able to pay 
the loan on their house, but can- 
not make the payments right 
away,"’ he says. 


The FDL benefits both the 
homeowner and the city, he says. 
The homeowner is able to im- 
prove his property, while the city 
upkeeps its housing stock and 
maintains historical buildings. 


Improvement loans for 
landlords who own fewer than 
four units in which the majority 
of tenants are low-income also 
are available, he says. 


Eligible owners of historical 
homes can obtain grants to pay 
for repairs that would maintain 
the historical character of the 
dwelling, he adds. 


A painting loan program, 
which offers compensation for 
the cost of painting the exterior of 
a home, also is available, he 
says. Low-income homeowners 
receive a 50 percent rebate of the

situated right off the kitchen 
area. Although a screen will

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More plaintiffs in GBPC suit

NEWTON Four years ago 
this week, Timothy C. Coogan, 
then-general counsel of the 
Greater Boston Police Council, 
allegedly walked into the Bank of 
Boston branch near his Tremont 
Street law office and opened a 
secret checking account in the 
GBPC's name. 

The 38-year-old Sudbury 
lawyer identified himself as a 
“one-man corporation,” signed 
the necessary documents and, 
over the next two years, alleged- 
ly funnelled more than $1.5 
million into Account #540-3379. 

Now, while a federal grand 
jury pursues it own investigation, 
10 of the GBPC’s more than 50 
member communities have join- 
ed the civil suit aimed at retriev- 
ing the money that had been 
destined to pay for their share of 
the Boston Area Police Emergen- 
cy Radio Newtork (BAPERN). 


Norwood, Stoughton and 
Chelsea are the newest plaintiffs 
in the Middlesex Superior Court 
case. They join Newton, Water- 
town, Walpole, Lynn, 
Marblehead, Brookline and 
Beverly in sponsoring the legal 
action on the GBPC’s behalf. 

The council’s member com- 
munities must act as plaintiffs in 
the case because the GBPC is an 
unincorporated association and, 
as such, cannot bring suit or be 
sued. 

Attorneys representing the 
Newton-based police association 
say additional communities will 
join the legal battle shortly once 
their governing bodies endorse 
the move. 

“Everybody is pulling together 
and cooperating very well in this 
thing,’’ said James F.X. Dineen,

Attorney Thomas EB. Dwyer, 
Jr., said the litigation is pro- 
ceeding at the ‘‘snail’s pace’ 
typically associated with civil 
disputes. 

The GBPC’s suit charges 
Coogan with fraud, breach of con- 
tract, conflict of interest, breach 
of fiduciary trust and unlawful 
conversion. 

He allegedly convinced the 
Newton financial officials who 
helped him administer GBPC 
funds to undertake a key accoun- 
ting change that allowed him to 
open the unauthorized GBPC ac- 
count on April 23, 1982. 

Coogan’s attorney and law 
partner, Kenneth Pollenz, con- 
tends his client earned the money 
through private telecommunica- 
tions work allowed under a 
clause in his GBPC contract. 


Pollenz also has filed a 
counterclaim seeking the $131,000 
left in the Bank of Boston account 
when it was discovered last sum- 
mer and has charged the city of 
Newton with violating the state’s 
competitive bidding laws. 

GBPC attorneys are convinced 
they can trace the missing money 
to real estate investments, mor- 
tgages, certificates of deposit 
and radio equipment purchases 
unrelated to GBPC projects. 

Funds from 14 communities 
make up the bulk of the money 
and seven of those are now plain- 
tiffs in the case, but none have 
publicly blamed Newton for the 
scandal. 


The city acts as the GBPC’s 
fiscal and purchasing agent, 
while Newton Police Chief 
William F. Quinn, the longtime 
GBPC chairman, first hired 
Coogan as a BC work-study stu- 
dent 15 years ago. 

“Newton was victimized just 
like all the others,”’ Dineen said. 
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He said every GBPC member 
sustained losses in the diversion 
scheme because some of the 
missing money included dues, 
equipment maintenance fees and 
funds for future expansion pro- 
jects. 

It is ‘‘a definite possibility” 
that many cities and towns may 
have to make up for the lost funds 
by paying extra until some finan- 
cial resolution is reached, but Di- 
neen is confident each will be 
reimbursed eventually. 

“T think it seems pretty clear 
what happened ... The assets are 
there. It’s just a question of stay- 
ing on the trail and tracking it 
down,” he added. 

Dwyer said legal officials in the 
GBPC’s victim communities 
have been ‘sympathetic’ about 
Newton's predicament. 

The city is ‘‘not responsible for 
the allegedly intentional criminal 
acts of an employee unless it’s 
part of some kind of corporate 
philosophy the employee carried 
out. 

“Everyone has suffered. Some 
have suffered greatly and some 
to lesser extents, but they all 
have suffered,”’ he said. 

Assistant City Solicitor Ouida 
Young, who is helping coordinate 
the case, agreed with Dwyer. 

“What you have here is a situa- 
tion where an individual engaged 
in deliberate criminal activity. I 
don’t see why Newton would be 
held responsible. 

“Newton didn’t lose as much, 
perhaps, as other municipalities 
did, but he took Newton just like 
he took everyone else,”’ she said.

NEWTON — The firefighters’ members before reporting the 


union and the city broke off con- 
tractual negotiations after more 
than four hours of collective 
bargaining Monday with no 
reported progress. 

Newton Firefighters Associa- 
tion president Kevin McArdle 
declined to say if the union and 
the city were any closer to an 
agreement. 

But his words hinted that the 
22-month logjam has not been 
broken. “I don’t want to say 
anything that would alienate 
anyone,” said McArdle when 
asked if any progress has been 
made. 


Firefighters make up the only 
municipal employee union that 
has not agreed to a new contract. 
They have been without a con- 
tractual agreement since 1984. 

Monday’s session was ‘‘on the 
record,’’ meaning proposals 
mentioned can be discussed with 





negotiating issues to the public. 

“TI and the (union negotiating) 
committee owe the membership 
the right of being informed first 
on the status of negotiations or 
the lack of status,’’ he said. 

Richard Kelliher, the city’s 
chief administrative officer, said 
negotiation meetings have been 
set for May 16 and May 19. He 
also declined to say whether 
Monday’s session brought the 
union and the city closer to an 
agreement.

High oil prices 
have spurred homeowners to 
seal doors and windows, and 
builders to produce tighter and 
houses.

manufactured-wood products 
and plastics have become 
more and more prevalent. 
“‘Anytime you seal a space and 
put in synthetics, you’ll havea 


The tighter your house is 
sealed against the cold, the 
greater the dangers from the 
indoor air. ‘“‘We’re looking at 
plants for eventual use in 
energy-efficient homes that 
seal in pollutants,’’ says 
Wolverton. 

Recent studies have found 
that many toxic chemicals are 
more concentrated inside 
houses than outside. For- 
maldehyde, carbon monoxide 
and nitrogen dioxide, which 
Wolverton’s plants absorbed, 
are among the most common. 
Formaldehyde, which can 
cause headaches and nausea 
in sensitive individuals and 
nasal cancer in rats, is found 
in many home-furnishing and 
building materials, including 
plywood, particleboard, fiber- 
board and some insulation. 
Carbon monoxide and nitrogen 
dioxide are released by the 
flames gas stoves and gas 
space heaters. Both can cause 
respiratory problems in high 
doses. 

Wolverton is testing the 
purifying power of various 
plants in a 3-cubic-foot plex- 
iglass chamber. The plants 
are subjected to gas concen- 
trations of 20 to 30 parts per 
million — 20 to 30 times higher 
than would be found in most 
homes. So far a dwarf banana 
plant, a low-light variety that 
grows to about 5 feet, has been 
the winner, reducing the con- 
centration of all three gases to 
about 2 ppm in 24 hours. 

The plants absorb small 
molecules of pollutants 
through tiny openings in their 
leaves, called stomata. 
Although Wolverton is not yet 
sure of the mechanism, plants 
may metabolize the chemicals 
in photosynthesis — the pro- 
cess in which plants use car- 
bon dioxide, water and light to 
make carbohydrates. 

A similar phenomenon 
makes it possible for aquatic 
plants to purify waste water. 
Their roots absorb hazardous 
chemicals, which the plants 
can’t distinguish from 
nutrients. Wolverton and other 
scientists have been testing 


problems in Southern Califor- 
nia communities. 

The true test of Wolverton’s 
work with plant leaves will 
come when the experiments 
are performed in a house in- 
stead of the small test 
chamber. He hopes to do this 
in cooperation with the En- 
vironmental Protection Agen- 
cy or home builders associa- 
tion. 

Some scientists, including 
Lance Wallace, an EPA 
physicist who is a_ visiting 
scientist at the Harvard 
University School of Public 
Health, are anxious to find out 
whether plants fulfill their ear- 
ly promise. 

Others, however, are skep- 
tical. Thad Godish, director of 
Ball State University’s Indoor 
Air Quality Research 
Laboratory, points out that 
conditions in a house are much 
different that those in a tiny 
chamber. ‘‘Formaldehyde is 
released continuously. There’s 
no way plants can keep up,” 
Godish says. He also says that 
plants can increase the release 
of formaldehyde by increasing 
the humidity in a home. 

To prevent increased 
humidity, Wolverton recom- 
mends that anyone who wants 
to try plants for air freshening 
cover the bottom of the pot 
with about an inch of wash 
gravel or lava rocks to keep 
soil dry and discourage growth 
of allergy-causing mold or 
fungus. Based on his ex- 
periments in the tiny 
chamber, Wolverton says 10 to 
20 plants may significantly 
cleanse indoor air. 

In addition to the banana 
plant, other helpful house 
plants include the Chinese 
evergreen, spider plant, 
golden pothos and peperomia 
plants. One reason Wolverton 
feels comfortable recommen- 
ding plants for indoor pollution 
problems is that they are 
already popular. ‘It seems 
like when I go to a nice 
restaurant, I can’t get in for 
the plants,”’ he says. ‘‘It may 
be my imagination, but I feel 
like I can breathe better.” 





The cost of remodeling

Any homeowner thinking of 
remodeling probably suspects 
the job won’t come cheap. 

Marshall & Swift, a national 
construction-cost reporting ser- 
vice based in Los Angeles, prov- 
ed that for Changing Times 
magazine. 

Their national average cost for 
remodeling a kitchen was $16,194. 
The job included: new plumbing, 
sink and garbage disposal; 
dishwasher, refrigerator and gas 
rangetop with hood, oven, con- 
vection cooker and microwave; 
cabinets, countertops and 
backsplash; drywall, wallpaper 
and linoleum; electrical wiring 
and ceiling fixture; and extra in- 
sulation. 

The national average cost for 
building a new bathroom was 
$5,602. This involved converting a 
walk-in closet to a bathroom. 
Features included: countertop 
and sink, with tri-view medicine 
cabinet; tub with overhead 
shower and sliding glass door; 
toilet; ceramic tile on floor, in 
tub area and partial coverage of 
walls elsewhere; light fixture, 
and combination exhaust fan and 
radiant heater, 

The national average for ad- 
ding a 15- by 25-foot room was 
$18,241. Specs for the project in- 
cluded: poured slab foundation 
with wire-mesh reinforcing; ex- 
terior wood bevel siding and 
composition-shingle roof; insula- 
tion; six double-hung windows; 
open doorway to the house and 
sliding patio door; electrical wir- 
ing for outlets, switches, ceiling 
fixtures and an outdoor fixture; a 
gas wall heater with thermostat 
and smoke detector; carpet; and 
paint. 

(Original specifications for 
these jobs were more detailed 
than as presented above. ) 

Given the cost, the question for 
the homeowner becomes: How to 
pay for it? 

— Remodeler financing: Many 
remodelers now offer to finance 
the deal themselves. The conve- 
nience of signing up on the spot is 
tempting, but you can probably 
find a lower interest rate and a 
longer term somewhere else. 


conventional first mortgage. 
That would put such a loan today 
at around 11 12-12 percent, 
although the range is wide. 
Adjustable-rate versions start a 
little lower. 

Discount points can make com- 
parison difficult, It helps to know 
that on a 10-year fixed-rate 
remodeling loan at current rates, 
one discount point adds about 
one-quarter of a percent to the 
rate. 

Counting the first and second 
mortgages together, generally 
you can borrow up to 80 percent 
of your home’s appraised value. 
But you can get a bigger second 
mortgage if you find a lender who 
counts the value remodeling adds 
to the house. 

The application process for a 
second mortgage is similar to 
that for a first. You won't get ap- 
proval until your home is ap- 
praised, your credit checked and 
title insurance written. The tur- 
naround time for approval is fair- 
ly short; you could close within 
two weeks of applying. 

You'll also have to pay closing 
costs, which typically amount to 
$200 to $400. If the second mor- 
tgage is for less than $15,000, the 
lender may be satisfied with a 
drive-by appraisal and simple 
verification of existing title in- 
surance and an in-file credit 
report. And, often, the lender will 
allow you to finance the closing 
costs as part of the loan. 

— Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration loans: If you need to 
borrow a relatively small 
amount, look for a lender who of- 
fers FHA Title I home improve- 
ment loans. Loans of less than

larger amounts, a lien is placed 
on your house as security for the 
loan. The loan can be foreclosed 
if you default. 

You can take out one of these 
loans for six months to 15 years in 
an amount up to $17,500, The 
typical rate right now is about 14 
percent.

— Home-equity loans: With 
rare exceptions, a home-equity 
credit line is a second mortgage 
by a different name, set up like a 
revolving line of credit. You can 
make as many withdrawals as 
you want over time — by check, 
phone or credit card, depending 
on the lender — up to your credit 
limit, again about 80 percent of 
your home’s unencumbered 
value. 

Each time you make a 
withdrawal you typically get five 
to 10 years to pay it back, but the 
amount becomes a second mor- 
tgage on your house in the mean- 
time. The interest rate on many 
of these loans, currently about 
10.5-11.5 percent, floats 1 or 2 
percentage points above the New 
York prime rate.

show up as ripples on the surface 
being planed, it must have an ab- 
solutely straight edge with no 
nicks, 

You sharpen a plane iron on an 
oil stone and while some old 
hands can do this by hand, most 
of the rest of us should use a 
sharpening guide to assure a tru- 
ly straight and sharp edge. 

The basic plane operating 
techniques are the same for all 
types of hand planes. Begin by 
adjusting the iron and making 
practice cuts on a piece of scrap 
wood of the same type as the 
board you want to smooth. 

Depth and evenness of the cut 
are determined by the distance of 
the edge from the plane’s base 
and its side-to-side angle of pro- 
jection. You make both ad- 


justments by eye, sighting along 
the base of the plane. Then make 
a trial cut on your scrap wood to 
see if the plane cuts smoothly and 
makes an even shaving. 

Begin each stroke by resting 
the toe of the tool flat at one end 
of the board you wish to smooth. 
Then, with the left hand (if you 
are right-handed), apply a bit 
more pressure on the knob than 
on the handle and begin the 
stroke. When you reach the far 
end of the board, relax the 
downward pressure on the knob 
slightly and complete the pass 
with a smooth motion directed by 
your right hand from the rear 
handle. Do not stop or start from 
the middle of the board and 
always work in an uphill direc- 
tion of the wood grain.

In this day and age of specializ- 
ed power equipment, it’s 
refreshing to know that a human- 
powered tool like the bench plane 
is still indispensable for 
homeowners and wood craftspeo- 
ple. When properly sharpened, 
the hand plane excells at 
smoothing rough surfaces, trim- 
ming stock to exact size and cut- 
ting rounds and chamfers. 

‘Time was when the hand plane 
was the means of shaping wood 
and every carpenter and cabinet 
maker had a chestful of planes 
with differently-shaped blades 
for everything from cutting mor- 
tises to molding the corner of a 
beam to dress it up a bit when 
house framing showed on the in- 
side. 


Nowadays though, wood- 
workers use planes mostly for 
smoothing and precise fitting 
rather than shaping and molding. 

Modern hand planes are 
available in a wide variety of 
sizes and configurations. The 
most commonly-used types are 
the block, smoothing, jack, fore 
and jointer planes. These 
measure 6, 9, 14, 18, and 22 inches 
long respectively. The function of 
each overlaps its neighbors con- 
siderably, so you certainly don’t 
need all of them in the average 
home craftsman’s woodworking 
shop 















While the shapes vary slightly 
with size, modern steel wood- 
working planes all have the same 
parts mounted on a cast iron base 
or body. The bottom and sides 
are machined smooth and 
straight. The leading edge of the 
base is called the toe and is the 
end with a wooden knob for the 
left hand which guides the plane 
and applies pressure. Larger 
sizes have a wooden handle on 
the heel end shaped like the han- 
dle of a wood saw and used for the 
same purpose, to push the plane 
through a cutting stroke. Bet-

And amid this clut- 
ter, engineers armed with the 
most sensitive testing equip- 
ment, as well as some Rube 
Goldberg-like devices, determine 
the ‘‘best buys’’ that have made 
CU and its Consumer Reports 
magazine famous over 50 years. 

Sometimes the tools for testing 
products are unusual. Take the 
“thumper,” used to test the 
durability of mattresses. Two 
bowling ball halves, meant to 
replicate buttocks, are attached 
to a piston that pummels them in- 
to mattresses to simulate years 
of wear. 

And sometimes these serious- 
minded tests are fun as well. 

On one recent cold afternoon, 
the odor of barbecued chicken 
filled the halls. Technicians were 
testing a dozen gas grills, so con- 
sumers would have the results 
before summer cookouts. 

It is here, 20 minutes from New 
York City, where Consumer 
Reports magazine comes to life. 
First published in May 1936, the 
magazine has its highest 
subscription level ever: about 3.4 
million people who wouldn’t think 
of buying a car, a vacuum 
cleaner, a television, a heater or 
even tea or coffee without first 
reading what Consumer Reports 
has to say. 

The March issue was fairly 
typical of what readers have 
come to expect. It featured com- 
parative product reports on 
toothpastes, toaster ovens, IBM- 
compatible home computers, 
child safety gates, compact cars 
and innerspring mattresses. It 
also features articles on the 
Minolta Maxxum 35mm camera 
and on what to do if your tax 
return is audited. 

The April issue is always CU’s 
most popular. It is the annual 
automobile issue. 

The formula testing pro- 
ducts for the benefit of con- 
sumers — has worked for half a 
century. 

Consumer Reports magazine's 
first issue was published when 
breakfast cereal cost 9 cents a 
box and stockings were 50 cents, 
That issue reported on cereals, 
stockings, Alka-Seltzer, milk, 
soap and toothbrushes. In the 
depressed economy of that year, 
few people needed the ratings for 
cars, refrigerators or other ex- 
pensive goods that have since 
become the hallmark of the 
magazine's product testing 
reports. 

Rhoda H. Karpatkin, executive 
director of Consumers Union, 
said the magazine’s longevity is 
based in part on a simple but 
disturbing perception: many peo- 
ple do not trust businesses, 
advertising, government or 
advertising-backed media to pro- 
vide them with the information 
they need to make educated buy- 
ing choices. 

Consumer Reports has no 
advertising and is not linked in 
any way to manufacturers. When 
Consumers Union buys products, 
it goes to the store and pays 
retail. The non-profit organiza- 
tion relies on subscriptions for 
most of its money 

“We want people to trust us, 
and we think many people do," 
Karpatkin said. ‘*The reason they 
trust us is we don’t take anything 
from business. We maintain an 
arm’s length relationship with 
business. We’re beholden only to 
consumers.” 

At its inception, the magazine 
strongly supported labor unions.

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Kassabian joins NU Hall of Fame 


Any business or 
neighborhood worth its weight 
has the proverbial guy ‘who 
knows everyone.” 

At Northeastern University, 
which at least qualifies under the 
neighborhood heading, people 
turn that theory around to say: 
“We have the guy who everyone 
else knows.” 

They speak of none other than 
Kerkor ‘‘Koko'’ Kassabian, a 
man about to be enshrined in the 
Athletic Hal of Fame at Nor- 
theastern. Kassabian, for many 
moons the head trainer at Nor- 
theastern and currently the 
University’s Curriculum Coor- 
dinator for that field, will join 
five other former Northeastern 
athletes in official induction 
ceremonies at Matthews Arena 
on Friday 

Kassabian, a long-time Newton 
resident, is proud of his ac- 
complishments and rightfully so. 
He is also ready to take a walk 
down memory lane with some of 
his many Northeastern ac- 
complices. 

“We were really good at what 
we did, if I do say so myself,”’ 
said Kassabian in ready 
retropsect. ‘‘We stitched up an 
Ivy Leaguer, a Princeton kid, 
once. The son of a gun came back 
to beat us, too.”’ 

The anectdotes are frutiful 
where Kassabian is concerned. 

There was the time Herb 
Gallagher got thrown out of a 
baseball game at the University 
of Connecticut and was 
reinstated by the UConn athletic 
director; ‘‘That blew my manag- 
ing career to hell,’’ recalled 
Kassabian, who was waiting to 
spell the exiled Gallagher. 


He remembers the time the 
hockey Huskies played Dart- 
mouth at 11 o'clock at night at 
Hanover, N.H. ‘The train left 
with the team but no equipment,” 
he explained. 

He remembers post hockey 
game rendezvous at the Blue 
Moon, where ‘occasionally we 
would invited a BC (Boston Col- 
lege) Kid, but no that often.”” 

Certainly, Kassabian has been 
nothing short of a fixture at Nor- 
theastern since his 
undergraduate days in the late 
1940's. A guiding force in the 
general area of physical educa- 
tion and a_ substantial force 
behind the mushrooming athletic 
training field, Kassabian re- 
mains unimpressed with his own 
vulminous credentials. 

“The program has come a long 
way and I’ve just sort of drifted 
with it,’’ said the West Newbury 
native. 

It has been through the rank 
and file that Kassabian, a 
member of the Athletic Trainers 
Association Hall of Fame, has 
risen to regional and national 
prominence, 

Kassabian earned his reputa- 
tion (that includes being a crack 
trainer and one of greater Hun- 
tington Avenue's legitimate 
characters) as a_ student 
manager of all trades for the foot- 
ball, hockey and baseball teams. 

It was as an undergraduate 
water juggler that Kassabian 
first learned the intricacies of 
general corporeal maintenance. 
And as a “youngster” that he 
witnessed some of the great ones. 

“I saw Harry Agganis, late for 
a game, climb the fence at Par- 
sons Field three minutes before 


game time, change, and then go 
up and down the field,’ said 
Kassabian. 

No matter what the playing 
surface, Kassabian always had a 
birds eye view of the situation, 
and along the way he developed 
some opinions on the relative 
elevation of the Husky athletes of 
his day. 

“As a pure skater, Jimmy Bell 
(Waltham) was unquestionably 
the finest I ever saw at Nor- 
theastern,”’ said Kassabian. ‘‘He 
was born ahead of his time. He 
should have been in the National 
Hockey League.” 

Kassabian also had his bear- 
ings on the all around category: 
“Tinker (John) Connelly of 
Newton was the best all-around 
athlete we've ever had,”’ he said. 
“He never really looked like he 
was doing anything spectacular, 
but he always produced.” 

So far as the technicalities of 
training were concerned, Kassa- 
bian stands by the Northeastern 
system, then and today. 

“The motto was if Nor- 
theastern was playing, then don't 
worry, they'll have the game 
covered with a trainer and a doc- 
tor.” said Kassabian. ‘Doctor 
Lane and I had individual souture 
kits for treatment. We wre the 
first in the area to use them.” 

Kassabian was the head 
athletic trainer at Northeastern 
from 1953 to 1965, before absorb- 
ing the thrust of a burgeoing AT 
Curriculum as an associate pro- 
fessor of Health, Sport and 
Leisure Study at the UNiversity. 

Along the way, Kassabian has 
lent his experience and expertise 
to a myriad of professional 
organizations, both public and

private. He was an assistant 
trainer with the old Boston Olym- 
pics hockey team (1948-51), head 
trainer for the Lowell Giants foot- 
ball team (1967-68), the City of 
Newton Pop Warner (1970-76), 
and for Newton North High 
School (1970-71),

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Defined benefit plan good for business people 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


What is a Keogh plan, and 
would you please explain the dif- 
ference between a defined benefit 
and a defined contribution plan? 

L.S., Newton 
Dear L.S.: 


A Keogh plan is a type of tax 
favored retirement account. Con- 
tributions to it are currently 
deductible, while earnings on the 
assets in the account compound 
free of any immediate tax. 

If you have any earnings from 
self-employment, as distinguish- 
ed from wages or investment in- 
come, you can have a Keogh 
plan. Thus, if you (or your 
spouse) run a sideline business, if 
you are a consultant or 
freelancer, you can claim Keogh 
tax benefits. 

Defined Contribution Plans 


The typical Keogh account is 
either a money purchase or profit 
sharing plan. With a money pur- 
chase Keogh, you are required to 
contribute a fixed percentage of 
your earnings each year. 
Technically, the maximum 
deductible contribution to such 
an arrangement is the lower of 
$30,000 or 25 percent of your 
“compensation,” which is defin- 
ed as net income minus the 
Keogh contribution. Consequent- 
ly, in reality, the largest deducti- 
ble contribution to a money pur- 
chase Keogh is the lower of 
$30,000 or 20 percent of the self-

coverage, funding and vesting of 
benefits. 

You can make a token con- 
tribution now and contribute the 
remaining funds next year. In 
fact, you have until the due date 
of your tax return (including ex- 
tension) to make a contribution 
that will be deductible for 1986. 
But, your Keogh must be set up 
before the end of the year. (If you 
presently have a profit sharing 
Keogh and wish to switch to a 
money purchase or combination 
plan, you also must make your 
move by December 31st.) 

Do not wait until next year, 
because you will merely have to 
pay taxes on the earnings you 
could have sheltered this year. A 
good technique used by one self- 
employed professional was to 
withdraw $6,000 from his savings 
in January, fund his Keogh ac- 
count, then redeposit $500 per 
month to the savings.

With a profit sharing Keogh 
you have greater flexibility. You 
may contribute as little or as 
much as you wish, up to the lower 
of $30,000 or 15 percent of com- 
pensation — which works out to a 
maximum deductible contribu- 
tion of 13.043 percent of the net 
self-employment earnings. To 
take full advantage of the Keogh 
tax break while retaining 
substantial discretion, you might 
consider a combined money pur- 
chase and profit sharing plan 
that will allow you to contribute 
and deduct 20 percent of net in- 


contribution plans. However, it is 
possible to have a defined benefit 
Keogh. Under such a plan, an ac- 
tuary determines the annual con- 
tribution necessary to fund a par- 
ticular pension at retirement 

The maximum annual benefit 
that can be funded is 100 percent 
of average annual compensation 
for your three highest earning 
years, up to $90,000.

‘Lifeline’ honors 100th subscriber 


NEWTON — As Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital celebrates its 
centennial this year, its emergen- 
cy response system, ‘“‘Lifeline,”’ 
is doing some toasting of its own. 
According to Lifeline coor- 
dinator, Sharon Poller, Lifeline 
recently honored its 100th 
subscriber. Lifeline is a personal 
emergency response system that 
connects homebound people to 
help 24 hours a day. 

Seventy-nine-year-old Eleanor 
Horgan subscribes to the Lifeline 
service for obvious reasons. She 
suffers not only from chronic 
obstructive pulmonary disease, 
but laryngeal cancer led to a 
tracheotomy that forces her to 
use a voice synthesizer, or 
microphone in order to talk. 

The lifeline staff, consisting of 
Poller, her assistant, Yvonne 
Landers, and three paramedics 
from Chaulk Ambulance Service, 
recently visited Eleanor in her 
Newton apartment. They were 
greeted by an elegantly dressed, 
very tiny, silver-haired woman. 
She promptly said ‘‘Hello’”’ to 
them through her voice syn- 
thesizer by raising a microphone 
device to her throat. Once inside 
her small, tidy livingroom; sur- 
rounded by antiques and 
numerous family photos, Eleanor 
was presented with a corsage of 
white orchids as a small con- 
gratulatory token for being 
Lifeline’s 100th subscriber. 

She explains she joined Lifeline 
because ‘‘It makes me feel more 
comfortable. It keeps me out of a 
nursing home.” As frail as she 
appears, this is a woman who 
values her independence, and in- 
tends on keeping it. Living alone 
for the past 15 years, she strug- 
gles with the cumbersome voice 
synthesizer and serious 
respiratory problems that plague 
her life. 

“Lifeline is designed for people 
with serious health problems who 
live at home,’’ said Ed Moore, 
vice president of Professional

Services. He added, ‘‘it also sup- 
ports discharge planning because 
it allows physicians to discharge 
patients sooner and more com- 
fortably so they won't have to go 
to nursing homes. The service 
has answered fifty emergency 
calls in the towns of Newton, 
Wellesley, Needham, Weston, 
Waltham, Norwood, Brookline, 
and West Roxbury. Twenty-eight 
of those calls came from 
subscribers who required 
hospital care, while the other 22 
callers were assisted at home.” 

The Lifeline system consists of 
two parts. The first is called the 
Home Communicator, which is 
attached through the telephone to 
automatically dial the NWH 
emergency response center 
(ERC.) The ERC is located at 
Chaulk Ambulance Service’s 
Dispatch Center in Natick. 

The second part of the system 
is a small, wireless, remote but- 
ton that can activate the Lifeline 
system from up to 200 feet away 
and be worn around the neck, 
wrist, or in a pocket. 

When the ERC receives a 
signal for help, an emergency 
medical technician first tries to 
call the subscriber to determine 
the nature of the emergency. If 
there is no answer, a local am- 
bulance is immediately sent to 
the subscriber’s home. The ERC 
staff also calls a friend, neighbor, 
or relative who acts as a 
responder by meeting the am- 
bulance and letting emergency 
personnel into the house. The 
Lifeline unit is leased to the 
subscriber at a cost of $18 per 
month, 

“There are some very key peo- 
ple who deserve special thanks in 
helping to get Lifeline off the 
ground,” said Poller. ‘‘Thanks to 
Chaulk Ambulance Service for 
monitoring the emergency 
response center as a community 
service. And a very special 
thanks to Captain Robert 
Mahoney and Sergeant Jack Ken-

CHESTNUT HILL — How many times have you driven past the 
beautiful Georgian mansion on the corner of Park and Sargent 
streets, the one with the sign outside that reads ‘‘Swedenborg 
School of Religion,” and wondered just what goes on inside there? 


Since 1965, it has housed the 
teaching headquarters of a 
religion started by one of the 
true geniuses of the 18th cen- 
tury, a religion that now 
claims almost 100,000 devotees 
around the world, a religion 
that has affected the lives and 
works of such diverse per- 
sonalities as John Wesley, 
Ralph Waldo Emerson, Edgar 
Allen Poe, Helen Keller and 
Johnny Appleseed. 

That’s right: Helen Keller 
and Johnny Appleseed. More 
on them later. 

Born in Stockholm, the son 
of a Lutheran minister, 
Swedenborg followed a variety 
of scientific, intellectual and 
philosophical pursuits, the 
products of which add up to an 
amazing array of ac- 
complishments. A 
‘‘renaissance man,’’ 
regardless of the date of his 
birth, Swedenborg’s intellect 
ranged freely among a 
number of disciplines and he 
ended up with a veritable 
smorgasbord of successes. 

An assessor with the 
Swedish College of Mines, a 
bureaucratic position that 
assured his security, Sweden- 
borg travelled widely, spoke

six languages, read Hebrew 
and Greek and wrote dozens of 
books on science and religion, 
allin Latin. 

He was the first to propound 
a nebular hypothesis of the 
creation of the solar system,

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Water rates hiked 52%

NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen Monday night boosted 
residents’ sewer-water bills 52 
percent for the next 2% years, 
but only after a move to delay the 
hike barely failed. 

The board voted 11 to 9 against 
Alderman Richard McGrath's 
call to recommit the proposed 
hike to the Public Facilities Com- 
mittee for further deliberation. 

Then they voted 15 to 7 in favor 
of the new rates, which city of- 
ficials have said would increase 
from $250 to $350 annually the 
sewer-water bill of a typical 
family of four. 

Higher Massachusetts Water 
Resouces Authority (MWRA) 
charges and the state’s demand 
that communities collect enough 
to cover local sewer-water ser- 
vices led to the increase.

Created last year, the MWRA 
has been charged with the multi- 
billion dollar cleanup of Boston 
Harbor, the rehabilitation of 
regional sewer lines and the 
development of a comprehensive 
water conservation plan. 

The city has been planning for 
the higher local rates to reflect 
MWRA charges since October. 

But McGrath said he wanted 
the rate hike sent back to Public 
Facilities so it could be con- 
sidered as part of Mayor

CHICAGO — In a world of pile drivers, back breakers and the 
dreaded ‘‘camel clutch,” Ted Arcidi’s formula for victory was all in 


the numbers. 


Former Newton schoolteacher Avcidi, the 27-year-old’ “strongest 
man in the world,” is 6 feet tall, weighs 285 pounds and holds the 
world record for bench-pressing 705 pounds.

City backs the chief in zoning dispute

NEWTON - Recently provided 
evidence has convinced Building 
Commissioner James W. 
Cameron that Police Chief 
William Quinn’s 1900 Washington 
Street house is a legal three- 
family unit in a single family 
zone. 


A September 1922 plumbing 
permit for the installation of a 


sink and of a vent pipe through 
the three-story building’s roof as 
well as evidence provided by 
Quinn’s legal counsel proved to 
Cameron that the building is a 
legal, nonconforming use, he said 
Tuesday afternoon. 

The zoning ordinance for the 
Washington Street area took ef- 
fect in December 1922, meaning 
Quinn’s building is grand- 
fathered for three apartments, 
the commissioner said, 


Cops finally settle

NEWTON — Police last week overwhelmingly ratified a four- 
year contract calling for a 23 percent raise and drug testing at the 
discretion of the police chief, ending a 21-month-old contract 
dispute that was marked by traffic-stopping pickets toward the 


end. 


The 131-63 vote was announced by Newton Police Association 
President Lynda Glenn,"'I have to thank the membership for look- 
ing at the wage package and language realistically,” she said. I 


am glad it is finally over.” 


The new contract is retroactive to July 1, 1984, and expires July 
1, 1988. Officers will receive approximately $2200 in retroactive 
pay raises for 1984 and 1985 combined, By the end of the contract, 
the base salary of a partol officer will be $27,539.66, an approx- 
imate $4,500 raise over the life of the contract. 

Despite the overwhelming approval, Glenn said many officers

Alderman Paul Coletti and 
William Shaevel spoke out 
strongly against the recommittal 
motion. 

“T can’t understand a two-week 
delay. If the alderman has 
something to say, he’s had his op- 
portunity,’’ Coletti said of 
McGrath. 

“Alderman McGrath’s points 
are not new. I’ve heard them in 


committee,’ said Shaevel. ‘To 
hold this hostage is not to my 
mind the way to make public 
policy.” 

But McGrath said the vote on 
sewer-water rates is the last 
chance aldermen have to force 
Mann to make the utilties direc- 
tor answerable only to him. 
“Tonight is the night to do it,” 
said McGrath. 

Mann has accepted an alder- 
manic advisory resolution calling 
on the city to name a sewer-water 
director, But he has rejected a 
resolution advising him to make 
the director responsible only to 
the mayor, 

As designed by Mann, the new 
director of utilities would be 
answerable first to the city’s 
Public Works commissioner. 

Public Facilities Chairman 
George Mansfield supported

MPA official complains of 
‘McCarthyism’ in cops’ pact

BOSTON — The call to sub- 
ject police officers to drug 
testing is “akin to McCar- 
thyism,’’ according to a 
spokesman for the 
Massachusetts Police Associa- 
tion (MPA), 
police union,

“We are starting to get a lot 
of calls about drug testing,” 
Edward Merrick, MPA 
legislative aid said. ‘The 
whole concept of drug testing 
is starting to smack of McCar- 
thyism hysteria. It goes 
beyond 4th Amendment rights 
and a guy’s rights as a human 
being. Police are not in- 
vulnerable against slipping 
and falling.” 


Merrick says while the MPA 
supports the concept of drug 
testing, he cautions that en- 
forcement be reasonable and 
rational

“I don’t want a guy silting 
next to me in a police car to be 
under the influence of drugs,”’ 
he says. ‘But, if he is, I think 
we should help him if he is a 
first offender, If you take a 
guy to the wall and he still 
screws up, then I can sleep 
comfortably if he is dismiss- 
ed,” 

Last week, Newton Police 
Association President Lynda 
Glenn revealed that the city is 
requesting officers who test

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something that is accepted 
almost as “a given’’ today. His 
discoveries founded the science 
of crystallography, the science of 
crystals. 

He anticipated Binstein’s 
theories of energy. He made the 
first sketch of a_ glider-type 
airplane. He wrote and published 
the first Swedish work on 
algebra. He made a music 
machine that was the forerunner 
of the phonograph. He conceived 
of the submarine. He designed a 
machine gun, and he marketed a 
usable fire extinguisher 

In his study of the human body, 
he discovered the functions of the 
motor areas of the brain and of 
the body’s ductless glands. He 
discovered the circulation and 
uses of the cerebro-spinal fluid. 

He was a sound economist, an- 
ticipating a system of credit we 
all take for granted today. In 
1748, he sponsored legislation 
that anticipated our “modern 
method” of amortizing mor- 
tgages along with the payment of 
interest, one of the key elements 
in the present economic system. 

He was a skilled book binder, a 
clock maker, an engraver; but he 
has come into the 20th century as 
a religious thinker and a seer. 


Swedenborg’s vision 


At the age of 57, Swedenborg 
began to venture into a nether 
world he called “the world of 
spirits,’ and he continued to do 
so until he died at the age of 84. 
He claimed he entered into the 
spiritual world every couple of 
weeks, sometimes daily and 
sometimes several times a day. 
What he witnessed in that world 
constitutes the bulk of the 
religious teachings that form the 
basis of the Swedenborgian 
Church. 

Of his sorties into spiritualism, 
Swedenborg said, ‘‘The 
manifestation of the Lord and in- 
tromission into the spiritual 
world surpass all miracles. This 
has not been granted to anyone 
since the creation as it has been 
to me .... By this means it was 
granted to me to see the wonder- 
ful things of heaven, to be 
together with the angels like one 
of them, and, at the same time, to 
imbibe truths in light and thus to 
see and teach them.” 

Examples of the special 
“‘sight’’ Swedenborg gained from 
his experiences in the “‘world of 
spirits’ are many. At a party one 
day in Sweden, he suddenly an- 
nounced that ‘‘At this very hour, 
the Emperor Peter III of Russia 
has died in prison.” It was true. 

While in England in 1759, he 
suddenly declared, pale and 
alarmed, that a catastrophic fire 
had broken out in Stockholm, 300 
miles away. After an agitated 
couple of hours, he announced 
joyfully that the fire had been ex- 
tinguished three doors away 
from his own house. He was right 
again. 


Attempting to get together with 
clergyman John Wesley, the 
founder of Methodism, Sweden- 
borg invited him to Sweden. 
When Wesley wrote back that he 
would visit Swedenborg after a 
six-month speaking tour he had 
planned, the Swedish spiritualist 
responded that Wesley would be 
too late. Swedenborg predicted 
the precise day of his own death. 
On March 29, 1772, he entered the 
“world of spirits,’’ never to 
return. 


Swedenborg’s followers 


The house at the corner of Park 
and Sargent streets is one of two 
teaching centers for the followers 
of Swedenborg. They come to it 
from all over the world to 
prepare themselves for a life of 
spreading his message. 

According to Dr. Mary Kay 
Klein, who was inaugurated on 


rits 
March 15 as the 11th president of 
the school, the focus of the cur- 
riculum is a broad one that in- 
cludes Swedenborg’s writings as 
“the third testament,” standing 
alongside the Old and New 
Testaments. 

Her goals, as enunciated dur- 
ing her inaugural address, are 
high. ‘Our students, as future 
ministers in a 21st century Chris- 
tian denomination, must be 
educated to be facilitators of the 
process of regeneration, and to 
be those whose inspiration leads 
others to receiving the Love and 
Wisdom of the Lord. 

“In order to do this, these 
ministers must be educated in 
many areas. They may be called 
upon, in the course of their ser- 
vice to the Lord, to be everything 
from pastoral counselors to ex- 
ecutive managers, from bare- 
footed gurus to the people in 
charge of leaf-raking.”” 

The Church of the New 
Jerusalam, another name for the 
Swedenborgian Church, is now 
scattered throughout the United 
States and Canada, England, 
Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand. Dr. Klein says she sees 
room for growth in the new future 
because “‘a lot of the ideas (of the 
church) are compatible with 
what people are looking for these 
days.’”’ 

While the future might look 
bright to Swedenborgians, their 
teacher has already held con- 
siderable sway in the spiritual 
development of the United 
States. America’s first 
philosophers, Transcendentalists 
like Ralph Waldo Emerson, were 
greatly impressed with Sweden- 
borg’s concept of an unseen 
spiritual world residing inside 
the realm of appearances. Emer- 
son’s essay, ‘‘Nature,”’ published 
anonymously, was praised as a 
piece of Swedenborgian analysis. 
Later, he acknowleged his debt to 
the Swedish seer with ‘‘Sweden- 
borg, or the Mystic.” 

But two of the most influential 
early followers of Swedenborg in 
America were Helen Keller and 
Johnny Appleseed. 

Keller came across Sweden- 
borg’s teachings at the age of 13, 
through the influence of Alex- 
ander Graham Bell, who was 
then working with the deaf. When 
she encountered a braille version 
of Swedenborg’s ‘“‘Heaven and 
Hell,’’ she stated, ‘‘My heart 
gave a joyous leap.” Later she 
wrote, ‘‘It would be such a joy to 
me if I might be the instrument of 
bringing Swedenborg to a world 
that is spiritually deaf and blind. 
His teaching is a happy rest from 
the noisy insanity of the outer 
world.’ 

After studying Swedenborg’s 
works, Keller stated, ‘‘The in- 
tangible world became a shining 
certainty.” 

Johnny Appleseed, born John 
Chapman in Leominster, Mass., 
in 1774, is well known for his seed- 
planting mission, which led him 
all over this new country and left 
fruit orchards in his wake. But 
his real mission, as it turns out, 
was to spread the teachings of 
Swedenborg. The man who once 
walked from Iowa to 
Philadelphia to attend a Sweden- 
borgian church convention acted 
as a travelling library, leaving 
Swedenborg’s writings with set- 
tlers on one trip and replacing 
them with others on his return. 

A shining example of Sweden- 
borg’s contention that faith must 
be manifested in good works, 
Johnny Appleseed told the early 
settlers that ‘‘Praying is doing — 
giving the best each of us can, 
however we can. In other words, 
choring is like praying.” 

Now, the seeds that Johnny Ap- 
pleseed sowed in his wanderings 
are being nurtured in that 
beautiful Georgian home you 
have always wondered about on 
the corner of Park and Sargent 
streets, From there, with the help 
of Dr. Klein and her staff, the vi- 
sion of one of the shining lights of 
the ‘‘Age of Enlightenment” will 
radiate into the 21st century.

Shortened school days 
will remain unchanged

NEWTON — The School Com- 
mittee Monday night approved 
continuation of the elementary 
schools’ Tuesday and Thursday 
early dismissal time of 1 p.m., as 
recommended by the administra- 
tion. 

The committee voted 5-3 in 
favor of maintaining the present 
schedule. School Committee 
Chairman Leonard Gentile, 
Sydra Schnipper and Sally Rizzo 
cast the opposing votes. 

Tuesday and Thursday after- 
noons are used by teachers for 
professional development and 
curriculum planning and several 
members said the activities are 
crucial to maintain the high 
quality of education in Newton. 

“These kinds of activities are 
very valuable to our teachers,’’ 
member Gerald Bazer said. “‘But 
more important is how these ac- 
tivities ultimately benefit the 
youngsters.”’ 


Member Lynne Sullivan said it 
is sometimes ‘“‘wiser not to 
tamper with a good thing.” 

“If we vote to change the 
schedule, I think we would be 
changing much more than 
hours,” she said. ‘We would be 
disturbing a very well-balanced 
dynamic. We would lose our 
sense of direction and identity if 
we tamper with this.”” 

Sullivan said there is a shor- 
tage of time students spend in the 
classroom, but the best way to 
amend that is to start the school 
days 15 minutes earlier. 

“I’m distressed the ad- 
ministration opposes starting the 
day earlier. I would like to pursue 
this option more vigorously 
because I think this is the best 
place to ease in extra time,” she 
said. 

The early dismissal schedule 
has been pending before the com- 
mittee for months, with 
arguments from both parents 
and teachers. 

Angier Elementary School 
teacher Dick Hanelin said he 
thanks the committee for

understanding the importance of 
Tuesday and Thursday after- 
noons. 

“I applaud them for their 
thoughtfulness and understan- 
ding of what is needed to forge 
ahead as leaders in the education 
community,’’ he said. “I an- 
ticipated that, when the School 
Committee thought of how impor- 
tant this is to the children in 
Newton, they would come to the 
conclusion that the schedule 
needs to be maintained.” 

Many parents urged the com- 
mittee to consider the day care 
problems the early dismissal 
schedule presents for two-career 
and single-parent families. 

While several members 
acknowledge day care is a pro- 
blem, they said the argument 
was not compelling enough. 

“I have spoken very strongly 
about the issue of day care, but it 
is not a strong enough reason for 
me to support a change in the 
schedule,” Rizzo said. ‘It seems 
to me this problem requires a 
partnership between the city 
government and community. I 
recommend a city commission be 
formed to look at the issue of day 
care because it is not just a 
school problem.” 

The committee agreed to 
discuss Rizzo’s recommendation 
at the next meeting. 

The committee also voted 7-1 to 
authorize the administration to 
develop plans for possibly expan- 
ding the kindergarten school day. 
Angela Nielsen cast the sole op- 
posing vote. 

“I’m not convinced kids that 
age need to be in school longer 
hours,”’ she said.

NEWTON — School Committee 
members said they are disap- 
pointed — but not surprised — by 
the estimated $1.18 million cut 
from their $46.4 million fiscal 
1987 budget. 

While most committee 
members estimated the cuts to 
be in the area of $800,000, Assis- 
tant Superintendent of Opera- 
tions and Planning Vincent 
Silluzio said his figures suggest 
the cuts are larger. 

Mayor Theodore Mann said the 
School Committee’s decision to 
use state professional develop- 
ment grant money for staff 
salary increases was an “‘ill- 
advised action.” 

During his city budget presen- 
tation to the Board of Aldermen 
last week, the mayor devoted 
half of the time to explain why he 
thought the school budget was out 
of line. 

Several School Committee 
members attribute a majority of 
the budget increases to inflation 
and salary increases, which they 
said are factors beyond their con- 
trol. 

“We have to be competitive 
with other school systems, as far 
as our teacher salaries are con- 
cerned, if we want to attract and 
keep a high quality staff,” 
member Angela Nielsen said. 

Mann said enrollment is down 
20 percent since 1982, yet per- 
pupil costs have increased by 50 
percent, In five years, 11 schools 
have been closed, resulting in a 
$14 million net saving for the 
department, yet the depart- 
ment’s total costs have increased 


+ by 21 percent, he said. 


“There are various ways to 
handle numbers,’’ member 
Lynne Sullivan said. “‘You can 
present them one way and they 
can look good, or you can present 
them another way and they can 
look very bad. I think the cut was 
shortsighted and ill advised. I’m

“The city hasn't done anything 
like that, We’ve done our work 
and we've made some tough deci« 
sions in the past,” she said. 

Sullivan said the proposed 
budget is necessary to “maintain 
a first-string school system.” 

“TI think the committee acted 
quite responsibly, This is the first 
time the mayor has really cut our 
budget and I’m a little 
disheartened because we spent so 
much time reviewing it,’’ she 
said. 

Memeber Jennifer Huntington 
said this year’s budget included 
equipment expenses that have 
been neglected for several years. 

“It’s time some of the worn-out 
equipment and supplies get 
replaced and if we don't do it 
soon, the costs will increase even 
more,”’ she said. ; 

Member Gerald Bazer said he 
hopes the aldermen will not make 
any additional cuts. The mayor's 
reference to declining enrollment 
statistics are “fallacious,” he ad- 
ded. 

“This doesn't necessarily 
mean there should be a decrease 
in the budget. The numbers may 
go down, but each child remain- 
ing has greater needs and more 
societal problems than they had 
five or six years ago,” he said. 

Computers and drug and 
alcohol education are two areas 
that schools didn’t have to con- 
sider years ago, he said, 

The aldermen’s Program and 
Planning and Finance commit’ 
tees plan to review the school 
budget this month before a final 
vote by the full board is taken , 
May 15. ,

Cleared of hit-and-run death charges 


BOSTON — A 2l-year-old 
Newton resident charged with 
running over a man and then 
dragging his body for seven miles 
has been cleared of all but two 
charges in connection with the 
1984 death. 

Andrew Fruman, was cleared 
last week in Suffolk Superior 
Court of vehicular homicide and 
driving to endanger charges 
resulting from the hit-and-run 
death of Bernard Clougherty, 42, 
of Dorchester, 

According to prosecutors, 
Clougherty was struck about 3 
a.m. on Feb, 26, 1984 at the corner 
of Essex Street and Harrison 
Avenue in Boston’s Chinatown 
section. His body was then dragg- 
ed, more than seven miles to 
Cambridge after becoming stuck 
in» the suspension of a red 
Firebird driven by Fruman. 

Fruman, who was 18 at the 
time of the incident, was found 
guilty by Judge John T. Irwin of 
leaving the scene of an accident 
after causing personal injury and 


driving without a license. 

On Monday, he was found inno- 
cent of manslaughter charges, 
driving under the influence of 
marijuana and failing to use cau- 
tion at an intersection. 

Fruman faces a minimum 
sentence of two months and a 
maximum of two years at a 
Massachusetts House of Correc- 
tion for leaving the scene of an 
accident and a $25 fine for driving 
without a license. 

While disappointed with the 
outcome, Asst. District Attorney 
John Mahoney, who prosecuted 
Fruman’s case, said the judge’s 
decision was stictly by the books. 

“We tried the case as fairly as 
possible,’ Mahoney said. “His 
verdict reflects what issues were 
proven by the commonwealth 
and what doubts he had.”’ 

A passenger in Fruman’s car 
on the night of Feb. 26, 1984 
testified that both she and 
Fruman were aware a body was 
under the vehicle en route to 
Cambridge. 


Arrest made for raping, beating woman 


NEWTON — Timothy S. 
Houston, 21, of Newton, was ar- 
rested Thursday night for 
allegedly raping and beating a 
Newtonville woman, police said. 

The alleged rape occurred at 
5:15 p.m. on Farwell Street and 
the suspect was arrested approx- 
imately a half hour later at a dif- 
ferent location, police said. 

According to police the victim 
knew the suspect. Houston knock- 
ed:on the front door of the vic- 
tim’s house, forced his way in 
and allegedly beat and raped the 
woman, police said. The victim 
was taken to Newton-Wellesley 
Hospital for treatment. The ex- 


tent of her injuries are unknown. 

Houston pleaded not guilty in 
district court Friday to a charge 
of rape, according to court 
records. Judge Monte G. Basbas 
set the defendant’s bail at $25,000 
surety or $2,500 cash bail. The 
defendant's bail was reduced to 
$10,000 surety and $1,000 cash bail 
after review by the Middlesex 
Superior Court later Friday 
afternoon, according to Assistant 
District Attorney Adrianne 
Lynch, 

Houston waived his right to a 
first-instance jury trial of six. 
The case was continued to April 
10. 


City will sell bonds for sewer project 


NEWTON — The Board of 
Aldermen has authorized the city 
to sell bonds to pay for its $9.1 
million sewer project. Once of- 
ficials secure 46 easements near 
the Charles River, the long- 
awaited project can begin. 

Aldermen voted unanimously 
Monday night to give the city the 
authority to raise the necessary 
funds through municipal bonds. 

The $9.1 million construction is 
phase one of an estimated $16.1 
million project designed to solve 
Newton’s sewer problems. 

It will be the city’s most expen- 
sive undertaking since the 
building of Newton North High 
School in the early 1970s, Depart- 
ment of Public Works (DPW) 
Commissioner James L. Hickey 
has said. 

‘Among other things, phase one 
calls for expanding the capacity 
of two sewer lines that extend 


from Quinobequin Road in 
Waban to the Charles River Golf 
Course in Newton Highlands. 

Limited capacity of the ex- 
isting lines causes backups and 
overflows that periodically dump 
raw sewage into the Charles 
River and residential property. 

Before construction can actual- 
ly begin, the city must gain 46 
easements or land rights to lay 
pipes. The DPW is now 
negotiating with residents on that 
issue. 

The first phase also includes 
constructing a new pumping sta- 
tion at Elliot Street. 

Hickey has estimated the ac- 
tual work could begin next spr- 
ing. Planning for the sewer pro- 
ject started in 1976. 

The city could receive as much 
as 70 percent state reimburse- 
ment for phase one, Hickey has 
said.

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Red dye foils theft

NEWTON A lone gunman 
dressed like a cowboy held up a 
Route 9 bank Monday afternoon, 
but was forced to drop his bag of 
loot when a red dye bomb inside 
it exploded. 

Police said the would-be robber 
wore a white cowboy-style hat, 
Texas tie, long white coat and tan 
cowboy boots when he walked in- 
to the Homeowner Federal Sav- 
ings Bank, 31 Boylston St., at 
about 3 p.m. Monday. 

Later the same day, according 
to police, the suspect successfully 
robbed the Wollaston Credit 
Union in Quincy of $3,807. 
Witnesses at the scene said the 
suspect’s white coat was stained 
with red dye. 

In Newton, the suspect produc- 
ed a plastic bag and a weapon 
with a long black barrel, possibly 
a sawed-off shotgun, then 
ordered a female bank teller to 
fill the bag with money. 

Police said the hold-up attempt 
was foiled by the alert teller, who 
handed the robber ‘‘a baited 
package” with a dye bomb in it. 
The package exploded only 
seconds after he calmly walked 
out of the bank. 

The bag, which contained ap- 
proximately $1,500, was 
recovered by police in the middle 
of a driveway between the bank 
and General Cinema’s Chestnut 
Hill movie theater. 

A cloud of red smoke blew 
across the roadway when the dye 
bomb erupted in the robber’s 
hand, according to a 45-year-old 
Chestnut Hill resident driving 
west on Route 9 at the time of the 
incident. 
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Police said the suspect dropped 
the smoking bag and walked 
quickly away from the scene 
toward the nearby Star Market 
on the Brookline line. 


Although the man was 
reportedly seen in a parking 
garage behind The Steak Place, 
which is directly across Route 9 
from the bank, a search of the 
area by both uniformed and 
plainclothes officers proved 
fruitless. 


The suspect is described as a 
black male, 35 to 40 years old, 
who is six feet, three inches tall, 
and weighs about 220 pounds. 

Police were alerted to the rob- 
bery by an ADT alarm activated 
within the bank and responded to 
the scene in force. Units from 
Brookline also helped with the 
search. 


Lt. James O'Donnell said film 
from the bank’s videotape securi- 
ty system is being processed and 
should provide police with 
enough information to apprehend 
the culprit. 

“If he’s doing it in one place, 
the chances are he’s going to do it 
some place else in the future. The 
film will give us a better shot at 
getting him eventually,” he add- 
ed. 


Capt. Walter Drew and Det. 
Sgt. Arthur Fryar are handling 
the investigation. 

Monday’s incident was the se- 
cond time this year a bank along 
the Route 9 strip in Chestnut Hill 
was robbed at gunpoint. Two 
months ago, a gang made off with 
thousands of dollars from the 
Pioneer Financial Savings Bank 
at 210 Boylston St.

When Governor Dukakis, on Tues- 
day, signed into law a bill granting 
full enforcement powers to the com- 
mission, he restored the body to the 
status and power intended for it when 
it was originally created in 1978. 

Originally formed as a watchdog 
organization empowered to prevent 
and, if necessary, penalize conflicts of 
interest among public employees, the 
commission lost its enforcement 
powers as a result of a Supreme 
Judicial Court ruling last July. At that 
time, frustrated commission 
members, led by Newton resident Col- 
in Diver, put almost 80 percent of 


their caseload on hold. 

Statehouse votes on the bill signed 
Tuesday show our senators and 
representatives were almost 
unanimously behind restoring the 
commission’s enforcement powers. 
Seasoned Statehouse watchers must 
find that fact, in itself, somewhat un- 
precedented. 

Given the propriety of the action, 
we do not find the unanimity of the 
vote that startling. But we are sur- 
prised and encouraged that the ir- 
regularities created by the SJC ruling 
could be corrected so quickly. 

It might well be that Cohen’s work 
as one of six members of the Con- 
ference Committee that hammered 
out a compromise version of the 
remedial bill. If so, we congratulate 
him.

So, unless a bag of miracles can be 
found, the new quest opening in 
Detroit on Tuesday promises the 
same kind of frustration that has 
given it only two World Series shots 
since 1946. 

Gratuitous advice is freely given 
professional sports teams. A fan 
works out his own stresses on the pay- 
for-play athletes, particularly in this 
time of such high salaries. Here’s 
some of the same. More than 
anything, our American Leaguers 


need a youth movement. Better to lose 
with new talent than to go along with 
performers who stack up as compla- 
cent journeymen or over-the-hill 
retreads. 

Come to think of it, Red Sox policy 
for a long while back has been to 
reach out for veterans who have peak- 
ed. Rookies breaking are a rarity in 
the chummy little Lansdowne Street 
playstead. Teams like Toronto, Mon- 
treal, Los Angeles and Houston come 
to mind as having had more success 
with farm team stimulation. 

Past failure was often blamed on 
the fact that the Sox were Yawkey- 
pampered ‘‘millionaires.”’ Today, 
most of the established big leaguers 
are rolling in lush contracts, even .250 
hitters and under .500 pitchers. Mak- 
ing poor Manager Don Zimmer a 
scapegoat was another convenient 
dodge. More than anything, the front 
office rated blame for weakness in 
both trades and player development. 

Enough of this hot stove anguish. 
Maybe this is the year, after all, even 
though a Baylor-for-Easler swap has 
such a familiar ring. We can’t wait for 
the return to Fenway, finest of all ball 
parks in the land to be a grandstand 
expert.

soar to their inherent brilliance 


House Speaker Tip O’Neill, 
deciding to close out a 35-year 
career in Congress, was the first 
to set mouths to watering. The 
Eighth Congressional District he 
represents holds a special mysti- 
que for the nation, thanks to its 
larger-than-life occupants. Con- 
tenders for the O'Neill seat im- 
mediately leaped for the luscious 
bait, various of them only to flop 
back to the pool as realism set in. 


State Auditor John Finnegan, a 
brooding political presence, an- 
nounced last week he too was 
stepping out of office. Time to 
ponder his options. A round of 
frenzied soul-searching in both 
parties continues to greet that 
decision all week. 


Attorney General Frank Bellot- 
ti stunned the Democratic 
establishment a month ago by an- 
nouncing that, after three four- 
year terms, he would not seek re- 
election, He was quitting while 
ahead. The eyes of DAs all over 
the commonwealth promptly lit 
up, only to glaze over as polls 
said otherwise 


Even Republican leader Bill 
Robinson is finally vacating his 
“loyal opposition” role in the 
House. Having long discouraged 
intramural contests among 
Republicans, he appears poised 
to challenge non other than 
Republican state committee 
chairman Andy Natsios for 
Auditor Finnegan's job (Natsios 
having slyly upstaged him by 
preempting the field 2 1/2 hours 
earlier) 


And of course, perennial party- 
pooper Ted Kennedy's “I will not 
run in '86’’ declaration opened up 
exciting running room for Mike 


Dukakis. The Governor shuttles 
to Washington regularly these 
days to showcase state initiatives 
to address national problems, 
a.k.a., to test the waters. A sud- 
denly hot property, he. 


The wheel of political fortune 
spins erratically. It catches most 
politicians unprepared to seize 
the moment. For every hopeful 
with the chutzpah to challenge an 
entrenched incumbent, there are 
a dozen others eager to scramble 
for that premium entity, an open 
seat, Suddenly that golden op- 
portunity looms, Higher office 
beckons, Destiny dances giddily 
in one’s head, ‘‘What the heck, 
I'm as good as the others; why 
not give it a shot?”

The class action lawsuit calls

state census figures in drawing 
districts for this November’s 
election. Democratic leaders had 
planned to complete the 
redistricting for the 1988 elec- 
tions at the earliest. Republicans, 
however, point to a 1983 federal 
court order that forced Boston to 
redraw its council districts using 
the latest available census data, 
This necessitated a delay in the 
elections. This order was upheld 
by the U.S. Supreme Court. 

For Republicans, the redistric- 
ting is good news as up to six 
House seats and two Senate seats 
could be gained as a result of the 
South Shore and Cape Cod 
population growth. 

According to figures from the 
1985 state census, some House 
districts have increased in 





population by as much as 100 pers, 
cent. Some Cape Cod districts;:; 
now have up to 10,000 more: 
residents than certain Bostonin, 
districts. The average district. ,- 
consists of 36,000 people. As

Can state solve 
city’s problems?

NEWTON — Should the state 
grant Newton more aid to make 
up for lost federal funds, it still 
might not lift all the clouds loom- 
ing over next year’s city budget. 

The House currently is con- 
sidering a bill to increase the 
amount of money granted to com- 
munities like Newton that would 
receive little local aid for cancel- 
ed federal dollars under the 
state's original plan. 

Ifithe House and Senhte enact 
the bill, Newton could gain an ad- 
ditional $451,978 to offset cut- 
backs in the federal revenue 
sharing. 

In his annual budget address, 
last week, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann said the city expects to lose 
some $800,000 in canceled federal 
revenue sharing and Community 
Development Block Grant funds. 

But Mann noted that local 
pressures — such as rising per- 
sonnel salaries and school costs 
— also are straining the 
municipal economy and many 
local officials may feel $450,000 in 
new state money is not efough. 

Others — most notably police 
and firefighters negotiating for a 
new contract, and Alderman 
Richard McGrath — have said 
the city is sitting on an $8 million 
surplus and predictions of doom 
and gloom are greatly exag- 
gerated. 

Police ‘officers have voted to 
accept a city offer, ending a 21- 
month wage dispute. Firefighters 
and the city are scheduled to con- 
tinue negotiations. 

McGrath has said Mann’s pro- 
posed $115 million budget for 
fiscal 1987 is loaded with surplus 
and “‘fat.” Missed opportunities 
for state funds and poor 
judgments by officials make it 
difficult for Newton to secure 
more money from the 
legislature, according to 
McGrath. 

Newton would receive only 
$60,000 to replace its federal 
losses under the state’s original 


The mayor accompanied his 
budget presentation with a chart 
showing school costs have risen 
21 percent since 1982 — from $37.7 
million to the $45.6 million Mann 
recommends for next year. At 
the same time, student enroll- 
ment has decreased 20 percent 
and the cost of educating each 
child has risen from $3,300 to 
$5,000. 

School Committee Chairman 
Leonard Gentile has defended the 
budget, saying it has grown 
because of employee wage in- 
creases and inflation. To judge 
school costs by declining enroll- 
ment is a poor analogy, he has 
said. 

Mann has criticized the School 
Committee for including tem- 
porary state funds as part of the 
latest teacher wage hike. Doing 
so has inflated the demands of 
other unions and leaves the city 
to foot the bill when the state 
money is gone, the mayor has 
said. 

Paul Coletti, chairman of the 
aldermanic Finance Committee, 
has said by 1988 the city will pro- 
bably be unable to meet expenses 
with available revenues. 

Newton eventually may have to 
raise charges for services, dip in- 
to its reserve tax capacity, cut 
employees or seek an override of 
Proposition 2%, he said. 

The Board of Aldermen, the 
mayor and the School Committee 
are likely to agree on com- 
promise figures for an accep- 
table fiscal 1987 budget, but there 
is doubt they will resolve the 
state and local issues underlying 
those numbers.

When told the legislature was 
considering raising that amount, 
Stephen Cirillo, the city’s chief 
budget officer, said, ‘I’m not go- 
ing to count on it.” 

Earlier last week, Cirillo 
presented figures to show the 
state’s local aid formula is un- 
fairly weighted against Newton. 

The formula is based on the 
state’s perception of each com- 
munity’s need. City officials 
wonder just what the state means 
by ‘‘need.’”” 

According to Cirillo, Francis 
Keefe, secretary of the state 
Department of Administration 
and Finance, defines need as a 
community's ability to raise 
revenues. 

Newton now possesses around 
$4 million in reserve tax capacity 
— that is, the difference between 
the amount of property taxes the 
city is raising and what it could 
collect under Proposition 2%. 

But Cirillo said Newton has the 
seventh smallest percentage of 
reserve tax capacity out of 100 + 
communities that have not raised 
all the property taxes they can. 

North Attleboro, for example, 
has«the greatest percentage of 
reserve tax capacity of the 100 
communities, yet ranks 10th on 
that list in amount of local aid per 
resident, he said. 

Newton would receive $8.36 per 
president in new state aid under 
the present formula and roughly 
$5 more per person if the latest 
legislative aid proposal is 
enacted. North Attleboro, under 
the: present formula, would 
receive $43.69 per person, Cirillo 
said, 

Of the state’s 21 most heavily 
populated communities, Newton 
ranks first in per capita earnings 
($16,996) and per capita property 
taxes paid ($971), Cirillo said. 

“What this says is we're paying 
the highest property tax, the 
highest income tax and getting 
the least state aid,” he said. 

Roberta Chicos, local aid 
analyst for the state Department 
of Administration and Finance, 
said the state defines ‘‘need’’ by 
the amount of necessary costs a 
community has, They include 
school, public building and sewer 
expenses, she said, 

“Newton seems to be straining 
its property tax, but so are other

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“Tf the teachers were tested for 
drugs, half would be fired,’’ one 
ballot read. ‘‘Why us?”’ 

Officers will be forced to 
undergo drug tests if ‘‘reasonable 
cause” is determined by Chief 
William Quinn. Nothing in the 
contract stipulates what 
reasonable cause means. Glenn 
and many members of the rank 
and file have complained of the 
contract’s vagueness. 

The chief’s request will be 
reviewed by a three-man com- 
mittee consisting of represen- 
tatives from the chief's office, the 
union and the city’s director of 
personnel. The review committee 
will decide whether or not there 
is sufficient evidence to order a 
urine sample to be tested for 
drugs. 

According to the contract, ‘the 
chief reserves his right to impose 
discipline.”’ A first offender who 
tests positive for marijuana will 
not be disciplined until the Civil 
Service appeals process is ex- 
hausted, during which time the 
officer will be subject to random 
urine tests. 


There is nothing in the contract 
outlining what punishment the 
chief can give and there is also 
nothing stating how an officer 
abusing a drug other than mari- 
juana will be dealt with. Glenn 
has said that will give the chief a 
wide latitude to “‘get rid of the 
people he doesn’t like.’’ 

In addition to reasonable 
cause, any officer seeking pro- 
motion will be tested. The tests 
will for reasonable cause will 
become effective July 1, 1986, and 
the tests for promotions will go 
into effect January 1, 1987. 

The new contract will also re- 
quire employees hired after 
January, 1986, to be non- 
smokers. The city will ‘‘assist’’ 
any officer unable to quit smok- 
ing. 

The ratification ends any police 
threat of picketing the April 21 
Boston Marathon. The city and 
representatives of the 
firefighters union will meet today 
in an attempt to end their con- 
tract dispute. 

Some police officers contacted 
during a shift changes last week 
expressed dissatisfaction with 
the four-year contract and said it 
was unfair that the police should 
be the first municipal depart- 
ment to undergo drug testing.

McGrath’s call to recommit the 


rate hike to his committee 
because the increase will be part 
of director of utilities operating 
budget. 


McGrath charged municipal 
sewer-water services are so poor- 
ly run that residents eventually 
could face health threats and the 
city runs the risk of lawsuits. 

“The sewer department re- 
mains the most inefficient 
department in the city,”’ he said. 

But sewer-water rate hikes 
have nothing to do with Mann’s 
reorganization, Coletti said. In- 
creased MWRA charges — which 
could reach $7 million in five 
years — are unavoidable, he 
said. ‘‘You know and I know the 
rates are going up,”’ said Coletti. 


Alderman Joshua Davidson at- 
tacked the rate increase because 
it charges residents more than 
necessary now so rates can be 
stabilized for 242 years. “‘It sets a 
precedent that we may bill for 
other services in advance,” he 
said, 

Instead, sewer-water bills 
should be raised annually to 
reflect the MWRA’s increased 
charges each year so aldermen 
and residents can keep close 
watch on the authority, he said. 

“We have no control over the 
Massachusetts Water Resources 
Authority other than our ability 
to question rates,” he said. 

But Coletti noted citizens 
already pay for many municipal 
services either before or after 
they receive them. Tax bills, for 
example, are paid for the 
previous half year, ‘‘which 
means you've lived here for six 
months at the city’s expense,’’ he 
said, 

Alderman Dominic Taglienti 
said the MWRA and the city are 
seeking an open-ended tax. 
“They've got their hands so deep 
in our pockets I can feel them in 
my stockings,"’ he said. 


He noted that 10 years ago the 
Metropolitan District Commis- 
sion — predecessor of the MWRA 
— spent millions of taxpayer 
dollars in an unsuccessful effort 
to clean up Boston Harbor. 

Aldermen who fought the rate 
hike simply may be wary of 
arousing voters, said Coletti after 
the vote. ‘I just believe these 
people are afraid to face the 
reality,’’ he said 


“T think it stinks,’’ Thomas 
Fleming, a former union official 
said of the tentative agreement. 
“We've been negotiating for two 
years and the teachers still got 
more than we got. People think 
less of us, I guess. They think we 
are lower class.”” 

Fleming said the contract ‘‘will 
be ratified” because ‘the guys 
are selling themselves short for a 
few extra bucks.”’ 

“These guys are going to vote 
to accept the contract out of 
frustration,’ he added. ‘The city 
has worn them down, We’ll have 
to go through the same thing 
again in 1988 when we have to 
negotiate with that fool Mayor 
Mann. This is the reason I quit 
being a union representative. 
There is just too much frustra- 
tion.”” 

He added that the city is asking 
for drug testing because it has a 
reputation to live up to. 

“This city has to be the first in 
everything,” he said. ‘‘We were 
the first to have women on the 
force and now we will be the first 
to have drug testing. I don’t use 
drugs and I don’t have anything 
to hide, but this is just another 
thing that I don’t like.” 

“The public just wants to be 
reassured that the police officers 
are not abusing drugs,”’ Sgt. Vin- 
cent Taylor said, ‘“‘I tend to agree 
with that. I just think that it is un- 
fair that police officers will be 
tested while other municipal 
employees are not. What about 
the teachers. For that matter, 
why not test the legislators or 
surgeons before they are called 
into the operating room?’’

positive for any drug other than 
marijuana be subject to im- 
mediate dismissal. Merrick says 
he has some difficulties with any 
language that distinguishes bet- 
ween marijuana and any other 
drug. 

“Tf he’s a first offender, what's 
the difference?"’ Merrick asks. 
“Either a substance is illegal or 
it is not. Studies have shown that 
you can get into as much trouble 
with alcohol and cocaine as you 
can with marijuana. The only dif- 
ference is that you can buy 
alcohol ina store.”” 

No matter what substance is 
being abused, Merrick says first 
offenders should be protected. 

“TI think people today are look- 
ing at drug abuse almost as 
alcohol abuse was looked at 
years ago,”’ he says. ‘In 1970 you 
could pinch a guy if he was

drunk, now we can’t, I think there 
should be protection for first- 
time offenders.” 

Indiscriminate firings would be 
detrimental to an entire force, 
Merrick says. 

“We would be opposed to ar- 
bitrarily firing the guy if he is a 
first offender,” he says. “It 
would be economic suicide. A 
force spends a lot of money on a 
guy for training, uniforms and 
equipment. If a guy is caught, it 
doesn’t make a lot of sense to 
boot the guy out the door for the 
first offense.” 

While he says there should be 
some guidelines to protect the of- 
ficers, Merrick will not comment 
on what the NPA should be 
bargaining for. 

“How could we tell the Newton 
branch what to do?,’”’ he asks. 
“We could make suggestions to 
build in the protection so the chief 
won't go firing guys willy-nilly all 
over the place, but we do not tell 
the locals how to do their job.” 


Firefighter's union 
alone without pact 
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for no drugs,” said Ciccone. “But 
the language has to be in the best 
interest of the employee as well 
as the employer.” 

Both firefighters declined to 
say whether the city wants their 
union to accept any form of drug 
testing. 

The new police contract per- 
mits Police Chief William Quinn 
to determine if there is

A three-man committee con- 
sisting of representatives from 
the city’s director of personnel, 
the chief's office and the union 
would decide whether there is 
enough evidence to demand a 
urine sample be tested for drugs. 

The contract does not define 
what is “reasonable cause’’ and 
some officers have complained 
the drug clause is too vague. 

McArdle said the police drug 
clause does not state the rights of 
officers to be tested, leaving 
them open to a “witch hunt’’ by 
department administration. 

The testing could place a 
stigma on an officer, even if he 
was proven to be drug free, both 
McArdle and Ciccone said. 

“They’re talking about con- 
fidentiality,”’ he said. “You know 
as well as I do, nothing in this city 
remains confidential.” 


Reports have indicated 
urinalysis is only 75 percent ac- 
curate, meaning an officer who 
had not taken illegal drugs might 
be falsely accused, said Ciccone, 
By the time he cleared himself of 
the charge, his reputation could 
be damaged, he said 

McArdle said a provision in the 
police contract requiring all of- 
ficers hired after January 1986 to 
be non-smokers could create 
dissension. 

Once again, he and Ciccone 
declined to say whether the city 
wants a similar agreement from 
firefighters. 

A no-smoking clause creates a 
“two-tiered’’ system, with 
veterans possessing a_ right 
denied to new employees, McAr- 
dle observed. 

Ciccone said he believes the 
clause would not become a 
stumbling block to firefighter 
negotiations. But he questioned 
the fairness of negotiating terms 
for future employees. 

“You're bargaining for the 
rights of people who haven't been 
hired yet,’ he noted. “I don’t 
know if that’s just.” 

It is difficult to determine if 
firefighters are at a disad- 
vantage because they are the last 
union holding out, McArdle said, 

“We have been the last ones 
before,” said Ciccone. ‘If all par- 
ties are sincere, an agreement 
can be reached.

NEWTON The Warren 
Junior High School should be sold 
for no less than $2 million, but on- 
ly if the city can prove it would 
not be better financially to use it 
for the new library. 

The aldermanic Real Property 
Reuse Committee has recom- 
mended selling the site for at 
least $2 million to be developed 
for not more than 75 rental dwell- 
ing units or condominiums. 

Mambers also have decided 
that 10 percent of the dwellings 
must be reserved for low-income 
families and another 10 percent 
for moderate income tenants. 

But last week, the committee 
voted to hold the item until test 
borings of the Homer/Walnut 
street site prove ground water 
there would not make construc- 
tion too expensive. 


No action can be taken on the 
Warren until the committee 
releases the item for a vote by the 
full Board of Aldermen. 

Alderman Richard Bullwinkle 


‘said Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
told him he will not consider plac- 
ing the new library at the War- 
ren. ‘‘He was very clear on his 
eposition,’’ Bullwinkle told 
aldermen and residents at the 
committee meeting Thursday 
night. 

Mann has said he hopes selling 
the Warren - with the exception of 
surrounding recreation lands - 
can be used to help pay for the 
Jestimated $12 million library. 

Joseph S. Michelson, chairman 
of the Designer Selection Com- 
mittee, said in a Feb. 18 letter 
that test borings at the 
Homer/Walnut parcel are “un- 
justified at this time.” 


Regarding subsurface water 
conditions, he said, ‘My profes- 
sional opinion is that such an ef- 
fect (on construction costs) 
would be minimal.” 


Soil borings should not be done 
until the architect is chosen to do 
preliminary building designs, he 
said. 

His committee's list of recom- 
mended architects should be on 


the mayor’s desk the week of 
April 21 and test boring data 
could be available in early June, 
he said. 

A committee of West Newton 
neighbors has said they want the 
new library at the 3% story, va- 
cant junior high. They will accept 
using it for residences only if the 
city proves the Homer/Walnut 
site is economically sound, 

Should the Warren be sold and 
the city later discover the 
Homer/Walnut site is too expen- 
sive, the junior high would be lost 
as a more feasible library option, 
said Timothy Dacey, co- 
chairman of the Neighborhood 
Steering Committee. 

“Tf that's the case it doesn’t 
seem prudent to get rid of the 
Warren until we've done a sub- 
surface investigation,’ said 
Dacey. “I can’t see how that’s 
wasted money.” 

A member of the Mayor’s 
Library Task Force Committee 
said that group examined many 
possible parcels and the 
Homer/Walnut location seemed 
the best.

“That's where the library 
belongs,” he said. ‘It’s in a cen- 
tral part of the city. It’s a 
beautiful, elegant site.” 

Last Oct. 7, aldermen ap- 
propriated $250,000 for detailed 
drawings, building footage 
estimates, and soil borings, 
Alderman Paul Colletti said. 

The Board of Aldermen must 
approve not only funding and the 
use of the Homer/Wainut site, 
but exactly where the library will 
be placed on the parcel, Coletti 
said, Aldermen would feel ‘‘a lot 
more comfortable” if test bor- 
ings were done, he said.

Unregistered vehicles 
on increase, gays chief 


NEWTON — Newton police of- 
ficers are finding more 
unregistered motor vehicles, 
especially where selective en- 
forcement operations are taking 
place. 

Newton Police Chief William F. 
Quinn says, “Officers stopping 
motorists for motor vehicle viola- 
tions are finding that there is an 
increase in unregistered motor 
vehicles.’ 

According to the chief, this can 
be attributed to many factors. 
For example, car registrations 
terminate at different times 
throughoiit the year, 

Mahy cities and towns now 
utilize a policy in which the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles is 
notified of unpaid parking 
tickets, so that the Registry 
places a restriction on the 
registration renewal until such 


Ce at are appropriately handl- 


Another reason is that car 
registrations are valid for two 
years from the date of registra- 
tion, while inspection stickers 
and auto insurance policies are 
issued on a@ yearly basis, with 
Separate expiration dates. In- 
surance companies notify their 
clients prior to the registration 
deadline. Many times, however, 
@ person will change residence 
during the year and will fail to 
update insurance records. 

In conclusion, 
Says, ‘‘It is the responsibility of 
each motorist to ensure their 
auto is properly registered. A 
person convicted of a violation of 
this law ... can receive a fine of 
up to $100 for the first offense and 
up to $1,000 for a subsequent 
offense.‘ 


Quinn urges city residents 
to get car inspection stickers 


NEWTON — Newton Police 
Chief William F. Quinn states, 
“More vehicles are being 


* operated on our roads without be- 


ing properly inspected.” Such 
vehicles, when stopped by a law 
enforcement officer, are subject 
to a motor vehicle citation and a 
$50 fine under MGL Ch. 90 Sec. 
7A. 

“The real issue, however,” 
states the chief, ‘‘is that inspec- 
tions are requited as a means of 
ensuring that motor vehicles 
meet certain standards of safety. 
Increasingly,we are seeing 
vehicles on the road that have an 
expired inspection sticker.” 

Often this is an ‘‘honest 


- mistake’’ in that many drivers 


are under the impression that 
they will receive written notifica- 
tion as to when their vehicle is 


due for an inspection. ‘‘This,”’ 
stresses the chief, ‘‘is not true. 
Rather, it is the motorist’s 
responsibility to know when the 
current inspection sticker ex- 
pires — a matter of taking the 
vehicle to an authorized service 
station on or before the last day 
of the month indicated in the 
center of the sticker placed on the 
car window at the time of the last 
inspection. Each certificate of in- 
spection is valid for one full year 
or until ownership of the vehicle 
is transferred.” 

In conclusion, Chief Quinn 
urges all owners of motor 
vehicles to take an extra minute 
before getting into the car and 
driving away to look closely at 
the current sticker and, if it has 
expired or will soon expire, to 
take the appropriate steps.

WALTHAM — In a time where there are few 
frontiers left to explore, Armand Ouellette is a 
“Trekkie”’ of sorts. 

“I guess you can say I like to boldly go where 
no man has gone before,” the 44-year-old MDC 
diver says from the safety of his Waltham liv- 
ing room. 

While Manifest Destiny may be a thing of the 
past, the motivation behind it is still very much 
alive. It is especially so in men like Ouellette, 
for whom danger is more of a thrill than a war- 


ning. 

“T'm a little crazy in the first place,” he 
says, sipping coffee from a mug with litile blue 
whales on it. ‘I don’t drink alcohol, so I have to 
do something. Besides, I do have a sense of 
adventure,” 

It was that sense of adventure that prodded 
Ouellette — at six feet, three inches tall, 225 
pounds — a big, affable bear of a man, to first 
try scuba diving 27 years ago on the Mer- 
rimack River, A friend convinced him to try 
the then new swimming technique, an acronym 
for self-contained underwater breathing ap- 
paratus invented by Jacques Cousteau just 
before World War II. In those days though, if 
you wanted a scuba suit, you couldn’t just go 
out and buy one. You had to make it yourself.

“Back then, rubber was sold like lumber in 
four-foot by eight-foot sheets,’”’ Ouellette 
recalls. ‘‘We’d go out and buy a sheet of rubber 
and have a friend trace the outline of our 
bodies onto it. We'd then cut out the outlines, 
glue the two pieces together and when it dried, 
we'd have a scuba suit.”” 

For Ouellette, scuba diving meant a new kind 
of freedom. 

“Some guys like to fly, others like to sail,”’ he 
muses. ‘‘Me? Just give me a couple of air 
tanks and I’m gone. There's nothing like diving 
in the clear blue water of the Carribbean.” 

The Carribbean, though, is not where 
Ouellette spends most of his underwater time. 
More often than not, the 13-year veteran 
Metropolitan District Commission (MDC) 
motorcycle officer can be found plodding along 
the murky bottom of Boston Harbor or the 
Charles, Mystic and Muddy rivers. 

“Ninety percent of the time, there is no 
visibility,”’ he says of the local waterways. “It 
is a psychological thing being down there in the 
dark, dirty and often freezing water where it is 
absolutely gross and squishy. The bottom 
comes up around you. When you go into the 
ooze, it’s like swimming through pudding." 

To prepare for their work, MDC diver- 
trainees learn how to cope with the lack of 
visibility by using blacked-out masks. That 
way, Ouellette says, the men can get used to 
searching for guns, bodies or any other debris 
at the bottom, 

“The rubber is %-inch thick,” he says. ‘That 
doesn't really leave you much in the way of 
tactile sense. Sometimes, if you pick something 
up and hold it right up against your mask, you 
can maybe tell from the outline what it is, but 
most of the time we are in total darkness. That 
is why we feel it is important to have the 
trainees swim with the blacked-out masks,"’ 

It takes a certain breed to swim through the 
pudding, and Oullette says the MDC divers 
counter the unknown with their own brand of 
gallows humor. 

‘We sort of make light of the risks," he says. 
“We also make light of some of the things we 
find. Everyone remembers their first body. For 
me, it was a nine-year-old boy who fell through 
the ice. You can’t let it get to you, though. We 
have our own sick jokes that I really can't tell 
you here.” 


One story he did relate was that of an MDC 
diver who was called in to retrieve a car with a 
body in the back seat. 

“One of the guys came up and swore that the 
guy in the back seat was alive,’’ he says. 
‘‘What really happened, though, was that this 
300-pound guy was in the back seat of the car, 
rocking back and forth with the underwater 
current. I guess it would look like he was still 
alive, but the guy was definitely dead.” 


Since taking up the hobby/career, Ouellette 
has been asked to retrieve many things from 
many murky bottoms including bodies, guns, 
eye glasses, false teeth and fishing rods. But 
the most dangerous and difficult thing he was 
ever asked to locate was a leaking pipe at the 
bottom of a 100-foot-deep sewage treatment 
plant on Deer Island. The real trick, he says, 
was trying to find the pipe while ‘‘6 million 
gallons of raw sewage poured into the facility.”” 

“To understand what we were up against,” 
he explains, ‘‘you have to understand the 
layout of the Deer Island plant. Because 
Boston’s sewer lines are all gravity fed, they 
are angled down. By the time they reach the 
plant, they are at the lowest point and very 
deep. 


“There are dozens of pipes coming in from 
all over and all kinds of electrical, hydrolic, 
and other equipment, conduits and catwalks. 
The place looks like the engine room of an 
ocean liner, like the one in the Poseiden Adven- 
ture. In the total darkness, it took a long time 
to navigate around.” 

There are three ways, he says, that the Deer 
Island engineers can shut down a ruptured 
pipe: electrically, hydraulically or manually. 
By the time the engineers discovered the pro- 
blem in June of 1983, however, their option was 
down to the last and Oullette and his team were 
brought in, Their objective was to crawl down 
40 feet through machinery submerged in seem- 
ingly endless liquid refuse, reach a manual 
valve lock and shut off the flow of muck. It was 
a task, as Ouellette remembers it, easier said 
then done. 

“I was the lead diver that day,’’ Ouellette 
says with a gleam in his eyes. ‘It was my job 
to go down there first, even though I had no 
idea what I was looking for. I would go down 
there with a rope, swim a couple of feet, tie the 
rope off, surface and tell the engineer what I 
had felt. He would then explain to me where I 
was and would tell me to either turn right after 
10 feet or whatever. It took me half a day and 
three tanks of air just to get to the bilges.”” 


As the van emerges from the water, the divers’ job is done 
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Ouellette and fellow diver Greg Moister work 
on van that plunged off Bussey Street in 
Dedham one night recently. 


Once down in the bilges, though, Ouellette’s 
dive team was just getting started. 

“‘Now I was at the very bottom with all the 
pipes, and one-by-one I had to figure out which 
one was leaking. I made mental notes, con- 
sulted with the engineer again, who figured out 
where the problem was. We went back down 
and it took 400 turns to get the valve lock to 
close.”’ 

Saving the sewer system was not Ouellette’s 
most pleasant experience at the time. 

“We were not wearing environmental suits,’”’ 
he says, ‘‘so we could tell what we were swim- 
ming through. It seeped into my mouth and in- 
to my ears. I could taste it. I was as sick as a 
dog for three days afterwards. I was queasy, 
nauseous and vomiting. I went to the hospital, 
but the doctors said there was nothing they 
could do. Would I do it again? Of course, but 
then again, I’m a little crazy.” 

He may be crazy, but Ouellette, who received 
a medal and many commendations for his ef- 
forts, says the MDC dive team is very cautious. 
During the Deer Island operation, he had men 
behind him at all times ready to take him up if 
there was any problem. Only once in his 
career, he says, did he ever come close to dy- 
ing. 

“An old Polish fisherman fell off his boat in 
the Quabbin Reservoir,” he says. ‘‘A line from 
his boat became attached to something in the 
water and the boat was going around and 
around in a circle. Somebody called us, but we 
had no idea where the old man was because his 
boat had been going around in circles. 

“When we got there, I grabbed a tank 
without checking first to see how much air was 
left, a definite no-no. Low and behold, I was 135 
feet under and my air gave out. Fortunately, 
there was an anchor line just about eight feet 
from me. I grabbed it and hand-over-hand pull- 
ed myself up. I got out of the water gasping for 
air and tingling from the nitrogen poisoning. I 
violated every rule of diving and was lucky to 
make it with only some temporary numbness in 
my arms and legs.” 

Despite the inherent risks, there are some 
benefits to being able to dive underwater. If he 
is having a couple of dozen people over to the 
house and he wants to make sure they don't 
leave hungry, Ouellette will don his gear, jump 
in the ocean and come back with ‘'40 or 50 
lobsters.”’ 

“Even a couple of years ago when the lobster 
men were crying,"’ he says, “I had no trouble 
finding plenty. And I don’t go anywhere near 
the traps, either.”

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Property transfer results in tax savings 


Dear Mr. Frankel: 


As a strategy for decreasing 
the estate taxes payable at my 
death, it has been suggested that 
I gift property to my minor 
grandchildren. This would also 
help to pay college tuition. Could 
you explain how this is done, and 
why it is advantageous?

Dear Mrs. B.L.: 


Transferring income- 
producing property to your 
grandchildren may be an ap- 
propriate way of transferring 
wealth for estate planning pur- 
poses, and also for providing for 
the non-support type financial 
needs of a minor. 

The Uniform Gifts to Minors 
Act offers a convenient and inex- 
pensive tax savings procedure 
for shifting taxable income from 
parent/grandparent to child. 
Through a simple registration 
process, income producing assets 
can be ‘‘gifted’’ to a child. If the 
child is a minor the transferred 
property is administered by a 
custodian until the child reaches 
the age of majority. At this point, 
the assets are turned over to the 
child. 

Generally, the transfer would 
allow for the income produced 
from the property to be taxed ata

lower rate, thus reducing the 
overall income tax of the family. 

Example: Mr. Casson, a tax- 
payer in the 50 percent tax 
bracket, owns 150 shares of ABC 
stock, in addition to other 
securities which pay dividends 
that exhaust his dividend exclu- 
sion. The ABC stock pays annual 
dividends of $1,600. Mr. Casson 
decides to give the stock to his 2- 
year-old daughter Kerry. He 
registers the securities in his 
daughter’s name and appoints 
his wife as custodian. 

The transfer would leave Kerry 
with taxable income of $460, after 
her personal exemption of $1,040 





%, 
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and the dividend exclusion of 
$100. (Kerry’s zero bracket 
amount cannot be used to shelter 
the dividend income since her 
father claims her as a depen- 
dent.) Kerry would incur a $52 
tax liability. Compared to the 
$800 her father would have to 
pay, this results in a yearly fami- 
ly tax savings of $748. 

Mr. Casson cannot use this in- 
come to fulfill any support obliga- 
tions to Kerry without having the 
income taxed to him. However, 
he will be entitled to a dependen- 
cy deduction for Kerry because: 

¢ She is under 19 at the end of 
the year; 


«He provides more than half of 
her support. 

Securities are not the only type 
of income-producing property 
that may be transferred. Other 
qualifying assets include life in- 
surance policies, annuity con- 
tracts and cash. 

Estate planning: Individuals 
are able to transfer up to $10,000 a 
year ($20,000 if transferred joint- 
ly.avith a spouse) to each of any 
number of persons without incur- 
ring gift tax liability. By making 
gifts over the course of many 
years, a taxpayer can substan- 
tially reduce the tax that is im- 
posed on a deceased taxpayer’s 
estate. 

What the future holds: Recent- 
ly, the House Ways and Means 
Committee tentatively approved, 
in principle, a proposal that 
would reduce the tax advantages 
afforded under the Gifts to 
Minors Act. If the provision were 
to become law, income from pro- 
perty gifted to a child under age 
14 by its parents would be taxed 
at the parent’s higher tax rate. 
This provision would apply to 
taxable years after December 31, 
1985.

More than Holocaus

WALTHAM — A stunning pic- 
torial exhibit now on display at 
Brandeis University will dispel 
any preconception that the 
history of Jewish oppression in 
Germany began with the rise of 
the Third Reich. 

The exhibit, ‘‘Jews inGermany 
under Prussian Rule,” is making 
its exclusive appearance in the 
Northeast at Brandeis’ Farber- 
Goldfarb Library and Rapaporte 
Treasure Hall until May 30. 

“It’s been all over the country 
and, wherever it’s been, 
thousands of people have seen 
it,” exhibit coordinator Jane We- 
ingarten said. ‘We hope that’s 
what will happen here and we 
hope to reach an audience beyond 
the Jewish community.” 

Weingarten, a West Newton 
resident hired by Brandeis one 
year ago to bring the work to the 
Waltham campus, said people 
have been “‘very impressed’’ by 
the massive display, the largest 
of its kind ever assembled. 

The painstakingly researched 
exhibit traces the Jewish ex- 
perience and contributions to 
German culture from the 
Crusades through the modern- 
day Holocaust. 

More than 1,000 enlarged 
reproductions of photographs 
and montages drawn from the ar- 
chival resources of the Prussian 
Cultural Foundation in West 
Berlin are combined with a writ- 
ten narrative to graphically il- 
lustrate the Jewish plight. 

The history begins in the year 
975, when Emperor Otto II gave 
permission for Jews from an 
area known as Mark Branden- 
burg to engage in commerce with 
the “‘heathen”’ Slavic inhabitants 
of the East. 

It tells how bourgeois German 
Jews and non-Jews were forced 
to use Berlin drawing rooms as a 
meeting ground to discuss 
literary and aesthetic topics. 

Numerous instances of 
discrimination, brutal torture 
and expulsion, some dating back 
to the 15th century, are also por- 
trayed, as is the critical role Ger- 
man Jews played in building the 

region’s economy and their con- 
tributions to science and culture. 

Gay Swirsky, a Sudbury resi- 
dent who came to see the exhibit, 





described the display as ‘very 
impressive and emotionally mov- 
ing.” 

“This lays the background for 
understanding the origins of 
modern-day anti-semitism,’ she 
added. 

It takes more than an hour to 
fully explore the entire exhibit, 
which winds its way through the 
library, but each segment of the 
wooden display also can be ap- 
preciated individually. 

Brandeis spokesman Jerry 
Rosenswaike said more than 300 
people attended a special 
preview of the work on April 1. 

“Once the word gets out, I’m 
sure it’s going to do very, very 
well, as it has done elsewhere,” 
he said. 

The exhibit was brought to 
America with the assistance of

the Foreign Office of the Federal

It has been seen by more than 
100,000 Americans of different 
religious faiths in Chicago, 
Detroit, Minneapolis, Los 
Angeles, San Francisco, 
Baltimore, Pittsburgh and 
Milwaukee.

The documents he found while 
researching his own archives and 
other sources spanned about 
1,000 years and told a story of 
fierce Jewish loyalty to Germany 
against a background of cen- 
turies of injustice and hatred. 

He eventually persuaded his 
own cultural foundation to mount 
an exhibit that would ‘‘show what 
Jews have done for this state” 
and what they had received in 
return. 

“The historic relationship bet- 
ween German Jews and their 
adopted homeland has always 
been a one-sided affair,’ Klemig 
has said. “It was a marriage bas- 
ed on circumstances, a marriage 
of unrequited love which the 
Holocaust dissolved forever.” 

The exhibit is sponsored by the 
Brandeis B’nai B'rith Hillel 
Foundation, the Brandeis Tauber 
Institute for the Study of Euro- 
pean Jewry and the American 
Jewish Historical Society. 

Among its honorary sponsors 
are Gov. Michael S. Dukakis, 
U.S. Sens. Edward M. Kennedy 
and John Kerry, Cong. Barney 
Frank (D-Newton), Dr. Jurgen 
Kalkbrenner, consul general of 
the Federal’ Republic of Ger- 
many, and Michael Shiloh, consul 
general of Israel. 

The exhibit is free and open to 
the public from 10 a.m. to 4 p.m.

READING, MASS. — Frank 
Fernino is in his backyard, dress- 
ed in heavy coat and hat, and he's 
struggling to lift a heavy floor- 
board onto a_half-completed 
second-story deck.

Additions increase 
value of your home

Depending on how well it’s 
designed, an addition to your 
home can dramatically increase 
or decrease its value. 

The editors of Better Homes 
and Gardens Remodeling Ideas 
say a well planned addition 
should fit in with its physical sur- 
roundings as well as your family 
life. Although exterior materials 
need not match the original, the 
new space should complement 
both the existing house and the 
landscape. 

Before you begin any serious 
planning for your addition, you’ll 
need to consider several points. 
The size of your lot, how you plan 
to use the space, local building 
codes, and type of house are just 
a few of the factors that deter- 
mine your addition’s location. 
The type of house you live in is an 
important consideration because 
different types of houses lend 
themselves to different types of 
additions. 

You'll probably find your house 
type included in this article; if 
not, you're likely to find one or 
two others that will give you 
clues to the style and shape of the 
addition that would best suit your 
house. These guidelines deal with 
recent architecture. If you live in 
an older home whose styling 
doesn’t fall into these categories, 
you'll need to modify the sugges- 
tions to fit your home's 
character.

the definitions are not always ab- 
solute. To get a clearer idea of 
what some basic house types are 
and what kinds of additions work 
well with them, here are brief 
descriptions of five major house 
types. 

Ranch: Usually a one-story, 
low-to-the-ground structure with 
wide overhangs. A raised ranch 
has its basement area partly 
above ground, but stairs from 
outside usually lead directly to 
the main-level living area, 

Split-level: Generally, a house 
that has floors halfway between 
other floors. One floor is often 
partially below ground level. 
Variations include side-by-side 
split and multilevel split. 

Split-entry: This is a modified 
split level. The entry is one grade 
or a few steps above, with the 
main level half a flight up and the 
lower level half a flight down. 

Story-and-a-half: Often called 
a Cape Cod, this low-profile house 
has a full flight of stairs connec- 
ting two levels. The roofline 
usually starts at the first story 
and peaks to allow headroom in 
about half of the second-story 
space. 

Two-story: Has two complete 
stories, both out of the ground, 

connected by a full flight of 
stairs. Entry is usually up a few 
steps from grade. 

Once you know your house 
type, you’ll be ready for the next 
step: determining where and how 
to add on. The slope, or pitch, of 
the roof on the addition should 
match that on the original house 
to provide continuity. Matching 
the addition’s windows, exterior 
surfaces and other features with 
the originals also can help pre- 
vent a tacked-on look.

ban high-tech corridor. His wife, 
Mary Jane, is a_ substitute 
English teacher at the local high 
school. They have a 7%-year-old 
daughter named Betsy and are 
active inthe PTA. 

The Ferninos have an im- 
pressive woodworking shop in 
their home. They've used it to 
build an office, finish the base- 
ment, split a formal dining room 
off their kitchen and add a wood 
stove and insulation to their 
porch. Contractors helped put the 
pool in the backyard. 

Now the one-story ranch house 
they bought in 1974 for $36,000 is 
too small. A two-story colonial 
nearby would suit them, but it 
costs $250,000. So the Ferninos 
decided to add a second floor to 
their home, a job that involved 
taking off the roof and adding 
three bedrooms, two bathrooms 
and a deck upstairs. 

The renovation will cost about 
$50,000. 

“When you think of the initial 
$36,000, even when you spend 
$50,000 it’s a lot better than sell- 
ing and going somewhere else,” 
Mrs. Fernino said. “We have a 
half acre and an inground pool. 
We like our neighborhood, and we 
have a lot of work in this house.” 

The Ferninos are not alone. 
Each week, nearly 6 million 
viewers watch “This Old House” 
on 260 public television stations, 
and its popularity indicates a lot 
of people are seeking help with 
renovations.

When selecting fabric, Mills 
advises, ask yourself what makes 
you feel good. 

“How a fabric feels is just as 
important as how it looks,”’ he ex- 
plains, citing the natural 
coarseness of wool, the luxury 
feel of silk and the free-and-easy 
mood of cotton. Chintz, he adds, 
is a surprisingly tough fabric 
that’s enjoying renewed 
popularity. 

While all these fabrics are 
clasics, leather is unquestionably 
this decade’s most important 
look, evoking richness and 
prestige, luxury and sensuality, 
says Mills. He points out that a 
high price tag can discourage 
some buyers, however.

Print Finders 
will locate 
reproductions

Ever see a painting that would 
look perfect hanging on your wall 
— but the museum shop doesn’t 
have 2 reproduction? 

Thanks to a new mail order ser- 
vice founded by two New York 
women with extensive art and 
museum backgrounds, there is a 
good chance of getting a print 
anyway. 

Called ‘Print Finders,” the 
service offers to locate the 
desired reproduction and even 
have it framed and shipped ready 
to hang. 

“Customers in my shop would 
ask about buying a reproduction 
of a piece of art — often without 
even knowing the name of the ar- 
tist — and were so disappointed 
when we couldn’t provide it that 
I'd try to research it for them,” 
says Diane Moore, who works out 
of her Scarsdale, N.Y., home. 

“If I found it, they were so 
delighted.” 

Miss Moore says her partner 
recalls that when she worked in 
the shop of a major museum ‘‘she 
started keeping catalogs of other 
museums and art outlets under 
the counter to help people seek- 
ing a print her museum didn’t 
carry.” 

Comparing experiences, the 
women realized there was no 
single source for locating quality 
reproductions, and they founded 

“Print Finders.” Their first 
customers came from museum 
shops and art dealers who gave 
their card to people whose re- 
quests they couldn't satisfy. 

The service has listings of 
more than 20,000 reproductions 
and posters, including the most 
popular works of the world’s 
best-loved artists as well as 
many lesser-known art works. 

The customer simply sends 
them the title and the artist's 
name, if known, and they do their 
best to track down the reproduc- 
tion anywhere in the world 

“If it exists, we'll find it,"

are able to pay are the most ob- 
vious decisions to make. 

Equally important is your pur- 
pose for buying a clock. Are you 
buying it strictly for the at- 
mosphere it will create in your 
home, or will you consider it an 
investment? 

This must be taken into con- 
sideration because not every 
charming clock is an antique or 
collectible clock. Those not con- 
sidered collectible may never in- 
crease in value beyond keeping 
up with the inflation rate, while 


those favored by collectors will 
increase in value according to 
supply and demand. 

American clocks, as a general 
rule, are more valuable than 
foreign clocks. This is largely due 
to the face that few clocks were 
produced in America. With the 
exception of the large, nine-tube 
grandfather clock, the last clock 
to be produced (not merely 
assembled) in the United States 
was sold new in the 1930s. 

Most collectors favor 
American clocks, and, as collec- 
tors will, they periodically focus 
on a particular style. That style

item and the price zooms out of 
sight, making it inaccessible to 
the average family simply look- 
ing for an attractive clock.

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Tigers looking for right mix i

Coach Dick Walker hesitates to 
use the words ‘“‘rebuilding year,’ 
but Newton North has an awful 
lot of holes to fill after going 15-5 
last with a team that was senior- 
laden. Fortunately, Walker has 
seen a good crop of younger 
players come along to fill sone of 
those holes, and is hoping his club 
will be in the thick of a 
“dogfight” in the Suburban 
League. 

If nothing else, Tiger fans will 
see a different brand of baseball. 
Gone are the players who batted 
.366 as a team and combined for 
20 home runs. In their place is a 
group that will have to scratch 
for runs. Pitching, defense ‘and 
speed will be the keys this time 
around, and 3-2 will be a much 
more common score than 8-5. 

With so little varsity ex- 
perience available, a great deal 
of the load will fall on the co- 
captains, Aldo Calcagni and Ron 
Coppola. Both are returning let- 
termen. 

Caleagni was the team’s 
designated hitter last year, and 
looks to break into the left field 
job as a senior. 

“He infuses something special 
into a ballclub,’’ said Walker. 
“He has a fiery temperment and 
astrong desire to win.” 

Calcagni, a left-handed contact 
hitter with outstanding speed, 
will hit in one of the top two spots 
in the order. 

Coppola has as much potential 
as anyone on the club, and he has 
yet to reach it. Coppola, 6-2, 
boasts strength and speed. 
Defensively, Walker has no wor- 
ries in center. Coppola’s pro- 
blems in the past have been at the 
plate, but the coach sees some 
positive signs that he’s coming 
around of late. 

Rounding out the rather small 
veteran nucleus of the club is 
Dave LeConti. He proved himself 
under difficult circumstances 
last spring, filling in at shortstop 
when Jim Proia suffered through 
an illness and missed much of the 
season. LeConti is back as a 
senior and is ‘fielding with 
tremendous confidence,’’ ac- 
cording to the coach. 

Shortstop takes on added im- 
portance when it is realized that 
that is the only position up the 
middle that the Tigers have ex- 
perience. Coppola should be 
steady in center, but that still 
leaves several jobs to fill. Before 
he settles on a lineup, the coach is 
taking a long look at a lot of peo- 
ple at just about every position. 
This includes LeConti’s double- 


play partner at second base. 

At the moment, the job is up for 
grabs among three candidates. 
Brian Scales, Paul Fay and Mark 
Markunas have all looked 
capable of handling the job. 
Scales, a senior, is in his first out 
for the team. Better known for 
his soccer abilities, he’s shown a 
good bat and versatility, being 
able to play almost every posi- 
tion. Fay has looked very sharp 
for a sophomore, while 
Markunas, a junior, has been an 
“extremely pleasant surprise,” 
said the coach. 

Rounding out the up-the-middle 
spots (excluding pitching), is the 
catcher, where Walker has some 
“awfully big shoes to fill.” 

Colin Ryan is now at the 
University of Maine, and his 
presence will be missed. For two 
years, teams have avoided runn- 
ing on the Tigers. 

Jim Giddon and Evan Galanis 
have the unenviable task of try- 
ing to live up to that standard. 
Galanis, a junior, played for the 
varsity last year, while Giddon, a 
senior, is up from the JV. Defen- 
sively, they’re very similar. 
Galanis might be a bit sounder 
mechanically right now, with 
Giddon having a slight edge in 
arm strength. 

The resolution of the catching 
situation will set in motion a 
series of moves, as Walker ex- 
pects to see both players in the 
lineup. If Giddon starts behind 
the plate, Galanis will probably 
play first. If the decision goes the 
other way, Giddon could play 
either corner spot. 

The runners-up in the second 
base race will also get considera- 
tion at the corners. Scales and 
Fay look very capable of playing 
ata corner. 

Senior Ed O’Brien is another 
factor at third. He’s definitely 
capable of handling the job defen- 
sively, but must prove he can 
handle varsity pitching. 

The other candidate at first is 
Ben Solomon, one of the club’s 
top pitchers. He hasn’t been able 
to show what he can do offensive- 
ly yet due to a broken bone in his 
hand, but at full strength he’s a 
threat to force his way into the 
lineup. 

The outfield is more settled, 
though several players are press- 
ing for jobs. The co-captains look 
to be set in left and center, but 
they may be joined by a 
freshman. 

George Maxcey is one of three 
ninth-graders with the varsity, 
the first three Walker has ever 
carried. Far from being over- 
matched, Maxcey’s speed and 
bat have pushed him into the

leadoff spot in the order. 

“He’s shown confidence,” the 
coach said. “I don’t see how 
we're going to keep him out of the 
lineup.” 

Should any of the outfielders 
falter, Mike DeGeorge and Andy 
Lyons appear ready to step in. 
Both are seniors up from the 
junior varsity with good speed. 
Lyons is another pitching can- 
didate as well. 

The pitching staff is one big 
question mark when it comes to 
varsity competition. Despite a 
nice mix (four seniors, a 
sophomore and two freshmen) 
there is a total lack of varsity ex- 
perience, 

In addition, noted Walker, ‘‘we 
don’t have the luxury of a 
strikeout pitcher. What we do 
have is a pitching staff that will 
rely on control and being able to 
set up the hitters.” 

Solomon looks like a good bet to 
start the opener. Right-handed, 
as are all seven hurlers, the 
senior is a ‘‘fastball-slider’’ type 
pitcher, according to the coach. 
Solomon must keep the ball down 
to be effective. 

The other pitchers are all very 
close in ability. Any of them 
could emerge as the second and 


third starters. 

Lyons has the strongest arm on 
the staff, and is probably the 
closest thing to a strikeout pit- 
cher the Tigers have. More con- 
sistency with his breaking pitch 
could make him a standout. ‘ 

Scales is more of a breaking- 
ball type, using that pitch to set 
up the fast ball. The pitching pro- 
spects for Scales and Fay will de- 
pend on the makeup of the infield, 
as Walker likes to stick with a set 
lineup on defense. 

Senior Sid Queler is up from the 
junior varsity. His biggest 
strength is being able to throw 
strikes, which could put him ina 
relief role. 

The freshmen, Jason 
DeGeorge (Mike’s brother) and 
Steve Leonard, have a bright 
future that could begin im- 
mediately. 

DeGeorge is a six-footer who 
has a good breaking ball but 
needs more consistency with his 
fastball. He’s also an aggressive 
hitter who can play the infield 
and outfield. 

Leonard has ‘‘tremendous 
poise for a freshman,’’ Walker 
said. ‘‘He could be one of our top 
three pitchers.”’
